Board Room of the Federal Headquarters of the 
Guild in Melbourne, and which are reproduced in colour 
in this issue of the Journal, convey in unique manner 
the development of the profession through the cen- 
turies. 


Through the eyes of a talented artist one is taken 
back, by the medium of these pictures, to the begin- 
nings of the art or mystery of pharmacy. By graphic 
representation and skilful, symbolic expression, the 
artist develops his theme and, in so doing, reveals to 
viewers of the three murals a study of great value 
which is instructional and aesthetically attractive. 


With great ingenuity and extraordinary insight the 
artist has succeeded in portraying in three symbolic 
scenes the emergence of pharmacy as an organised 
science. 


Medicine man, pagan priest, holy men of the monas- 
teries, scholars, devoted researchers, all figure in the 
development of medicine and pharmacy through the 
ages and their ultimate separation into more clearly 
defined professions. The principal historical stages of 
the evolution of pharmacy the artist has with subtle 


Pharmaceutical Societies in Australia subscribe 
forbids the advertising of professional services. 
In only one State, however, is this provision supported 
by disciplinary power sufficient to ensure compliance 
by members of what is a very desirable policy. 


And so from time to time complaints reach the Coun- 
cils of Pharmaceutical Societies that members, or non- 
members, continue to use in press announcements, on 
theatre screens and elsewhere, phrases such as “Ac- 
curate Dispensing Guaranteed,” or “Only the Purest 
Drugs Used.” This type of announcement is sometimes 
condemned on the grounds that it conveys an inference 
that the advertiser is singular in giving services which 
all members of the profession are bound by statute 
to give. 

The inference may be there, but the truth is that such 
stereotyped methods of advertising are ineffective and 
are not likely to deceive anybody.

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delicacy, deft artistry and consummate skill in the 
use of symbols woven into these works of art which 
we believe are unique in pharmacy. 


The significance of the murals is that there is a past. 
Behind our profession there is tradition. Those who 
preceded us have contributed nobly to the advance- 
ment of our calling. We do not start de novo. 


“Not in entire forgetfulness and not in utter nakedness 
But trailing clouds of glory do we come / 


From God who is our home.” 


This generation, too, has something to transmit. 
In family life and in vocational life there is great 
pride in inherited tradition and past achievements. 
This is a great incentive to preserving unsullied family 
honour or professional prestige. 

Pride in the past also generates in men of principle 
feelings of gratitude and the desire to make a personal 
contribution to posterity. 

“When an oak tree dies, it dies” expresses a false and 
destructive philosophy, stifling to progress and incentive. 

The Guild murals, as well as stimulating the intellect 
and adorning the walls of Guild House, enshrine these 
great principles. 


Their wide use would act detrimentally in creating 
the opinion that pharmacy generally follows obsolete 
methods and is inefficient. They are an anachronism. 
They belong to a past era. They cannot be regarded as 
“prestige advertising.” Indeed the chemist who relies 
solely on this type of advertising takes the risk of being 
classed as unimaginative, unprogressive and bound by 
mediocrity. 

The tendency now in all professions is to prohibit 
advertising and there are excellent reasons for that. 
Pharmacy should not be an exception, insofar as its 
professional work is concerned. 

The commercial side of pharmacy, however, must be 
promoted by sound business methods, including modern 
scientific advertising. Small-scale group advertising 
experiments in the past have never produced spectacu- 
lar results. The proposals now under discussion by the 
Guild in relation to a scheme of national proportions is, 
therefore, full of interesting possibilities.

Loss of N.H.S. Scripts 


Considering the tremendous volume of N.H:S. scripts 
being transferred each month from pharmacies through- 
out the Commonwealth to the Department of Health, 
losses of the packages are very rare. 

An instance of loss through the post has come under 
notice during the month. A Victorian chemist sent his 
parcel of N.H.S. scripts by registered mail addressed to 
the Department of Health. Subsequent enquiries showed 
that the package was included in a mail despatch from 
a suburban post office, but this mail did not reach the 
G.P.O., and indications were that it was stolen. Exten- 
sive investigations were made by the P.M.G.’s Depart- 
ment into the disappearance of this mail, but so far it 
has not been possible to locate it. 

In these circumstances the postal department dis- 
claims liability on the ground that the contents (pre- 
scription forms) have no commercial value. 

On the other hand, as far back as 1951, the possibility 
of loss of N.H.S. scripts by fire or theft was taken up 
with the Department of Health, and their reassuring 
advice was, “Chemists generally would be justified in 
assuming that this Department would not be unreason- 
able in such an eventuality.” 


In order to reinstate his claim, however, the chemist 
must assist the Department by forwarding the duplicates 
of the prescriptions that were contained in the lost 
package, and in some instance (as with repeats), where 
the duplicate is no longer in his possession, he must 
copy from his prescription book those prescriptions for 
which he cannot send duplicates. 


The chemist may now reasonably expect that his claim 
will be met in due course by the Department, even 
though he has had to spend some time and trouble in 
putting forward his duplicate claim, supported by all 
the necessary papers. 

Safeguards to assist a claim in similar circumstances 
would be to register any package containing N.H.S. 
scripts and to keep a copy of the return sent in to the 
Department. 


Lay-By and Hire Purchase 


The Directors of Pharmaceutical Defence Limited have 
obtained from Counsel a summary of the law relating 
to Lay-by and Hire Purchase in the various States of 
the Commonwealth, and in this issue, by courtesy of 


the Directors of P.D.L., we are able to publish the text 
of the opinion dealing with Lay-by. 

Hire Purchase is a more complicated business, and 
fewer chemists are engaged or are likely to engage in it. 
However, for the guidance of any who would like to 
have further information on this subject, a copy of the 
summary has been forwarded by the P.D.L. Head Office 
to all of the P.D.L. Branch Offices and to the State 
Branch Secretaries of the Guild, so that the information 
will be readily available to any member on request. 


One chemist who had occasion to make use of this 
service wrote, “I am indeed pleased that you sent me a 
‘Summary’—and not the whole Acts. However, it has 
been most instructive and I wish to place on record my 
appreciation of the works P.D.L. are tackling—much 


_for the benefit of, but without the knowledge of, the 


everyday pharmacist. Hearty congratulations.” 


Kodak Scholarship No. 4 


The Directors of Kodak (Australasia) Pty. Ltd. have 
announced that a further travelling scholarship of a 
value of £1,000 will be made available in 1958. 


This is the fourth such scholarship given by the 
company. Two Kodak travelling scholars have been 
abroad and have returned, and one is still overseas. 


These and other similar scholarships which are of- 
fered from time to time are invaluable in providing 
opportunities for qualified Australian chemists to under- 
take post-graduate studies, or to investigate selected 
aspects of pharmaceutical practice overseas. Results to 
the profession itself must be of tremendous value and 
already this has been demonstrated. 


Work Begun on New Victorian College 


It has been announced that the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Victoria has signed an agreement with the 
contractors for the erection of the proposed new Col- 
lege of Pharmacy in Parkville, Melbourne, and that the 
first stages of the job of construction have been com- 
menced. 

The building is expected to be completed and ready 
for occupation at the end of 1959. 

The new College will be the only one of its kind in 
Australia. There is little doubt that it will be the 
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largest institution in the Southern Hemisphere provid- 
ing specialised pharmaceutical training for pharma- 
ceutical students only. 


The actual cost of construction has not been revealed, 
but will be in the vicinity of £500,000. 


The sum of £300,000 will be advanced by the State 
Government for the project. When the building has 


been completed the present College building in Swan- 
ston street, Melbourne, will revert to the Government, 
and the Society is committed under an agreement with 
the Government to repay the sum of £90,000 over a 
period of fifteen years. - 


Census of Retail Sales 


Figures relating to the retail sale of goods in Australia 
for the year ended 30th June, 1957, have been released 
by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics. 


Total sales of commodities for all groups, excluding 
motor vehicles, parts, petrol, etc., for the year amount 
to £2,254.6 million as against £2,166.5 million for the 
year ended 30th June, 1956. 

Grouping of commodities is not sufficient to give any 
indication as to the trade in medicines and other pharma- 
ceutical goods. 

Particulars are given also of the volume of retail 
sales for the quarter ended 3lst December, 1957. This 
showed an increase of 5.6 per cent. over the figure for 
the corresponding quarter in 1956. 

The figures given in the return relate to retail sales 
of goods, as distinct from services, and it is claimed 
that the information is derived from figures covering 
approximately 40 per cent. of all retail sales in Aus- 
tralia. 


Pharmaceutical Conference in Pakistan 


We have received advice that the Third Pakistan 
Pharmaceutical Conference and Exhibition will be held 
at Karachi under the auspices of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Pakistan from November 28-30, 1958. The 
programme will include reading of scientific papers, 
symposia on pharmaceutical education and legislation, 
screening of scientific films, lectures on pharmaceutical 
subjects, visits to manufacturing establishments and an 
exhibition of foreign and locally produced drugs, medi- 


cines, etc. Further information can be obtained from 


the Hon. General Secretary of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Pakistan, 28 Aziz Champer, Opposite City 
Court, Karachi. 
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Civil Defence School at Macedon 


Thirty pharmaceutical chemists from all States of 
the Commonwealth are assembled at the Commonwealth 
Government Civil Defence School at Mount Macedon 
(Victoria). For five days they will be in session. 


In the early part of the course the problems attend- 
ing atomic attack will be put before the group and 
they will be invited to offer suggestions as to how the 
pharmaceutical profession can best be organised to fit 
into the defence picture, should the attack come. 


The problem is a real and vital one and it is en- 
couraging to know that the Commonwealth is taking 
advantage of consultation with the various profes- 
sional groups. 


Antibiotics in Influenza 


“Prescribers’ Notes,” issued by the Ministry of 
Health, London, for September, 1957, states that there 
is as yet no chemotherapeutic antibiotic or other drug 
which specifically influences the clinical effects of in- 
fluenza viruses. 

Medical practitioners to whom these notes are issued 
are told that routine drug treatment of the disease 
therefore varies according to the personal preference of 
the doctor and ranges from aspirin to the latest anti- 
biotic, however deep the spectrum. The consensus of 
opinion in the United Kingdom among family doctors 
dealing with the Asian epidemic indicated that the un- 
complicated cases called for no more than rest, copious 
fluids and symptomatic treatment with aspirin. 


The following statement follows: 

“Few doctors feel justified in administering powerful 
antibiotics to every patient with influenza or, as is not 
unknown, to every patient with coryza during an in- 
fluenza epidemic. Such indiscriminate treatment may 
appear to be a prudent course, but neglects the very 
real dangers of sensitization, toxicity and the propa- 
gation of resistant bacteria, quite apart from any con- 
sideration of expense.” 

The circular states that the indications for anti- 
bacterial treatment of some sort seem to be very clear 
cut and names them as follows: 

1. Pre-existing chest disease, e.g., chronic bronchitis, 
bronchiectasis. 

2. A history of recent or recurring severe respiratory 
infections. 


3. The presence of heart disease. 


4. Evidence of acute pulmonary complications at any 
stage of the illness. 


5. The fulminating case. 
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RECENT TRENDS IN FORMULATION 


New Suppository Bases; New Tablet Disintegrants; 
New Problems 


(Reprinted from “The Chemist and Druggist,” 
January 18, 1958) 


The increasing importance of pharmaceutical formu- 
lation was emphasised by Dr. R. P. Edkins when he 
addressed the opening meeting for the session of the 
Edinburgh and South-eastern Scottish Branch of the 
Pharmaceutical Society recently. Now that much of 
the work of pharmacy had transferred to the manu- 
facturer, said Dr. Edkins, formulation was concerned 
not only with the original concept of providing a palat- 
able preparation of good appearance, having the re- 
quired content of the medicament in a convenient dose, 
but also with providing a preparation which would 
be stable for long periods of storage and which would 
exert its activity at the required site for the requisite 
time. Excluding the extemporaneously prepared bottle 
of medicine, the greatest volume of preparations now 
used was represented by tablets and injectable pro- 
ducts, although two other types of product, supposi- 
tories and ointments, should not be neglected. 


Solution Within the Body 


Until recently there was little advance on the long- 
established cocoa-butter or glyco-gelatin suppository 
base. Glyco-gelatin was still useful, but criticism had 
been levelled at cocoa-butter base. Its physical pro- 
perties made it difficult to handle from the practical 
point of view and unsuitable for use in tropical cli- 
mates. To overcome that disadvantage some atten- 
tion had been given to water-soluble bases, which de- 
pended for their action not on melting but upon solu- 
tion within the body. The use of appropriately mouded 
tablets of orthodox composition, containing lactose or 
glucose as the main vehicle, was not entirely satisfac- 
tory, since the tablet type of preparation was some- 
times difficult to insert. The resultant solution had a 
high osmotic pressure and was liable to produce con- 
siderable irritation. A better base could be made using 
a series of waxy compounds obtained by polymerising 
ethylene glycol. Those substances ranged from liquids 
of glycerin-like viscosity to solids of paraffin wax ap- 
pearance, depending on the molecular weight of the 
polymer (from about 200 to 6000). All were very 
soluble in water, the liquid ones being miscible, and 
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the solutions were non-irritant to the mucous mem- 
brane. Using mixtures of the solid polymers, a satis- 
factory suppository could be prepared, in which large 
amounts of miscible liquids could be incorporated. 


_The polyethylene glycols had also been used in 
ointments, where a water-free non-greasy base was 
required. That was particularly the case where an 
antibiotic was to be incorporated, since the use of an 
emulsified base would limit the life of the ointment 
due to the instability of the antibiotic in the presence 
of water. Such an ointment might be made of the 
consistency of soft paraffin, and was much more readily 
absorbed by the skin than was its soft paraffin coun- 
terpart. 

In the formulation of tablets starch was the classical 
disintegrant, but recently alginic acid and bentonite 
had been used. Difficulty was always experienced, 
however, when tablets had to be sugar-coated. For- 
tunately, it was now possible to dispense with the tra- 
ditional sugar-coating and to use instead a compressed 
coat. By that method a small kernel tablet was com- 
pressed with a granulate to give a tablet indistinguish- 
able in external appearance from a normal compressed 
tablet. Normally the kernel tablet was made using a 
coloured granulate, so that, on breaking the tablet, the 
presence of the kernel would be obvious, and fre- 
quently the finished tablets were screened electronic- 
ally to confirm the presence of the kernel. Since dis- 
integrants could be added to both granulates, the dis- 
integration time of the whole could be made rapid. 
Since the outside of the tablet could be made to dis- ~ 
integrate more quickly than the kernel, it was possible 
to apply two medicaments in order to the stomach. 
That principle was made use of in tablets containing 
prednisone, which had been found to produce gastric 
uritation in the absence of antacid buffering sub- 
stances. Prednisone was incorporated in the kernel 
of the tablet, and a mixture of antacids applied around 
it. In Spansules, the capsules contained a mixture of 
minute coated spheres, each type having a different 
disintegration time, so that a series of medicaments 
became progressively available. 

On the Continent it was becoming common to use 
the suppository as the vehicle for administering a 
medicament, on the grounds that, by that route, a more 
rapid and greater response was produced than by the 
similar dose given by mouth. The same effect could 
be achieved if the medicament was applied to the 
mucous membrane of the mouth and sublingual or sub- 
labial tablets, formulated with .a base of lactose or 
some other inert material without the addition of dis- 
integrants, were the basis of such administration. 
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Four Fundamental Problems 


Stability, duration of clinicai action, provision of the 
required dose in a suitable dose volume, and sterilisa- 
tion were the four fundamental problems which faced 
the formulator of an injection. Materials which could 
not be prepared as a stable aqueous preparation, such 
as protein hormone preparations, serum and chorionic 
gonadotrophin and penicillin, presented problems in 
1940. The delivery of powder by weight rendered diffi- 
cult and inaccurate the filling of quantities of a few 
mgm., as was required in the hormone field. Fortu- 
nately the process of freeze-drying shortly became 
available. Although those expedients led to the pro- 
duction of stable injections, they were only expedients, 
and attempts were continually being made to produce 
an active injection which was prepared ready for 
use, and in which the preliminary manipulation of dis- 
solving the contents of one container in another was 
eliminated. Several methods have been employed to 
achieve that end. In the antibiotics, the emphasis had 
been on chemical modification of the molecule to pro- 
duce derivatives, normally insoluble ones, which were 
stable in the presence of water but which still exerted 
their effect upon injection. Often a straightforward 
attack upon formulation yielded dividends. The de- 
composition of phenobarb. sodium could largely be 
prevented if a solution of sodium phenobarbitone was 
made in propylene glycol containing not more than 
about 10 per cent. of water. Another method which 
did eliminate the handling of containers of powder 
was to dissolve the material in a solvent, usually alco- 
hol, and then to dilute the solution freely with saline 
before administration as an intravenous transfusion. 
That procedure was used with the steroid, hydro- 
cortisone. In general, however, twists of formulation 
of that type had not been particularly successful for 
most unstable products. 


Delay in Absorption 


To delay absorption, olive and arachis oils were used, 
and an ester, ethyl oleate, was also permitted by the 
Pharmacopoeia. Chemical formulation was also utilised 
to achieve that object. Thus testosterone was normally 
given as the propionate because that ester was much 
more soluble than free testosterone. Before testos- 
terone could exert its characteristic activity, the pro- 
pionate had to be hydrolysed in the body, to liberate 
free testosterone. The rate of hydrolysis of that par- 
ticular ester was fairly rapid, but other esters could 
be prepared which were much more slowly hydrolysed 
in vitro, and therefore exerted their action much more 
slowly. The use of proteins and other colloids as ad- 
sorbents or complexing agents was illustrated by prot- 
amine zine insulin. Protamine as an adsorbent had 
also been used with success in connection with adreno- 
corticotrophic hormone, ACTH, and the colloid poly- 
vinylpyrolidone had a similar delaying effect upon a 
number of preparations. 


Posing its own problems was the crystal suspension 
exemplified by the widely used suspension of corti- 
sone acetate. That was, surprisingly enough, rapidly 
absorbed, because the solubility of cortisone acetate 
was low, both in water and in oils, and it was for that 
reason that the suspension was used, because it was 
impossible to prepare a solution containing the re- 
quired dose in a reasonable volume. Other crystal 
suspensions in the hormone field were prepared in that 
form for the same reason. The normal method of pre- 
paring such suspensions was to grind the material in 
part of the suspending fluid, which contained a sur- 
face active agent to prevent clumping of the fine par- 
ticles, a suspending agent to prevent too rapid settling 
of the ag ogee and frequently buffering substances 
as well. hat grinding was usually carried out in a 
ball mill, and after a time, which might vary from a 
day to a week, dependent upon the material being 
ground, the particle size could be reduced to about 25 


microns or -less. That master suspension was then 
diluted to the required concentration and filled. 
Sterility, however, was a serious problem in such pre- 
parations. It was possible to ensure surface sterility 
of the crystals, sometimes by autoclaving under con- 
trolled conditions or by treatment with a bactericide, 
but since the spores were protected by the crystal they 
would not be killed by either method. Even more 
serious contamination would not be detectable by nor- 
mal methods of sterility examination, since the spores 
would not grow until the crystal surrounding them 
had been dissolved. It seemed that the methods of 
testing for sterility of crystal suspensions should be 
reconsidered. 


The ball-miil method followed by suspension in a 
suitable vehicle normally failed with cortisone acetate. 
By chance, however, it was discovered that if corti- 
sone acetate was mixed as a dry material with dilute 
ethyl alcohol it almost immediately changed into a 
mass of needle-shaped crystals, which were ideal for 
the preparation of suspensions and which were quite 
stable provided that they were not allowed to dry. 
The mechanism of the change was unknown, and it 
was strange but convenient that the conversion would 
not usually take place unless the cortisone acetate had 
been sterilised or at least heated for some time prior 


to the mixing. 


STEROIDS AND INFECTION 


From an Editorial Note. Pharmaceutical Journal, 
March 29, 1958 


“The use of the adrenal steroids in the presence of 
infections is surrounded by controversy. Although 
these drugs are being employed more and more exten- 
sively, their pharmacological activity is far from being 
understood, and the mechanism underlying their ad- 
verse effects remains conjectural. Whereas, at one time, 
it was thought that the use of cortisone should be 
avoided in all cases of tuberculosis, the current view 
is that the drug is contra-indicated only if the disease 
is active or has been quiescent for only a few years. 
Professor J. M. Robson and Dr. F. M. Sullivan, who 
have been experimenting at Guy’s Hospital, London, 
with an avirulent strain of the bacillus, attempted to 
throw some light on the problem at a recent meeting 


of the British Pharmacological Society, when they re- 


ported that cortisone affected the intracellular phase in 
the multiplication of bacteria. 


Adrenal steroids are widely used in infections of the 
skin, and for this purpose are often applied externally 
as a lotion or cream, usually of hydrocortisone. Hydro- 
cortisone has been claimed to be beneficial in various 
forms of eczema and dermatitis, otitis exterma and 
pruritus ani et vulve. In longer-term trials it has 
been found to be very valuable in cases of lichen sim- 

lex, discoid eczema and ano-genital pruritus. Anti- 
biotics or antiseptics are often used coincidentally and 
a few antibiotic-steroid preparations are now commer- 
cially available, but opinion varies as to their useful- 
ness. In some skin infections, systemic administration 
of hydrocortisone is the most effective treatment. These 
include such serious and sometimes fatal disorders as 
pemphigus, chronic idiopathic generalised exfoliative 
dermatitis, dermatomyositis and disseminated lupus 
erythematosis. The introduction of corticosteroid 
therapy to ophthalmology is the greatest advance since 
the introduction of the antibiotics. Hydrocortisone is 
of great value in the treatment of non-specific inflam- 
matory lesions of the eye, but when an infection is 
present there should be collateral anti-bacterial therapy 
with an antibiotic, such as oxytetracycline. In cases 
of leprosy the use of adrenal steroids is controversial. 
However, it is sometimes given in certain complica-

tions of this disease. This treatment does not inter- 
fere with normal chemotherapeutic agents, the ad- 
ministration of which had previously to be suspended 
until the erythema died down. 

Until it is known precisely how the adrenal steroid 
drugs interfere with the body’s natural defences to in- 
fection, it is obvious that they should be used with 
extreme care.” 


CHEMISTRY IN MOSCOW 


Professor I. M. Kolthoff, Department of Analytical 
Chemistry, University of Minnesota, U.S.A., recently 
returned from a visit to U.S.S.R., where he attended 
a symposium at Moscow University. Some of his im- 
pressions are recorded in Science, March 7, 1958:— 

“When I arrived in Moscow it had been 12 years since 
my last visit. The great official respect for scientists 
and the prestige of the Russian Academy of Sciences, 
which were already evident in 1945, were made plain 
to me immediately again. At the airport the recep- 
tion committee expedited my passage through Customs 
and immigration procedures. I had been invited to 
Moscow to take part in a three-day symposium. Other 
participants included 18 scientists from “satellite” 
countries. H. Irving, of Oxford University, was the 
only other guest from a capitalist country. 

There were three Chinese chemists present—two 
men and a woman. One of the men and the young 
woman had taken Ph.D. degrees in U.S.A. The third 
Chinese chemist had his Ph.D. from the University of 
Munich under the late Prof. Hoenigschmidt, one of the 
world’s experts on the determination of atomic weights. 

Although all three Chinese were avowed Com- 
munists and supporters of the Red Government in 
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Peiping, the two American-educated chemists referred 
with affection to their stay in the USS. Indeed, 
throughout all the many talks and discussions which 
we had in Moscow, Irving and I never heard a dis- 
agreeable word about the United States and Britain. 
The Chinese trio spoke flawless English and we con- 
versed without inhibition. They admitted that their 
education system is not yet as advanced as Russia’s; 
it is possible to get only a Bachelor’s degree in China. 
But they hope study for advanced degrees wil! become 
possible reasonably soon. 


I was impressed by the large number of Chinese 
studying for advanced degrees at Moscow. This edu- 
cational link between Russia and China is not without 
significance in world affairs, and I could not help re- 
gretting once again our Government’s policy which 
makes it impossible for us te play a part in training 
China’s future scientific and educational leaders. 


The Chinese chemists invited me to visit them in 
their country, and proposed to have an official invita- 
tion extended to me on their return. I would have 
been happy to accept, but sadly had to admit that in 
this respect State Department policy might stand in 
the way. 


This is too bad, for scientific visitors like myself 
are in a unique position to establish much-needed rela- 
tions with countries like China. From scientific con- 
tacts frequently come exchanges of opinion on other 
matters. 


As to scientific research in the Soviet Union, we 
found that—as was true in 1945—most work is carried 
out in special institutes, which are under the auspices 
of U.S.S.R. Academy of Sciences and entirely separate 
from a university. Except for the fact that most of 
the advanced research workers also teach at a uni- 
versity (without extra pay), there is no direct rela- 
tionship between a university and the institutes. 


Emphasis is entirely on fundamental research, for 
which apparently unlimited funds are being made 
available. In 1945 I had noticed that practically none 
of the instruments and equipment was of Russian 
make. This time I was impressed, if not awed, by the 
fact that almost all the instruments for refined mea- 
surement were made in Russia. 


The number of research workers in chemistry is 
greater in Russia than in U.S.A. The quality of their 
work varies from excellent and good to acceptable. 
Their papers and journals in general compare favour- 
ably with those in the Western world. The great ad- 
vancements in pure and applied science are brought 
about by contributions of an original and fundamental 
nature. In this respect the Russians have not got the 
lead over the West as far as chemistry is concerned, 
but they definitely hold their own. 


SOME CONTRIBUTIONS OF PHARMACY TO. 
CHEMISTRY AND MEDICINE 


Passages from an address by T. D. Whittet, Chief 

Pharmaceutical Chemist, University College Hospital, 

London, to students of the pharmacy department, 
Sunderland Technical College, England. 


Pioneer Work by Pharmacists 


After outlining the early history of pharmacy, Mr. 
Whittet said that the modern concepts of classification 
of the elements and the periodic system owed much 
to the pioneer work of several pharmacists, including 
the French apothecary Etienne Francois Geoffroy. His 
colleague, F. G. Rouelle, was the first to define a salt 
as the union of an acid with a base. A third French 
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pharmacist, J. L. Proust, showed by experiment that 
elements combined with each other in definite and con- 
stant proportions. The grouping of analogous elements 
as triads by the German pharmacist, J. W. Doebereiner, 
represented an important step on the way leading to 
the periodic table of the elements. Doebereiner also 
described the process of catalysis. Pharmacists also 
took an important part in th discovery of elements. 
M. H. Klaproth was the first to identify uranium, zir- 
conium and cerium, and verified the elementary charac- 
ter of tellurium and titanium. An American pharma- 
cist, H. A.B. Dunning, of the firm of Hynson, Westcott 
and Dunning, planned and financed the special depart- 
ment of Johns Hopkins University which studied the 
radioactivity of uranium and played an important part 
in the development of the atomic bomb. The French 
pharmacist, L. N. Vauquelin, discovered chromium 
and beryllium, and the Russian pharmacist C. Claus 
isolated ruthenium. 


All the halogen elements were discovered by phar- 
macists. Chlorine was isolated in 1774 by C. W. Scheele, 
iodine by B. Courtois in 1811 and bromine by A. J. 
Balard in 1827. In the discovery of fluorine, important 
preparatory work was done in the late eighteenth cen- 
tury by the pharmacists A. S. Marggraf, J. C. F. Meyer 
and Schelle, the latter revealing in 1771 the real nature 
of hydrofiuoric acid. The discoverer of fluorine was 
the pharmacist Henry Moissan, who was also the first 
person to prepare artificial diamonds. 


Perhaps the greatest pharmacist ofall time, as well 
as one of the greatest chemists, was Carl Wilhelm 
Scheele, a Swedish apothecary. He remained a prac- 
tising pharmacist all his life, and made all his dis- 
coveries in the pharmacies in which he worked. He 
is credited with the discovery of more elements and 
compounds than any other chemist. 


The French pharmacist N. Le Febre about 1650 in- 
troduced the use of the thermometer into chemistry. 
About 250 years later the German pharmacist Ernst 
Beckmann created the Beckmann thermometer and 
other pieces of apparatus for the determination of boil- 
ing points and freezing points. The hydrometer for 
the determination of specific gravities was first invented 
by the French pharmacist Antoine Baume. About a 
century later there emerged from the ranks of German 
pharmacists Carl Friedrich Mohr, who has been called 
the father of volumetric analysis. He was adept in de- 
vising new methods of volumetric analysis and new 
pieces of apparatus. The pioneer of potentiometric 
volumetric analysis was also a pharmacist, Wilhelm 
Carl Bottger. The Austrians, Richard Wasicky and 
Ludwig Kofier, played an important part in the de- 
velopment of micro-methods of analysis. 


It was the pharmaceutical training and experience of 
the botanists emerging from pharmacy which made 
them the world’s leading authorities on plant chemistry. 
For many decades the isolation of alkaloids was almost 
a pharmaceutical family affair. The pharmacist Scheele 
became the recognised founder of modern plant 
chemistry. The name “alkaloid” (alkali-like) for those 
plant bases was coined, in 1818, by the pharmacist 
K. F. W. Meisener, and most of the important alkaloids 
were isolated by pharmacists. In 1805 the German 
pharmacist F. W. A. Serturner isolated from opium per- 
haps the most important of all alkaloids, morphine, and 
showed its narcotic and analgesic properties by experi- 
ments on himself and his friends. That was the first 
isolation of an alkaloid in a pure state, and Serturner 
was only twenty-two at the time of his discovery. 


French Discoveries 


Quinine, cinchonine, strychnine, brucine and colchi- 
cine were all discovered by the French pharmacists J. 
Pelletier and J. B. Caventou. The same men in co- 
operation with the pharmacist P. F. Robiquet in 1821 
discovered caffeine, which the German pharmacist F. F. 


Runge isolated independently at the same time. Ro- 
biquet furthermore isolated narcotine and codeine. The 
alkaloids atropine, aconitine and papaverine were like- 
wise discovered by pharmacists, the first two in 1833, 
by P. L. Geiger, and the third in 1848 by G. F. Merck. 
The French pharmacist C. J. Tanret succeeded in iso- 
lating the alkaloids of pomegranate bark and did con- 
siderable work on the alkaloids of ergot. All the men 
listed in this section, with the exception of Runge, 
owned retail pharmacies, besides being teachers and/or 
industrialists. Another pharmacist, E. A. Schmidt, iso- 
lated hyoscine. 


One of the first syntheses of an alkaloid was that in 
1890 of arecoline by E. Jahns in the laboratory of his 
Apotheke in Gottingen. The man who gave to chemis- 
try the well-known alkaloidal precipitant, Mayer’s Re- 
agent, was also a pharmacist. 


One of the most industrious and successful British 
investigators of alkaloids was Alfred William Gerrard, 
who was pharmacist to University College Hospital 
from 1873 until 1894, and who later became a founder 
of the firm of Cuxson, Gerrard & Co. Ltd. 


The apothecary Frederick Acoum (1769-1838) might 
be regarded as the creator of food chemistry in the 
English-speaking world. American apothecaries and 
pharmacists also did much work in that field. The 
French pharmacist, J. B. A. Chevalier, published one 
of the most fundamental French treatises on food 
chemistry, and the first president of the Prussian Insti- 
tute for Food, Drug and Forensic Chemistry was a 
pharmacist. Of the ten early chemists who made im- 
portant contributions to the study of milk no fewer 
than six were pharmacists. The first to characterise 
albumen was the English apothecary William Thomas 
Brande. H. M. Rouelle, a brother and colleague of 
F. G. Rouelle, previously mentioned, discovered urea. 
The acid reaction of normal urine was discovered by 
Scheele, and the inventor of Fehling’s solution started 
his career as a pharmacist. A French pharmacist, E. 
Bourquelot, discovered the maltase effect of the pan- 
creas and coined the name maltase for the enzyme 
concerned. He was also the first to synthesise a and 
8 glycosides. 


It was a retail pharmacist, the German Otto Maschke, 
who, as early as 1859, fully recognised the importance 
of histological staining and drew the attention of the 
scientific world to dyes to be used as histological and 
biological reagents. Another German pharmacist, J. F. 
Simon, gave the world the first modern comprehensive 
book of physiological chemistry and founded the first 
journal in that subject. Pharmacists contributed many 
books to general chemistry and partook in the founda- 
tion of many learned societies, including the Royal 
Society, the Parisian Academy of Sciences, the Prus- 
sian Academy of Science and the British and American 
Chemical Societies. As early as 1677 the French apothe- 
caire Nicolas Lemery published his Pharmacopée Uni- 
verselle, perhaps a forerunner of the International 
Pharmacopoeia, which did not appear until almost 350 
years later. 


Introduction of Anaesthesia 


Two events which might be regarded as the begin- 
ning of scientific medicine were the introduction of 
anaesthesia and Lister’s system of antiseptic surgery. 
In both of those pharmacy played a part. Peter Squire 
administered the first anaesthetic for an operation in 
Britain at University College Hospital in 1846. Chloro- 
form was discovered by the German pharmacist Fried- 
rich Moldenhauer, and it was a Scottish pharmacist, 
David Waldie, who suggested to Simpson its use as an 
anaesthetic. Phenol was first prepared by Runge, and 
the French pharmacist Jules Lemaire investigated its 
bactericidal properties and recommended the treatment 
of wounds.with a saponaceous emulsion of coal tar in 
1860, several years before Lister’s introduction of his 
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method. Pharmacists were also responsible for the 
discovery of one of the first synthetic local anaesthetics, 
benzocaine, and for the synthesis of many important 
compounds, including adrenaline, aniline and saccharin. 
Pharmacists invented many of the forms of presenta- 
tion of medicines still in common use. The Frenchman 
Stanislas Limousin invented the ampoule as well as 
apparatus for administering oygen. Another French- 
man, A. Mothes, first made gelatin capsules. 


William Martindale, whilst pharmacist at University 
College Hospital, invented the crushable glass ampoule 
for the administration of volatile drugs, and the sub- 
lingual tablet. Most of the great pharmaceutical manu- 
facturing firms were founded by pharmacists or apothe- 
caries, and it is in the laboratories of those firms that 
most of the research into new medicaments is being 
carried on. It was the German pharmacist A. Leverkus 
who originated the enormous German dyestuffs indus- 
try. The development of the discovery of insulin and 
of the effectiveness of liver extracts in anaemia, from 
the laboratory scale to large-scale production, took 
place in pharmaceutical laboratories, and Vitamin Bu 
was isolated simultaneously by British and American 
chemists working for such firms, An important de- 
velopment in the treatment of diabetes had been the 
introduction of the insulin-zinc-suspensions by the 
Danish pharmacist Hallae-Moeller. The American 
pharmacist who later became Sir Henry Wellcome did 
most to establish large-scale manufacture of drugs in 
Britain. 


Work by Pharmaceutical Firms 


Every important antibiotic since penicillin had been 
discovered in the laboratories of the pharmaceutical 
firms; one, polymyxin, by the pharmacist George Brown- 
lee and his colleagues. The leading authority on anti- 
biotics in Spain, Professor F. Bustinza, was a pharma- 
cist, and had made several important discoveries. An- 
other great contemporary pharmacist was the French- 
man Fourneau, who discovered acetarsol, showed that 
sulphanilamide was the active part of Prontosil, and 
synthesised. the first antihistamine drugs. 


Students and pharmacists could be proud to be fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of such men, and their example 
should inspire all to strive to uphold the great tradi- 
tions of pharmacy.—“The Chemist and Druggist,” De- 
cember 28, 1957. 


THE DIAZO-REACTION: ITS CENTENARY 


The diazo-reaction was discovered in 1858 by Peter 
Griess. It has been said that it is the most important 
reaction in aromatic chemistry. It is given generally 
by primary amines having the —NH: group directly 
attached to the aromatic nucleus. 


The Industrial Chemist, March, 1958, in drawing at- 
tention to this centenary, recalls that Griess had been 
induced by Hofmann to leave Germany and transfer 
to the Royal College of Chemistry, London. Thus the 
diazo reaction was developed in England. 


Griess first used as source of nitrous acid for the 
reaction the nitrous. fumes produced from arsenious 
oxide and nitric acid, and he established the effect of 
low temperature on the reaction. He transferred from 
Hofmann’s laboratory to a post at Allsopp’s brewery, 
Burton-on-Trent, where he extended his investiga- 
tions on the diazo-reaction. 


Having very restricted laboratory facilities, he was 
unable to analyse his organic “unknowns”—so he sent 
them to a friend in Dresden for analysis, sending, in 
lieu of a fee, barrels of “Allsopp’s finest Pale Ale.” 
Thus is chemistry made. 


RADIOCHEMICAL CENTRE, AMERSHAM, 
ENGLAND, RADIOACTIVE PHARMACEUTICALS 


In Manufacturing Chemist, February, 1958, there is 
a very interesting article on recent extensions to the 
British Radiochemical Centre, Amersham. 


It is pointed out that over the past three years de- 
mand for radioactive products has trebled, and very 
considerable additional buildings and equipment have 
been required. 

Basic isotopes such as iodine-131, phosphorus-32, 
sulphur-35 and carbon-14 are produced in increasing 
quantities and in greatly increased isotopic abund- 
ance. 

The article cites the great improvement in the pro- 
duction of carbon-14. 

The dispensary now deals with up to i100 consign- 
ments a day, each being prepared to meet the par- 
ticular prescription of medical users in many parts of 
hg In three years 30,000 dispensings have been 
made. 

Toward the end of the article reference is made to 
certain special pharmaceuticals. Biochemical methods 
are becoming increasingly important in the synthesis 
of labelled compounds. 

The scale of production of generally labelled sugars 
by photosynthesis in green leaves and of protein by 
growing the alga Chlorella vulgaris has increased 10 
times. It is not exceptional to use a curie of carbon-14 
in a single batch. This larger scale of working has 
led to improved stocks and quality of generally labelled 
amino-acids, and to useful quantities of minor com- 
—- such as nucleic acid fractions and certain 
ipids. 

Human serum albumin iodinated with iodine-131 has 
been in production since 1955, and is finding increas- 
ing application in diagnostic procedures such as mea- 
surement of blood volume and cardiac efficiency. This 
product is manufactured under the Therapeutic Sub- 
stances Act, using albumin supplied by the Lister In- 
stitute. Another compound of medical interest is Vita- 
min By», which can be labelled with one or other of 
the cobalt isotopes—cobalt-56, cobalt-58, or cobalt-60. 
A_ process suitable for manufacture of radioactively 
labelled B.» has been devised with the co-operation of 
Glaxo Laboratories, and the first product labelled with 
cobalt-58 will soon be available. 


RENNIE MEMORIAL MEDAL 
Award for Australian Chemist 


The Royal Australian Chemical Institute has just 
announced the 1957 award of the Rennie Memorial 
Medal to Dr. James Howard Bradbury, of the C.S.I.R.O. 
Wool Textile Research Laboratories, Geelong. 


This annual award is administered by the Royal Aus- 
tralian Chemical Institute and is made to a member of 
the Institute under the age of 30 for the best contribu- 
tion to the development of chemistry in Australia. Dr. 
Bradbury is an Associate of the Royal Australian Chemi- 
cal Institute. 

Dr. Bradbury was born at Bendigo, Victoria, and 
studied at the Royal Melbourne Technical College and 
the University of Melbourne. He eg pon the degree 
of Master of Science with first-class Honours in 1950. 


He accepted a C.S.I.R.O. studentship to undertake 
post-graduate research under Professor H. W. Melville, 
F.R.S., at the University of Birmingham, England. He 
undertook investigations on the kinetics of high polymer 
reactions. For this work he was awarded the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy. 


He then accepted an appointment to study under Pro- 
fessor Doty, of the Department of Chemistry, Harvard 
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University, U.S.A.. where he undertook research on 
physico-chemical methods for the study of properties 
of synthetic polypeptides and proteins. 


In 1955 Dr. Bradbury returned to Australia to work 
as a Research Officer of the C.S.I.R.O. Wool Textile 
Research Laboratory, Geelong. His field of study is the 
action of common processing reagents in the chemical 
structure of wool, with particular reference to the pep- 
tide breakdown that may take place in scouring, dyeing 
and other industrial processes. 


In his basic work on the chemistry of shrinkproofing 
of wool he has developed ultra-micro-techniques for 
removal and collection of scales from individual wool 
fibres, and for their subsequent analysis by the methods 
of paper chromatography. 


_ As a further aspect of this shrinkproofing work he is 
investigating the chemistry of synthetic proteins. 


TRANQUILLISING DRUGS IN PSYCHONEUROSIS 


M. J. Raymond, C. J. Lucas, M. J. Beesley, B. A. 
O’Connell and J. A. F. Roberts (Brit. Med. J., 1957, 2, 
63). This is the report of a controlled trial of five drugs, 
claimed to reduce tension, on psychoneurotic out-patients 
selected as having a tension component in the sympto- 
matology. Seventy-nine patients were included in the 
trial, but of these 4 returned faulty records, and 24 de- 
faulted. Each patient received each drug for 2 weeks, 
and a placebo (lactose) for 2 weeks and recorded his 
assessment of the drug on a five-point scale daily. A 
randomised design was used. The dosage for all of the 
drugs was two tablets three times daily. The drugs em- 
ployed (with dose per tablet) were as follows: Amylo- 
barbitone, 50 mg.; benactyzine, 1 mg.; chlorpromazine, 
25 mg.; meprobamate, 400 mg; “Sedaltine” (carbromal, 
195 mg., bromyaletone 65 mg., aluminium hydroxide 100 
mg, rauwolfia 0.25 a mephenesin 100 mg.). The 
average score for the placebo was close to a nil response, 
neither good nor bad. Amlobarbitone was highly sig- 
nificantly superior to the placebo. There was no signi- 
ficant difference between the other four drugs and the 
placebo.—J. Pharm. Pharmacol. 2, 1958. 141. 


ANALGESIC ACTION OF PETHIDINE- 
LEVALLORPHAN MIXTURES 


A. Herxheimer and C. Sanger. (Brit. Med. J., 1957, 
2, 802.) 


A comparison was made between the analgesia pro- 
duced by intravenous injections of (a) pethidine 22.5 
mg, (b) pethidine 22.5 mg. + levallorphan 0.075 mg. 
(dose ratio 300:1), (c) pethidine 22.5 mg. + leval- 
lorphan 0.15 mg. (dose ratio 300:2), and (d) physio- 
logical saline solution. The effects of these drugs on 
ischaemic muscle pain and on the thermal pain 
threshold were measured in 5 normal men. The pethi- 
dine-levallorphan mixtures produced no less analgesia 
than did pethidine; the mixture containing the smaller 
amount of levallorphan (b) produced significantly 
greater analgesia than did pethidine. This might be 
due to the fact that the lower dose of levallorphan 
might cause vasodilatation and/or sweating, and so 
raise the threshold, while with the higher dose the 
antagonism for pethidine becomes manifest. On the 
other hand, there is some indication that levallorphan 
is a weak analgesic, and the rise in threshold may be 
due to an analgesic action added to that of pethidine.

CLINICAL EXPERIENCE WITH TOLBUTAMIDE 


G. Walker, J. D. H. Slater, E. K. Westlake and J. D. N. 
Nabarro. (Brit. Med. J., 1957, 2, 323) 


This paper presents the results of a trial of tolbut- 
amide in 72 diabetic out-patients observed for up to 
one year. The patients were not grossly obese and had 
“mild” diabetes that could not be satisfactorily con- 
trolled by diet alone. Their age varied between 22 and 
78 (mean 53 years), and the duration of the diabetes 
between 1 and 30 years (mean 6. years). Of the 72 
patients, 41 had previously been treated by diet alone, 
19 were transferred from carbutamide, and 12 from 
insulin. Patients transferred from carbutamide were 
initially given the same dose of tolbutamide. Those 
who had been taking insulin were given reduced doses 
for a few days and were then started on tolbutamide. 
Patients who had had neither carbutamide nor insulin 
were observed on a strict diet for a month, and if their 
mid-morning blood sugar remained above 200 mg./100 
ml. they were given tolbutamide: the starting-dose for 
these patients and for those transferred from insulin 
was 0.5 g. two or three times daily, taken with the 
main meals. The dose was subsequently adjusted to a 
maximum of 4 g. daily according to the blood sugar 
response. Ketonuria was regarded as an indication for 
stopping the drug and resuming insulin. Nineteen of 
the patients stopped treatment for the following rea- 
sons: Resistance (requiring insulin), 2; failure to re- 
spond, 6; rash, 2; abdominal symptoms, 4; not required, 
1; irregular attendance, 2; returned to insulin at own 
request, 2. Of the 53 patients who had not been treated 
with carbutamide, 7 showed no response, 33 showed an 
immediate response and 13 a delayed response: 20 of 
the patients (61 per cent.) who showed the immediate 
response and 9 (69 per cent.) who showed the delayed 
response appear to be satisfactorily controlled by tol- 
butamide. All patients who had responded to car- 
butamide did so to tolbutamide, but one became re- 
sistant to it. Of 26 patients complaining of diabetic 
symptoms (thirst, polyuria and pruritus vulvae), 23 
responded to tolbutamide and their symptoms were 
relieved as the blood sugar fell. In 22 of the 53 still 
taking tolbutamide control is unsatisfactory, as judged 
by the mid-morning sugar. The authors conclude that 
about 50 per cent. of. patients with “mild” diabetes that 
cannot be controlled by diet alone will benefit from 
the drug, but that as its mode of action and possible 
long-term ill-effects are not yet known it should be 
cautiously —“J. Pharm. Pharmacol.,” 1958, 4, 


PIPERAZINE IN THE TREATMENT OF 
TAPEWORMS 


L. G. Goodwin and O. D. Standen. 
1968, 


One group of 15 patients in Tanganyika harbouring 
T. saginata was given a dose of piperazine citrate 
equivalent to 3 g. of hexahydrate, and on the follow- 
ing morning were given 5.3 ml. of extract of male 
fern, followed 2 hours later by 2 oz. of magnesium 
sulphate. A second group of 15 patients was treated 
with extract of male fern and purge alone. The num- 
ber in which tapeworms’ heads were found in the 
stools was greater in the first group, but the difference 
was not statistically significant. Piperazine used alone 
was found to be inefficient. It would be of advantage 
te investigate the effect of giving the dose of pipera- 
zine only 5 to 6 hours before giving the male fern. 
A systematic method of examining stools for tapeworm 
—_ is described.—‘J. Pharm. Pharmacol.,” 1958, 4,

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PIPERAZINE IN THE TREATMENT OF 
ASCARIASIS 


L. G. Goodwin and O. D. Standen. 
1958, 1, 131.) 


Various piperazine salts were given as a single large 
oral dose in the treatment of 770 cases of ascariasis 
in the Gambia. With piperazine citrate, adipate and 
phosphate, a dose equivalent to 3 g. of piperazine hexa- 
hydrate gave complete clearance in 76 per cent. of 
cases: a 4-g. equivalent gave complete clearance in 
82 to 89 per cent. of cases. Piperazine sebacate and 
stearate gave clearance in 86 per cent. of cases given 
a 3-g. equivalent, but were objectionable on grounds 
of taste or buik. It was concluded that the efficiency 
of piperazine preparations is directly related to the 
content of base, and is little influenced by the nature 
of the salt. Piperazine citrate syrup was found to be 
stabie at high temperatures, to be as effective as solid 
citrate, adipate or phosphate, and to be of more prac- 
tical value than tablet preparations in mass treatment 
owing to rapidity of dosage, rigidity of control, and 
palatability. No toxic side-effects were observed after 
a single dose of 4 g. of piperazine.—‘“J. Pharm. Phar- 
macol,” 1958, 4, 266.

NEW NYLON ARTERY GRAFT 


Development of a new type nylon artery graft, which 
has added years of useful activity to the lives of hun- 
dreds whose arteries have become damaged, “clogged 
up or worn out,” is described in a recent issue of 
“Monsanto Magazine.” 


Called a “Y” graft because of its shape, the tube 
has opened areas of surgery closed except for rare 
operations in which another human’s artery was sub- 
stituted for the diseased one. Development of the 
nylon artery makes it possible for even the smallest 
rural clinic to keep an adequate stock of grafts on 
hand for emergency. Surgeons working right behind the 
front lines in times of war also wil be able to keep 
ample supplies in readiness. 


The “Y,” or aortic bifurcation graft, was perfected 
by Dr. W. Sterling Edwards, of the Alabama Medical 
College, Birmingham, Ala., and Dr. J. S. Tapp, of the 
Research and Development Centre of The Chemstrand 
Corporation, Decatur, Ala., an associate company 
jointly owned by Monsanto and American Viscose 
Corporation. It is an outgrowth of the nylon “no- 
kink artery,” developed by the two men, which has 
replaced occluded, weakened or damaged arteries suc- 
cessfully in more than 500 cases during the past two 
years. 


Details of the development of the nylon artery, first 
braided on a shoelace machine, as well as interviews 
with persons who have been restored to fuller life as 
a result of the operation, are covered in the magazine 
story. 


Significance of both the “Y” graft and “no-kink 
artery” becomes apparent, the article points out, when 
the high incidence of death due to coronary throm- 
bosis or occlusion is considered: one-in-three deaths 
among American men over 45 years old is attributable 
to this killer. 


Use of this man-made substitute is not limited to 
diseased arteries. Edwards and Tapp see nylon grafts 
eventually playing an equally important role as a re- 
placement for damaged arteries. Until 1951, when a 
freeze-drying method of preserving human arteries 
was introduced and arterial banks were established, 
such operations were virtually impossible. Even with 


arterial banks there were drawbacks. For one thing, 
such banks ysually could be found only in major met- 
ropolitan areas. 


THE COMMON COLD 


Vaccines and Antibiotics 


The use of an autogenous vaccine in 109 volunteers, 
compared with injections of carbol saline given to 75 
controls, resulted in a reduced cold-rate, and led J. M. 
Ritchie (Lancet, 1958, 1, 615) to suggest that the com- 
mon cold is due to two factors: (a) the virus, which de- 
presses resistance and upsets normal balance, leading 
to (b) attack by the nasopharyngeal flora, which is 
responsible for most of the distressing symptoms. In- 
jections were given at intervals of one week, starting 
with 0.1 mil, then increasing to 0.3 mil and subse- 
quently 0.5 mil. Observations were made over a period 
of five months. Attack-rates in the unvaccinated group 
were five times those in the vaccinated group. 


The same author (ibid., 618) first ascertained that 
the sucking of antibiotic lozenges temporarily reduced 
the numbers of pharyngeal flora, and then undertook 
a series of tests to observe the effect of short-term con- 
trolled treatment with an antibiotic which had pre- 
viously been shown by sensitivity tests to be suitable 
for the patients. Tests were used to ascertain the 
sensitivity of samples of the patient’s saliva to peni- 
cillin, streptomycin, chloramphenicol, chlortetracycline, 
oxytetracycline, erythromycin and tetracycline. Four 
types of lozenges were used: (a) tetracycline, 15 mgm.; 
(b) oxytetracycline, 15 mgm.; (c) chlortetracycline, 15 
mgm.; and (d) glucose. Treatment with lozenges was 
started when the earliest symptoms of a cold were 
noticed. Results in nine different units of investiga- 
tion in different sections of the population showed 
strongly similar results: the incidence of colds was 
reduced nearly to one-seventh of that in a series of 
controls. The author suggests that, if a firm maintains 
a well-run medical centre which co-operates with a 
laboratory, the disabling stages of the common cold 
may be as readily preventable as some other infectious 
diseases.—“Pharm. J.,” March 29, 1958. 


RESEARCH—AND OUR DRUG SUPPLY 


Procedures and Precautions in New I.C.I. 
Laboratories

Scientists who serve this modern age so well grow 
accustomed to the fruits of their research being taken 
for granted by the community, once the first wonder 
of a new discovery has passed. It is in the nature of 
things and they would not have it otherwise. In the 
field of therapeutic drugs, however, nurses probably 
feel themselves to be on the inside of the story—drugs 
are the everyday tools of their profession, and no one 
appreciates more the miracle of their healing proper- 
ties than do nurses. Even so, few nurses, we are sure, 
comprehend the full story behind the birth of a drug. 


Chemical Synthesis of Drugs 


Recently “Nursing Mirror” was invited to inspect 
new research laboratories opened by Imperial Chemi- 
cal Industries at Alderley Edge, England, for their 
Pharmaceutical Division, and here is laid out the pat- 
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tern of chemotherapeutic research—the life blood of 
our modern drug supply. Here a hundred university 
graduates—chemists, bacteriologists, zoologists, phar- 
macologists, mycologists, etc., several with medical or 
veterinary qualifications, together with a large staff of 
technicians, laboratory assistants and others, have one 
target in view: the invention and discovery of new 
drugs for the treatment of disease in man and domestic 
animals. Very briefly, this work consists of the chemi- 
cal synthesis of potential drugs and the study of their 
biological properties. 

Generally speaking, it is the job of the chemists to 
synthesise new chemical compounds, a job of pains- 
taking trial and rejection, typified in the production of 
Paludrine, the well-known anti-malarial drug for which 
1,400 new compounds were prepared—1,399 rejected! 
In the course of one year the chemists at Alderley Edge 
will test roughly 2,500 new compounds, but they will 
consider themselves lucky if, out of these, two are 
marketed! 


The chemists having found a new compound believed 
to be effective against a certain disease, this compound 
is passed to the biologists, who must evaluate its effect 
in controlling the disease. To do this they reproduce 
the disease in experimental animals. In this respect, 
therefore, the small laboratory animals—generally a 
rat or mouse—is to the biologist what the test-tube 
is to the chemist, but until now biologists have run a 
high risk of finding themselves with dirty “test-tubes,” 
in other words, animals suffering from one of the many 
infectious diseases common to their kind—an accident 
which ruins many costly experiments. 


Breeding Disease-free Animals 


To avoid this waste, I.C.I. aim to breed disease-free 
animals. Sterile birth by Caesarean section will pro- 
duce the nucleus of the future breeding stock, to be 
housed in a special unit designed to prevent the entry 
of disease. Staff must pass from changing and de- 
contamination rooms, through a disinfectant trough, 
above which the air is irradiated with ultra-violet light 
and rendered lethal to insects by an electrically oper- 
ated spray. Equipment can enter only through large 
autoclaves having a device to prevent the doors at 
each end — opened simultaneously, thus providing 
an aseptic lock betweeh the breeding house and the 
outside world. Barriers prevent the entry of vermin 
from outside, and the animals breathe purified air and 
have sterilised food and water delivered direct to their 
cages automatically. 


Most of these precautions to keep animals disease- 
free continue in the experimental animal houses, but 
here additional and elaborate precautions must be 
taken when infectious diseases are tested, to prevent 
infection of staff with diseases dangerous to man, to 
avoid cross infection between animals and—a_ great 
responsibility this—to prevent dissemination of disease 
in the surrounding countryside. 


Colour as a Safety Device 


On the floor devoted to virus diseases procedure is 
the equivalent of barrier nursing, but with colour 
cleverly introduced as a safety device. Each of the 
rooms housing animals infected with different diseases 
has a characteristic colour scheme for doors, all mov- 
able equipment, staff overalls, etc. Mistakes or negli- 
gence thus become immediately apparent, as, say, a 
blue pail in a green room, or green-overalled mem- 
bers of staff in a yellow room. 


On the floor used for diseases dangerous to man, the 
animals live in glass-fronted cupboards specially ven- 
tilated, so that the air flow is upwards and away 
from attendants and the working area. If required to 
be handled, the animals’ cages are transferred on a 
conveyor belt to glass-fronted manipulation hoods with 
“built-in” gloves for the attendants. For certain work 


attendants wear gas masks. All air leaving these rooms 
is bacteriologically filtered. 


To meet the needs of the parasitology section one 
room in the animal houses is devoted to snails, princi- 
pally for work on bilharzia, and one is an insectarium, 
where mosquitoes are studied in connection with 
malaria. 


In the biological and pathological laboratories the 
slow procedure of trial, test and check goes on, not only 
to evaluate the effects of new drugs but also to devise, 
where necessary, new methods of evaluation. Equip- 
ment here, as in the chemical laboratories, is compli- 
cated and costly; of the sum of well over one million 
pounds spent on the unit as a whole, the greater part 
has been on scientific equipment. Many techniques, 
too complex for description here, are involved, al 
mainly concerned with the measurement of the distri- 
bution within the body and the excretion of drugs, and 
the effects on body tissue of drugs and disease. In 
the histology unit approximately 15,000 sections of 
tissue will be cut each year. Again, precautions are 
stringent; all windows are double, the inner ones per- 
manently sealed, and the infectious diseases labora- 
tories have sterile cubicles equipped with bacterio- 
logically filtered air, ultra-violet light and sometimes 
filtered exit air. 


Washing-up Problem 


Visitors touring these laboratory blocks must be 
struck by the amount of glassware in use, and this 
presents a colossal washing-up problem, a housewife’s 
nightmare, in fact! This has been catered for, however, 
in a central wash-up and media-making service, which 
receives, sterilises where necessary and washes all 
glassware, issuing on demand clean glassware, sterile 
or unsterile as required. At the close of each day’s 
work this unit aims to have in store twice the average 
day’s consumption of clean glassware. The layout is 
designed to ensure a continuous operational flow, and 
drudgery is reduced to a minimum through mechanical 
aids. Incorporated in this unit is a “kitchen” which 
produces the media on which bacteria are grown, the 
basis for which is meat broth. 


If this were the end of the road, one would have 
thought it long and hard enough, but the final labora- 
tory trial still lies ahead. This is in the field of the 
pathologist, and he normally rejects four out of every 
five new compounds submitted to him, for the simple 
but vital reason that they produce dangerous toxic 
effects in livin gtissue. It is not uncommon for a com- 
pound rejected at this stage to have been the subject 
of two years’ research. 


. .. And So to Clinical Trials 


And the one drug in five, the potentially successful 
drug—what happens to that? It passes out of the 
laboratory for clinical trials, and nurses know only 
too well that this will be a matter of months, some- 
times years, and still with the chance of rejection at 
the end. Impressive as all this may seem, it must be 
remembered that it is all merely the prelude to mass 
production, which has its own problems involving dif- 
ferent skills, those of the chemical engineers. 


A vast enterprise, taking time, skill and ingenuity 
in the planning, and holding great hope for the future 
—if you had to choose a symbol for all this, what 
would it be? At Alderley Edge they have chosen the - 
vital link. between the chemist’s test-tube and the 
pathologist’s slide, and there on a pedestal beneath each 
of the standard lamps lining the driveways to this 
great scientific establishment sits a bronze replica of 
the little laboratory mouse—the research worker’s 
tribute to an unwitting assistant!—Through U.K. In- 
formation Office.

Medicine 


The First of the Antibiotics 


By F. H. Burton 


In the mid-nineteen-thirties, Professor Domagk discovered that a red dye, “Prontosil,” was effective against 
haemolytic streptococci. This drug was the forerunner of all the sulphonamides. 

In like fashion, penicillin, discovered by Professor Alexander Fleming in 1928, is the drug which may truly 
be said to be the prototype of all the antibiotics at the disposal of medicine today. 


While the honour of discovering penicillin must be 
awarded to Professor Fleming, the development and 
application of the new drug was essentially that of a 
team of workers under Fleming, Florey, Chain and 
Heatley. The co-operation was carried further in that 
the resources of St. Mary’s Hospital research establish- 
ment and that of Oxford University were closely knit 
throughout the whole of the research. 

An added stimulus to the clinical success of peni- 
cillin was the outbreak of the Second World War in 
1939, when the search for new drugs was intensified 
and extended in all fields. 


The Nineteenth Ceniury 


Although the “happy accident” in Professor Fleming’s 
laboratory precipitated the discovery of penicillin, a 
great deal of work and many observations on “bacterial 
incompatibility” were recorded during the latter years 
of the nineteenth century. Notable amongst the 
workers of this period was Louis Pasteur. 

Over eighty years ago Pasteur observed and re- 
ported that anthrax bacilli had mysteriously dis- 
appeared from a culture which had been accidentally 
contaminated with other bacteria. He remarked that 
a possible conclusion to be drawn from this was that 
in some way bacteria of one species could kill those 
of a different species. Pasteur saw the possible im- 
plications of this observation. He concluded that such 
knowledge might hold great promise if a method for 
its utilisation in medicine could be found. 

As a result of Pasteur’s report, many other workers 
commenced to explore the possibilities of “microbial 
antagonism.” Some eight years later Cantani claimed 
to have combated a pathogenic culture with a non- 
pathogenic culture. Doctors reported having success- 
fully treated infectious diseases by deliberately in- 
jecting an extraneous type of bacteria. Many ex- 
amples are recorded. One is that lupus was success- 
fully treated by injecting cocci from a patient suffer- 
ing from erysipelas. Work on the interference of one 
bacterial species with another continued sporadically 
over the next two decades. 


Fleming 


Then in 1929 Professor (later Sir) Alexander Fleming, 
working in the research laboratory of St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, Paddington, seeded an agar culture plate and 
placed it on his bench. What interrupted his work is 
not clear, but by some oversight the cover of the petri- 
dish was left off. A spore of a particular type of green 
mould fioated about in the air above the open petri- 
dish and finally gently settled in it. The culture plate 
contained staphylococci. The mould spore grew and 


thrived in its new-found habitat. An occurrence of 
such microscopic triviality has probably never had such 
momentous consequences. 


When Fleming next examined the plate the mould 
spore had developed into several quite large colonies. 
Mildly annoyed that a new culture of staphylococci 
would have to be prepared, Fleming casually looked 
at the plate. Then he looked more critically. A sur- 
prising thing had happened. The colonies of staphylo- 
cocci which were in the vicinity of the mould colonies 
were now showing signs of dissolution. 


It is fortunate that Fleming was a man of acute 
perception and a meticulous observer. Had the inci- 
dent occurred otherwise, it may well be that the dis-

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covery of penicillin and the host of subsequent anti- 
biotics would still lie in the future. But Fleming de- 
cided that the occurrence called for a closer, controlled 
investigation. 

He prepared a culture of the mould, growing it on 
an artificial medium. Then some of the culture fluid 
in which the mould had been growing was drawn off 
and tested against staphylococci, pneumococci, gono- 
cocci and streptococci. In every case the growth of 
the organisms was inhibited.

This was confirmation of Fleming’s theory that the 
mould had developed in the culture medium a new 
chemical which lysed bacteria with which it came into 
contact. Fleming named this compound penicillin, 
after the mould (Penicillium notatum) which had pro- 
duced it. He subsequently prepared small quantities 
of penicillin in a very impure state. This he used for 
separating certain mixtures of bacteria, since in its 
presence one species would grow while the growth of 
another was suppressed. The particular application 
was in preventing the growth of contaminating bac- 
teria, while influenza cultures were being prepared. 
Penicillin was not put to any other practical use until 
some ten years later. No clinical tests were carried 
out at the time, but Fleming did suggest that “peni- 
cillin may be an antiseptic effective upon application 
on or injection in the areas infected by microbes sen- 
sitive to its action.” 


A further attempt was made in 1932 by a group of 
workers (Lovell, Clutterbuck and Raistrick) to pro- 
duce penicillin in a purer form, but met with very 
limited success. 


St. Mary’s Hospital 


St. Mary’s Hospital in Paddington is from the outside 
almost indistinguishable from any other of the larger 
London hospitals. But it is within its walls that Sir 
Almroth Wright, who contributed so much to vaccine 
therapy, conducted his research. It was to St. Mary’s 
that Professor Fleming went after his graduation in 
1906, there to undertake research under Sir Almroth 
Wright. Inspired by his senior, Fleming devoted his 
time to research into bacterial action and antiseptics 
until 1914, when he joined the Royal Army Medical 
Corps. While in the Medical Corps he saw at first 
hand the immense number of casualties in which bac- 


terial invasion was a major factor, and made several 
field studies on the problems of infection and the value 
and uses of different types of antiseptics. 


His discovery of penicillin, therefore, appears as al- 
most a fulfilment of a predetermined plan. Certainly 
no man could have had a training which better fitted 
him to extract the utmost from a chance encounter be- 
tween staphylococcus and penicillium. 


Florey and Chain 


Professor (later Sir) Howard W. Florey was born in 
Adelaide in 1898. He received his education in Aus- 
tralia, winning academic distinction and going to Ox- 
ford University as a Rhodes Scholar in 1921. In 1935 
Florey’s outstanding ability won for him the Professor- 
ship of Pathology at Oxford. In 1938 Professor Florey, 
together with Dr. Ernest Chain, at the Sir William 
Dunn School of Pathology, were conducting experi- 
ments to determine the lysing properties of various 
substances.

During the course of their research they decided to 
examine the “penicillin” which Fleming had isolated 
in an impure state in 1929. Florey and Chain had a 
problem facing them. In fact, a series of problems. 
They had to devise a method of producing sufficient 
culture fluid to enable them to isolate a workable 
amount of material. They then had to extract the 
small quantity of penicillin. This minute amount of 
penicillin had then to be freed, at least from its grosser 
impurities. 
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Production at Oxford 


Florey, Chain and their colleagues grew the mould 
in flat vessels of porcelain, having a capacity of about 
a quart. After a week the culture medium was drawn 
off and replaced by fresh fluid. The penicillin was 
extracted from the medium, the final penicillin-con- 
taining solution being frozen and dried in vacuo. This 
process, the method of growing, the method of ex- 
traction and the freeze-drying were adopted in prin- 
ciple by all the early manufacturers of penicillin, and 
in fact one manufacturing house in England actually 
used the same porcelain vessels that Florey had used. 
Many pharmacists will recall the early freeze-dried 
samples of penicillin, in which the penicillin appeared 
to be little more than a regular yellow stain in the 
bottom of a vial. 


The process of freeze-drying consists briefly of steri- 
lisation by filtration through a Seitz filter, transference 
to vials and immediate freezing. The vials are then 
placed on racks in sterile chambers, which are evacu- 
ated by large vacuum pumps. The water as water 
vapour is by this method removed from the frozen 
penicillin solution without thawing taking place. 


Clinical Evaluation 


‘To revert to the Oxford workers under Fleming, 
Florey and Chain. Having devised the method briefly 
outlined above, a team of investigators went to work 
on the pale yellow powder. They discovered that the 
growth of some bacteria was inhibited by concentra- 
tions as low as one in one million. A further impor- 
tant observation made was that the effect of penicillin 
was exerted not only in water but in bleod and in 
wound fluids. Most important was the finding that 
the living cells, e.g., the blood leucocytes, were un- 
harmed by very much greater concentrations.

All these results encouraged Florey and his co- 
workers to try the effect of penicillin, not only as a 
local antiseptic but as a chemotherapeutic agent. Pre- 
parations of penicillin were injected into animals to 
determine how large a dose could be safely given and 
what toxic reactions, if any, were manifest. The drug 
was found to be well.tolerated and rapidly absorbed 
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by animal tissue. It was also noted that it reappeared 
in the urine. 

Clinical tests on human beings were then undertaken 
and successfully carried through in spite of the neces- 
sarily limited supply of penicillin available through 
a university department. The publication in the 
Lancet of the results of these first clinicai trials 
aroused the interest of the medical profession through- 
out the world, and marked the introduction of anti- 
biotic therapy. 


Recovery from Urine 


It is a fairly well-known fact that long ago when 
metallic mercury was used as a mechanical intestinal 
evacuant the mercury was recovered from the faeces 
and used again. 

It is probably not so widely known that in the early 
days of penicillin production so scarce was the drug 
that the penicillin was actually extracted from the 
urine of patients under treatment in hospital and used 
again. 


Heatley 


Although penicillin had been shown by Florey and 
his colleagues to be virtually non-toxic, it had also 
been discovered that it was, in the early days of pro- 
duction, extremely unstable and susceptible to marked 
deterioration under certain conditions. 


It was therefore essential that a method of assaying 
the potency of a given sample be developed. The 
method, well known as the cup-plate assay, was de- 
vised by Dr. G. N. Heatley, and has since become a 
standard method for the biological assay of antibiotics.

Dr. Heatley by this device was able to express the 
potency of any extract or culture fluid in terms of 
“Oxford units” by measuring the zone of inhibition 
produced in the cup-plate test and comparing it with 
the zone of inhibition produced by a standard prepara- 
tion containing an arbitrary number of Oxford units. 

As at that time no physical or chemical method for 
estimating or even detecting penicillin existed, this 
= of the Oxford groups’ work was particularly valu- 
able.

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Large-scale Production 


By the middle of 1941 the use of penicillin had sky- 
rocketed, and Florey realised that here was a thera- 
peutic discovery of paramount importance. 


Britain was then hard pressed by enemy action and 
was constantly subjected to heavy bombing. There 
was a shortage of manpower, facilities and materials. 
Florey decided that he would require more assistance 
than was then available if he were to produce peni- 
cillin in quantity. In June of that year he and Dr. 
Heatley left for the United States to persuade the 
authorities there to undertake large-scale production. 


Florey and Heatley in collaboration with the North- 
ern Regional Research Laboratory, after some further 
twelve to eighteen months’ research, during which 
production crept steadily upwards, succeeded in effect- 
ing improvements to the fermentation process that 
increased the yield one hundred times. By the middle 
of 1943 production in both the United States and 
—— Britain exceeded one hundred million units per 
month. 


In 1943 the submerged culture process was adopted, 
and American production increased very quickly. Pro- 
duction in Great Britain increased comparatively 
slowly until such time as a submerged culture plant 
could be put into full-scale operation. 


Thus, difficulties were overcome in time to provide 
adequate supplies for the services during the latter 
part of the war, and the use of penicillin is regarded 
as the main factor in creating a new low level in mor- 
tality from wounds in the Normandy landing cam- 
paign. 

During wartime the use of penicillin for civilian 
purposes was restricted, but the drug became freely 
available in 1945-46. 


Synthesis 


Soon after the drug was isolated at Oxford, Florey 
and his team commenced experiments to try to de- 
termine the chemical constitution of penicillin. 


The extremely small amounts of material available, 
its impurity and very low potency were, however, 
major handicaps. In time of war, such experiments 
assume great importance, and in late 1943 all research 
in Britain into the structure and synthesis of penicillin 
came under the Official Secrets Act. Similar restric- 
tions were imposed in the United States. Between 
1943 and 1945 results of such work were disclosed only 
to those taking part in the project. Such information 
was disseminated to persons concerned through the 
Medical Research Councils’ Committee for Penicillin 
Synthesis. In America the Scientific Research Office 
controlled the diffusion of information. 


The results were eventually published as a mono- 
graph, “The Chemistry of Penicillin,” in 1949. 


Teamwork 


The discovery, development and application of peni- 
cillin is essentially the story of a team—Fleming, 
Florey. Heatley and Chain. 


Many other workers contributed to the final success, 
all of whom must have felt proud when Professor 
Fleming and Dr. Florey were honoured by the late 
King George VI. 


It is fitting that the award of the Nobel Prize in 
Medicine and Physiology was jointly made to Fleming, 
Florey and Chain, for if ever there was teamwork this 
exemplifies it. 
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LOOKING AHEAD 


Pharmaceutical educators, if they are to have the 
vision which their task requires, must look far ahead 
and try to picture the profession both as it should 
be as well as see it as it is most likely to be. They 
must have high idealism and still not get too far 
removed from reality. 

Of one thing they can be certain, and this is that 
change is inevitable. Some of the changing patterns 
of practice they are and will be in a position to influence, 
retard or encourage. Some changes are beyond the 
scope of their influence, but they must be reckoned 
with long in advance if their graduates are not to be 
severely handicapped when the “future” becomes 


“today.” 
The Professional Trend ’ 

The practice of pharmacy in the United States is 
already undergoing drastic change. While at one time 
the all-round, typical, corner drugstore was the principal 
place in which pharmacy was practised, it is becoming 
of less and less importance. The practice of pharmacy 
in the hospital; in the clinic, in the strictly professional 
pharmacy and other similar places continues to increase 
year by year. There is nothing which seems likely to 
change this trend. Many factors have contributed to 
this rapidly changing picture. 

Increasing Specialisation 

It may well be that all of the things that will be 
required of the future pharmacist cannot be compacted 
in a single course, and the time may come when the 
increasing need of specialisation will require a still 
further increase in the length of the curriculum. Indeed, 
it would not be surprising if the six-year programme 
leading to a Doctor of Pharmacy degree now adopted 
on the West Coast might some day become the national 
pattern. This, of course, would not preclude students 
interested in teaching and research from working also 
toward the Doctor of Philosophy degree with some 
work toward both degrees taken concurrently during 
the fifth and sixth year. 

Essential Considerations 

The educational requirement for pharmacists, how- 
ever, must not be advanced more rapidly than the 
profession can be adapted to it. At the present time, 
pharmacy is not fully meeting its manpower require- 
ments in spite of the opposing viewpoint of some who 
think otherwise. While there may be numerically 
enough pharmacists in the country to serve basic needs, 
there are not enough young men and women leaving 
our schools today to fill the many positions open to 
them. One of the chief reasons for this is the expanding 
opportunities for the modern graduate other than in 
the retail pharmacy. These opportunities are certain 
to increase even more in the future when it becomes 
apparent to prospective employers that they have in 
the graduate pharmacist a broadly educated person as 
well as a specialist. 

Pharmaceutical educators, in addition to planning a 
curriculum to meet future needs, must also do every- 
thing possible to bring into the field young men and 
young women with ability, imagination and enthusiasm. 
To be successful in this programme of high quality 
recruitment, it is imperative that practising pharmacists 
themselves have enthusiasm and joy in their work, 
and transmit this feeling for their profession to others. 
Our profession is not as bleak, unrewarding and unhappy 
as it is sometimes painted by pharmacists themselves. 
It is unfortunate and even tragic when a young man 
is discouraged from entering the profession by such 
an attitude on the part of his pharmacist. 

Pharmacists, pharmaceutical educators and all those 
who wish to see a bright future for the profession must 
have faith and vision. It must be based on a firm 
belief that our profession is presently making the 
greatest progress in its history and that we can look 
forward to a golden era in human affairs in which 
pharmacy’s place will be a happy and rewarding one.

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Sales of goods by way of lay-by and hire purchase are 
very common in business today and each method has its 
respective merits. Before conducting business by either 
of these methods it is essential that the seller have 
a working knowledge of the law relating to each 
method. It is further desirable that the seller should 
appreciate the financial complications to himself of each 
method. The lay-by method involves the seller in 
financing each sale, and he must wait until the trans- 
action is complete before he recovers the full sale price. 
In hire purchase the general method is for the seller 
to obtain the assistance of a finance company to finance 
the transaction. The seller sells the chattel to the 
finance company for cash. The finance company then 
enters into a hire purchase agreement with the hirer or 
purchaser and the instalments of hire are then paid to 
the finance company. Whether this system be adopted 
or not will depend upon the financial backing of the 
Pharmacist and/or the extent of his transactions. But 
from a practical point of view the Pharmacist must face 
this problem. A further practical problem, but of a 
lesser degree, is one of space. With lay-by, the seller 
retains possession of the goods until the final instal- 
ment of the purchase price is paid, whereas with hire 
purchase, the hirer obtains immediate possession of the 
goods. The seller under lay-by must have sufficient 
storage to keep the goods in safe custody while the 
instalments of purchase price are paid. 


Before entering upon a discussion of the law relating 
to lay-by agreements and to hire purchase agreements, 
it is important to realise that there is no uniform Fede- 
ral law on these subjects. Each State has passed legisla- 
tion relating to hire purchase agreements, but New: 
South Wales is the only State which has passed legisla- 
tion on lay-by sales. Some of the States, particularly 
New South Wales, Tasmania and Queensland have 
passed extensive legislation relating to hire purchase 
agreements, while the other States have passed legis- 
lation not so extensive. 


One further aspect which must be mentioned is the 
manner in which the general principles of law, which 
are called the principles of the common law, operate 
alongside statute law. In general, if there is no statute 
law on a particular aspect of the law, then the prin- 
ciples of the common law apply, if any. If Parliament 
desires that a principle of the common law should not 
apply or in the case of there being no principle of the 
common law upon any aspect, and Parliament de:iring 
some law on the point, it passes legislation accordingly. 
As a result it is necessary to discuss firstly the principles 
of the common law, which are the same in all States, 
and then to look at the legislation to see to what extent 
the principles of the common law no longer apply. In 
New South Wales, Tasmania and Queensland the legis- 
lation is so extensive that it is advisable to consider it 


of first importance whereas in Victoria, Western Aus-. 


tralia and South Australia the common law principles 
are still important and legislation operates to a limited 
extent. Generally speaking, the parties to an agreement 
can incorporate into the agreement conditions by which 
they agree to be bound. The legislation to be discussed 
hereafter, to varying extent, limits the right of the

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parties to the agreement to include conditions into the 
agreement. 


The simpler method from a legal point of view is the 
lay-by method. Generally speaking, if a retailer sells 
goods by this method, he has his own agreement printed, 
which consists generally of a few conditions printed 
on the card which is handed to the purchaser in order 
to record his payments. The conditions vary, but in the 
main they are to the effect that instalments must be paid 
regularly by stated times and if not paid the contract 
is at an end and the purchaser loses his right to the 
goods. Upon payment of the full purchase price the 
purchaser is then entitled to possession of the goods. In 
the absence of any express conditions, the general prin- 
ciples of law are that the purchaser is entitled to de- 
mand the goods upon payment of the purchase price. 
If the purchaser makes default in paying an instalment 
on the due date the position is that, providing he pays 
the instalment within a reasonable time, the contract is 
still on foot, and the vendor has no right against the 
purchaser by reason of the late payment. On the other 
hand, if the purchaser does not pay an instalment within 
a reasonable time the seller can treat the default as a 
repudiation of the contract and resell the articles. 


New South Wales has passed legislation in respect 
to lay-by sales and the Act is called the Lay-By Sales 
Act 1943. A vendor can only sell or agree to sell goods 
by lay-by which are not then in existence or not then 
in the possession of the vendor, on the following con- 
ditions: he can only accept a deposit not exceeding 20 
per cent. of the purchase price and this deposit must 
be paid into a trust account. Instalments of purchase 
price cannot be paid until the vendor has possession of 
the goods. The vendor may enter into a fidelity bond 
under the direction of the Minister, and in such cases 
the vendor is allowed greater latitude. The vendor 
must keep a register in which are recorded details of 
all lay-by sales, and his register must be open to in- 
spection at any reasonable time to a purchaser, who 
may take a copy or extract of any lay-by sale in which 
he is the purchaser. 


At the time of the sale or the agreement to sell the 
vendor must deliver to the purchaser a sales docket 
setting out the number of the sale, a description of the 
goods, and the purchase price, a document setting out 
the terms and conditions of the lay-by sale and a notice 
in writing containing a summary of the rights and pri- 
vileges conferred on the purchaser by the Act. 


Once the vendor has sold the goods or agreed to sell 
them he must set aside the goods as soon as practicable 
after the sale. If the goods are not in existence at the 
time of the sale then they must be set apart as soon 
as they have been inspected and approved by the pur- 
chaser. These goods must be stored or kept separate 
from other goods in the possession of the vendor for 
sale, and must have attached to them a reference to the 
recorded number of the lay-by sale. The purchaser is 
entitled to inspect the goods at any convenient time. 


A vendor cannot determine a lay-by sale otherwise 
than in accordance with the Act. The Act provides that ,

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a notice of intention to determine the sale must be given 
to the purchaser specifying the date upon which the sale 
will be determined. This notice must be accompanied 
by a statement setting out the purchase price of the 
goods; the total moneys paid by the purchaser; the esti- 
mated value of the goods at the date of the notice; the 
estimated amount of selling costs; and the balance due 
to the vendor or purchaser as the case may be. Before 
the date specified in the notice, the purchaser can tender 
the amount due in respect of the purchase price and the 
vendor must then deliver the goods to the purchaser. 


The purchaser may also determine a lay-by sale by 
giving notice in writing to the vendor. The vendor must 
then supply to the purchaser, if requested by him to do 
so, a statement setting out the same particulars as far 
as applicable to the statement when the vendor deter- 
mines the agreement. 


On the determination of the agreement the vendor 
and purchaser have certain rights, depending upon the 
circumstances. If the total of the moneys paid, together 
with the value of the goods at date of determination 
and any selling costs exceeds the purchase price of the 
goods, then the purchaser is entitled to recover the 
deficiency from the purchaser. The value of the goods 
at the time of the determination of the agreement is 
deemed to be the value as at the time of entering into 
the agreement. 


Any provision of a lay-by agreement which restricts 
the rights of the purchaser under the Act or increases 
his liability is void and of no legal effect. Provisions 
whereby any person acting on behalf of a vendor is 
treated as the agent of the purchaser or whereby the 
vendor is relieved from liability for the acts or default 
of any person acting on his behalf in connection with 
the formation or conclusion of a lay-by sale are also void 
and of no legal effect. 


Conditions and warranties are implied into all lay-by 
sale agreements and it is impossible to contract outside 
these provisions. In general the conditions and warran- 
ties are as follows: an implied warranty that the pur- 
chaser shall have and enjoy quiet possession of the 
goods; an implied condition on the part of the vendor 
that in the case of a lay-by sale of goods he has a right 
to sell the goods and in the case of an agreement to sell 
that he has a right to sell at the time the property in 
the goods is to pass to the purchaser; an implied war- 
ranty that in the case of a lay-by sale of goods the 
pow are free from any charge or encumbrance in 
avour of any third party and in the case of an agree- 
ment to sell, the goods shall be free from any charge 
or encumbrance in favour of any third party at the time 
when the property is to pass; an implied condition that 
the goods are of merchantable quality. No condition is 
implied in the case of defects which the vendor could 
not reasonably have been aware, or if the purchaser 
has examined the goods or a sample and the defects 
are such that should have been revealed upon examina- 
tion. This latter condition does not apply in the case of 
goods which are not new, unused goods. When the pur- 
chaser expressly or by implication makes known the 
particular purpose for which the goods are required 
there is an implied condition that the goods are reason- 
ably fit for such purpose. 


If a purchaser enters into a lay-by sale agreement 
and is to select the goods at a time subsequent to the 
date of the agreement and it is provided in the agree- 
ment that the purchaser is or can pay the purchase price 
by instalments, then the money so received by the ven- 
dor must be paid into a trust account. 


_It is impossible to contract outside or vary the pro- 
visions of the Act. 


The Act empowers regulations to be made by the 
Governor for putting into effect the provisions of the 
Act in connection with opening and the keeping and 


auditing of accounts of money received for the benefit 
of purchasers. The Minister has power to appoint an 
accountant to conduct a special audit of a vendor's 
books. 


It will be observed that the foregoing information 
deals only with Lay-By. The full summary obtained by 
P.D.L. also deals with Hire Purchase; but because of 
the length of that part of the summary and the fact 
that fewer chemists would be directly interested, it has 
not been practicable to publish the information in the 
Journal. 


However, complete copies of Counsel’s summary 
covering both Lay-By and Hire Purchase are held at the 
Head Office of P.D.L., 4th Floor, “Guild House,” 18-22 
St. Francis Street, Melbourne, and at the Branch Offices 
of P.D.L. and the State Branch Offices of the Guild in 
all States.

PHARMACY IN FIJI 


Mr. W. C. Branchett, Ph.C:, M.P.S., President of the 
Fiji Pharmaceutical Association, c/o Drug Department, 
Morris Hedstrom Ltd., Lautoka, Fiji, writes (25/4/58): 


My pharmacist friends in Australia, particularly those 
who have given me moral support in my endeavours 
to bring the pharmacists of Fiji together into an organi- 
sed body, will be pleased to learn that my efforts have 
culminated in the formation of the Fiji Pharmaceutical 
Association. 


We have a fluctuating number of chemists here, 
usually 25-30, which includes English, Australian, In- 
dian and Chinese. Most are employed in Suva, one in 
an outlying island, and the rest of us at the “dry” end 
Pe the island (Nadi, Lautoua, Ba), 150-165 miles from 

uva, 


The geographical set-up made pharmaceutical organi- 
sation a difficult cre A Pharmacy and Poisons 
Board was the only pharmaceutical body in Fiji. 


However, these problems have now been overcome 
and we have our association. Administration is by a 
council of six, consisting of President, Vice-President, 
Treasurer and three members. Our constitution is 
based on that of The Pharmaceutical Society of Vic- 
toria, and our objectives are much the same. 


The present council consists of myself (President), 
Hari Prasad, a Melbourne graduate (Vice-President), 
Alshai Sintra (Treasurer), G. D. Williams and J. P. Ham- 
ley (members). 


We have already successfully tackled one task, and 
have many more ahead of us. With the energy and 
enthusiasm so far shown by our members, we hope to 
set up a good record of achievement. 


I would like to record my personal thanks to Mr. 
F. C. Kent, for his advice and encouragement, and to 
Mr. Hinton E. Lowe, F.P.S., of Werribee (Vic.), for his 
moral support. 


One normally regards these “Islands of Romance” as a 
delightful place of swaying palms, music, and relaxation. 
The first two I am able to enjoy, but a wife, a baby 
son, and a baby Pharmaceutical Association make a 
busy life for yours truly. Nevertheless, I have never 
been happier nor more satisfied with life. A full life is 
certainly a happy one. 


I hope to write more later about life in Fiji from 
the viewpoint of a practising pharmacist. 
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Introduction 


During the past five years there has been a consider- 
able increase in the number of students electing to study 
pharmacy in Australia.~ At the University of Sydney, 
for example, the number has doubled in this period, 
until there are now 330 students in the final year of 
the two-year course. In fact, the total enrolment of 
pharmacy students at the University this year (789) is 
more than that of the whole of the Faculty of Science 
(719). The enrolments for pharmacy represent the 
third largest group in the University—following Arts 
and Medicine. 


This situation is a cause for great concern to those 
responsible for teaching and administration of phar- 
macy and to those who think about the future of the 
community and who wish to see a proper balance of 
selection of tertiary education courses by matriculating 
students. It is of particular concern to those who are 
trying to recruit young people to the profession of 
chemistry in Australia, for there is no doubt that a num- 
ber of these students now entering pharmacy would in 
other circumstances be attracted to chemistry as a pro- 
fession. A number of students, successful and unsuc- 
cessful, transfer to pharmacy from science at the end 
of their first year. In the last few years several 
graduates in arts, science and agriculture have returned 
to the University to take up pharmacy. Some school 
teachers have also done this, and recently an honours 
graduate in mathematics, with several years’ experience, 
commenced a pharmacy course. 


Despite these large numbers, there has been, up to 
the present, no difficulty in absorbing them, and although 
these are the conditions applying in New South Wales, 
it would appear to be a fairly general picture through- 
out the Commonwealth. We do not have to look far for 
reasons for this drift; they are almost entirely economic. 
Firstly. the general prosperity of the country has en- 
couraged all business enterprises. There is now one 
pharmacy for about 2,280 people in New South Wales. 
This is a slightly higher ratio than for the whole of 
Australia, 1 in 2,700, which is still higher than in the 
United States, where it is 1 in 3,200 (1955 figures). The 
pharmacist proprietor is now assured of a good liveli- 
hood, he can afford to engage a qualified assistant so 
that the very long hours previously worked by pharma- 
cists have been reduced, giving more leisure time. In 
addition. the National Health Service has produced a 
greater volume of business for the pharmacist and for 
many has ensured a constant return for dispensing ser- 
vices which have always been subsidised by the mer- 
chandising section of the.pharmacy. Secondly, the great 
increase in population in Australia has encouraged the 
establishment of new pharmacies and this has given 
very many young men the opportunity to commence 
their own pharmacies, giving them an independent 
livelihood very early in life. Thirdly, the fact that, at 
present, pharmacy courses are not as intense as degree 
courses attracts those students who feel that the finan- 
cial returns are not proportional to the effort required 
for a degree course. A comparison of commencing 
salaries will illustrate this. A graduate in Science (pass) 
on entering chemical industry receives about £21-£22 per 
week. and promotion may be slow. A secondary school 
teacher with a degree and one year’s training at a 
teacher's college receives about £21 per week (gross) and 
again the increments are small. An honours graduate 


Pharmacy and Professional Chemistry: 
Some Comparisons

in Science may receive about £23 (as a Technical Of- 
ficer in the C.S.I.R.O.) immediately after graduation. A 
recently qualified pharmacist has no trouble in obtain- 
ing £22-£28 per week as an assistant and from £25-£35 
per week as a manager. He may have to work a slightly 
longer week than a chemist in industry, but most 
young people wishing to establish themselves will do 
this. 


Admittedly economic considerations should not be the 
only attraction to young people seeking a career, but 
in our community they count a great deal and if one 
adds to this the possibility of becoming one’s own master 
with the opportunity of reaching quite high incomes in 
a comparatively short time, or being able to travel ‘ 
other parts of Australia or the British Commonwealth 
and be assured of immediate employment through re 
ciprocity arrangements, the attractions of pharr~-v 
become more apparent. 


The Professional Chemist 


The career of a professional chemist should, however, 
offer more attractions to young people than it does at 
present. Australia needs scientific workers more now 
than perhaps at any period of its history. Too often 
we find honours graduates in chemistry ending up as 
control chemists in industry with little possibility of 
carrying out research work to give them mental satis- 
faction, or to assist, through published works, in estab- 
lishing their scientific reputation. Promotion in in- 
dustry too frequently goes to those in administrative 
positions with the result that there is a desire, in fact, 
a necessity, for first-class chemists to leave their la- 
boratories to accept such positions. The remedy is for 
industry to be given a better appreciation of the need 
for research and to provide avenues of promotion within 
the structure of the laboratory as is now being done 
more and more in industry in the United States. 


The Royal Australian Chemical Institute has an im- 
portant function to perform in this regard. Industry 
needs to be educated to use scientists as such and not 
as technicians. Joint conferences in specialised chemi- 
cal fields should be sponsored enabling chemists in in- 
dustry and academic institutions to meet with repre- 
sentatives of management and discuss problems. A 
positive effort is needed to recruit students in the 
school and government scholarships or assistance should 
extend more to the secondary school level where there 
is at present a great wastage of talent due to the ina- 
bility of parents to support their children to matricula- 
tion standard. The public also needs educating in the 
need for chemists and the part they play in modern 
society. Chemists have often pce: se to me that 
the public confuses the term “chemist” with that of 
“pharmacist.” This seems to be a peculiarly British 
custom. In the United States the term pharmacist 
is invariably used and in British countries pharmacists 
themselves seldom refer to their calling by any other 
term but “pharmacy.” It would seem that the term 
“chemist” has become as ingrained as the misused term 
“doctor” for a medical practitioner. This confusion of 
terms seems to me a minor point and one which will be 
corrected in time, if professional chemists improve their 
public relationship and the changes in pharmaceutical 
education which are affecting every country in the 
world continue to advance the professional and technical 
training of the pharmacist. Perhaps a brief review of 
some of these changes will be of interest.

Changes in Pharmaceutical Education 


In recent years there has been an intensification of 
the academic training required for pharmacists. In 
Britain a three-year full-time course of university stan- 
dard for the diploma of the Pharmaceutical Society or 
for a university degree in pharmacy is now compulsory. 
London University, for example, gives a Bachelor cf 
Pharmacy ms chi (B.Pharm.) and students specialise at 
honours level in one of the branches—pharmaceutical 
chemistry, pharmaceutics, pharmocognosy or pharma- 
cology. Research degrees of M.Pharm. and Ph.D. are 
also taken. Pharmacy schools are established at all 
State Universities in the United States and their stan- 
dards have been and are continuing to be raised. From 
1960 all pharmacy courses in the United States will be 
of five years’ duration. Many of the American schools 
now have excellent facilities for post-graduate work in 
pharmaceutical chemistry and pharmaceutics. These 
changes have also been reflected in the Canadian schoois 
of pharmacy which tend to follow American trends to a 
considerable extent. South Africa has recently intro- 
duced a three-year full-time course equivalent to degree 
standard and the New South Wales Pharmacy Act has 
been amended to require three years training for a 
university degree. This degree course, which will be 
the minimum qualifying course, will be introduced by 
the University of Sydney when the necessary space and 
finance become available. 

The reason for this intensification of the training of 
pharmacists is not always apparent to the casual ob- 
server of pharmacy as it is conducted. Advances in 
medical research, particularly in the more scientific use 
of drugs as therapeutic agents, have resulted in a dif- 
ferent orientation of pharmacy. Most of the effective 
substances now used as therapeutic agents are prepared 
in factories under the control of chemists, biologists and 
pharmacists, where strict analytical and plant control 
is possible. This tendency is increasing and there is a 
demand for personnel with more specialised pharma- 


ceutical and chemical background. The finished pro- 
ducts are supplied to the public through pharmacies and 
hospitals and many of them require little extemporane- 
ous dispensing. When, however, such extemporaneous 
dispensing is required, it is often critical and must be 
done correctly, e.g., using aseptic techniques, or requir- 
ing a good knowledge of the chemical and physical pro- 
perties of the drug. Also, the pharmacist is the only 
person trained to have a complete knowledge of all of 
the properties of the final product, chemical, pharma- 
ceutical and pharmacological (mode of action). The 
physician in the hospital and in practice frequently 
requires informed advice on the efficacy of modern 
drugs, on the best dosage forms available, their stability, 
legal restrictions, etc., and the pharmacist must have 
the background to supply this information. It is en- 
visaged that many changes will occur in the use and 
distribution of drugs in the future and educational in- 
stitutions must plan ahead. In Sydney we intend to 
introduce a degree course which will be similar to 
Science or Medicine in first year. In second year the 
students will study pharmaceutical chemistry, pharma- 
ceutics (the formulation and physical properties of 
medicinals), physiology and biochemistry, and some 
microbiology and pharmacognosy (knowledge of drugs 
especially in their natural or unprepared state). In 
third year they will divide their time between pharma- 
ceutical chemistry, pharmaceutics and pharmacology. 
After graduating they will be required to spend one 
year in a pharmacy or hospital before being registered. 
Post-graduate courses will also be built up for those 
wanting to proceed to higher degrees. 


These changes envisage that the future pharmacist 
will have had a fairly wide scientific background which 
will equip him for any of the branches of pharrnacy. 
When this point is reached there will be more in com- 
mon in the training of pharmacists and chemists and 
this should result in a disappearance of many of the 
anomalies which exist at present—From “The Royal 
Australian Chemical Institute Proceedings,” July, 1957.

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Pharmaceutical Education in the United Kingdom 


By C. G. DRUMMOND, M-P.S. 


The following article, published recently in “The Pharmaceutical Journal,” should be read with interest. 
It presents views and gives information on a subject of vital current interest both in the United Kingdom 


and Australia, viz.: Pharmaceutical Education. 


Twenty years ago a feeling of insecurity was manifest 
in pharmacy. Conditions were far from satisfactory. 
Hours were long and the financial returns from those 
long hours, viewed in conjunction with the qualifications 
demanded and the responsible nature of the duties, were 
poor in the extreme in many parts of the country. So 
concerned was the pharmaceutical body politic that a 
Committee of Enquiry was set up to examine the whole 
conditions under which pharmacy was practised in Great 
Britain, and to report its findings and recommendations. 


The report was published in two parts. The first was 
factual, and the second was designed to offer suggestions 
for improvement of status and of conditions generally. 
Part II, which made its appearance in 1941, was largely 
overshadowed by the critical state of the war in that 
year, and events since the end of the war and the com- 
ing into being of a National Health Service have con- 
~— 9 a regrettable neglect of a very important piece 
of work. 


The Report of 1941 


Of interest to us today is a section of the Report 
dealing with education, qualification and examinations, 
and I propose to quote from the recommendations con- 
tained in that section, so that we may retrace the path 
we have been treading. One of the principal recom- 
mendations was that, in the view of the Committee, 
steps should be taken to secure one register only. The 
Report said: 


“The lines upon which pharmaceutical education is de- 
veloping, that is to say, towards a full university charac- 
ter, are considered to be the right lines. Although the 
time may not yet be ripe to attain this objective, it is 
important to consider the steps that should ultimately 
be taken to do so.” 


That, I would remind you, was published in 1941— 
16 years ago. The Report went on: 


“There are two principal steps. One is that the 
Society should cease to hold its own Intermediate Exa- 
mination and that the standard required at the stage 
represented by that examination should be raised to 
the standard of an intermediate B.Sc. examination. The 
effect of this would be that a University Intermediate or 
a Higher School Certificate would be required in place 
of the passing of the present Intermediate Examination. 


“The other step is the extension of the course for 
the final examination from one year to two years, mak- 
ing it, with some alteration of subjects, similar to that 
for the (present) Pharmaceutical Chemist qualification, 
and the holding of one examination which would be 
both the Chemist and Druggist Qualifying Examination 
and the Pharmaceutical Chemist Qualifying Examina- 
tion. This would facilitate the establishment of one 
statutory register of persons eligible to practise phar- 
macy, instead of two as at the present time... 


We were thus given a clear indication, as long as 
1941, of the shape of things to come, and, with very 
little modification, the path then laid down has been 
followed. The course may have been modified in de- 
tail, but the general direction is as was recommended 
at that time. 


I suggest that we must attempt to approach the whole 
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position objectively and dispassionately. We must free 
ourselves of snobbery or what might be regarded as 
inverted snobbery. There can be a tendency to worship 
at the shrine of a University degree for the status and 
the cachet it may bestow. There can also be a tendency, 
which must be guarded against, for the holder of a 
diploma to regard the introduction of degree courses 
with a certain suspicion. Mankind is prone to accept 
the dictum that “what was good enough for us pe 6 
be good enough for them.” Both attitudes are met with 
—both require to be excluded as the principal reasons 
for one or other of the courses to be followed. 


Let us then return to the Committee of Enquiry. 
What was the attitude of that Committee towards a 
degree in Pharmacy? The degree, we must remember, 
was in existence before the Committee was formed. 
Indeed, the Ordinance for the Glasgow degree was ap- 
proved 50 years ago, and it is claimed that that for 
Manchester dates from 1904—three years earlier. The 
first actual award of the Glasgow B.Sc. in Pharmacy 
was made in 1927, as was that of the London B.Pharm., 
so that we have had University graduates in pharmacy 
for 30 years. Other universities have followed suit, 
until there are now six Universities granting degrees— 
Glasgow, Leeds, London, Manchester, Nottingham and 
Wales. It is natural to assume that other university 
centres, as soon as accommodation and staff become 
available, will enter the lists, until in due course, degree 
courses will be made available in many more centres. 


On the subject of degrees the Report of the Committee 
of Enquiry said: 


“Admission to the Register would be either through 
the examination conducted by the Society or through a 
University degree, as in the case of registration as a 
Pharmaceutical Chemist at present, but admission 
through a degree would be the rule rather than the 
exception.” 


It has to be noted that the courses leading to a degree 
in earlier days, both at Glasgow and Manchester, attrac- 
ted few students, since they did not carry exemption 
from the Society’s own qualifying examination, but 
following a re-organisation of the Ph.C. qualifying 
examination and the London B.Pharm. certain exemp- 
tions were granted which were later extended _ to the 
other universities, and this, in the words of the Report, 
was “designed to encourage university education for 
pharmacists.” 


Degree and Diploma Students 


How successful has such encouragement been? It was 
reported to the Council at its meeting in February of 
this year that data received from the schools of phar- 
macy showed that there were 563 students attending the 
first year final course for the Society’s diploma, and 264 
students for the final course for an approved degree in 
pharmacy. It should be remembered, in considering the 
apparent ratio in the figures quoted, that the 563 diploma 
students were embarking on a two years’ course, while 
the 264 degree students had three years ahead of them. 
Nevertheless, the figures are a clear indication of the 
direction in which pharmacy is travelling. Unfor- 
tunately, no accurate figure can be given of the rate of 
advance, for the Chairman of the Education Committee 
(Mr. Maplethorpe) said on that occasion that they had

It is being made clear from time to time that the 
inclinations of the Council are in accordance with the 
lines foreshadowed in the Report of 1941, from which I 
have quoted so extensively. For example, on his recent 
visit to Edinburgh, Mr. D. W. Hudson, now President of 
the Pharmaceutical Society, said in answer to a question, 
that he believed it was in the best interests of pharmacy 
that the degree route should be followed wherever pos- 
sible. Numerous statements to that effect could be 
quoted from those in whose hands the educational policy 
rests. But no official pronouncements, backed by col- 
lective responsibility, has so far appeared. There has 
been nothing other than a certain amount of crystal- 
gazing. 


In the meantime, sweeping changes have been taking 
place, or are about to take place, in the Society’s own 
examinations. The intermediate examination is to be 
abolished. There are to be new conditions for registra- 
tion as a student, classified under the headings of 
“general” education and “scientific” education. It is 
clearly anticipated that in England registration will be 
effected through the General Certificate of Education 
in chemistry, physics, and biology at advanced level. In 
Scotland the Society’s Entrance Examination will still 
be the likely course because of differences in the form 
of the G.C.E. and the Leaving Certificate of the Scottish 
Education Department. 


There are three important points here: (1) That the 
Society’s entrance examination will admit to the Ph.C. 
diploma and not to a degree; (2) that the G.C.E. on re- 
gistration will, in general, admit to diploma or degree; 
and (3) that the Society will no longer have any control 
over the courses leading to student registration, and no 
recognition of the teaching centres will be required by 
the Society. 


The Council already has powers to extend the aca- 
demic course for the final examination from two years 
to three, thus making the time required for degree cr 
diploma identical in length. I leave you to judge 
whether, given the choice, at “student registration” of 
three years leading to a degree or three years leading 
to a diploma, the figures for the degree will rise to a 
greater proportion than was disclosed for 1956. It seems 
certain that, in areas where the choice is available, the 
degree will be the gainer. If, in order to ease the bur- 
den on the students, or for any other reason, the Council 
should consider the advisability of increasing the length 
of the course for the qualifying examination from two 
to three years, it will no doubt have to take into account 
the recent developments in the new colleges of advanced 
technology, where college diploma courses are to be 
offered in a number of subjects, and there is a move to 
include pharmacy as one of the courses. { 


The View of an Educationist 


We live in an age of science and of technology and the 
description—I had almost said the epithet—of technolo- 
gist is becoming increasingly associated with the pharma- 
cist. Is a diploma, either of the Pharmaceutical Society 
or of a technical of technological college, or a degree as 
at present granted, likely to provide quite the type of 
person best suited to the traditional role of the pharma- 
cist? The question is prompted by an important state- 
ment made by Mr. J. R. Little, President of the Scottish 
Schoolmasters’ Association, at a recent meeting in Edin- 
burgh. He said the demand for more scientists, tech- 
nologists and technicians could lead to the temptation to 
produce people who knew little or nothing outside their 
own subjects. “We have claimed for our education in 
the past that it neglected neither body nor mind nor 
spirit,” said Mr. Little, “that it held the balance between 
humanity and science, between the cultural and the vo- 


cational. We have sought to produce the broadly-edu- 
cated human being who is also a good citizen. Now 
we are faced with an unprecedented demand from the 
community that we should concentrate our efforts on 
producing one particular type of student, the potential 
scientist, technologist and technician. Already changes 
are visible. We have always shunned over-specialisa- 
tion. We must continue to avoid it, however great the 
pressure may become. I can imagine nothing more dis- 
astrous than to rear a generation of scientists who are 
virtually illiterate outside their own restricted sphere.” 


That is the view of an educationist. Does it affect us? 
I think it does, both in degree and diploma, and the 
pressure is increasing. Neither the degree nor the dip- 
loma takes cognisance of the long history and tradition 
of the practice of pharmacy. The curricula have been 
loaded with scientific facts. Facts which are available 
on reference to standard works have to be memorised. 
Ours is not a new science like electronics. It dates from 
the ancients, such as Pliny, Galen and Aristotle. What 
do we teach our young students of their ancestry or of 
their heritage? But the questions we must address our- 
selves to is: What precisely is the Society’s objective? 
We have hints from Olympus. We have changes in the 
curriculum. We have adjustments in the course for 
the Society’s diploma. We have apparent efforts to 
keep the Society’s qualification abreast of the degree, in 
subjects, and in the length of course. But we also have 
an apparent bias in favour of the degree becoming the 
chief avenue of registration. The Society has, from 
March 1, 1958, renounced all control over the course 
leading to the entrance examination. Is it preparing, 
in the future, for still further renunciation? Is it, in 
fact, preparing to achieve a situation whereby Section 3 
of the Pharmacy Act, 1954—that section which places 
on the Council the duty of appointing examiners to hold 
examinations for the purposes of the Act—will be found 
to be redundant, so that it will be removed from the 
Statute Book? 


Is the result (if not the purpose) to be that eventually 
the Pharmaceutical Society will merely act as a regis- 
tering body? Do the signs point that way? And if that 
is the intention, do we agree with it? There is no im- 
mediate answer to these questions, but members of the 
Society must continue to ask them. But what of the 
Register—that single Register which was to unify. It 
has unified, so far as the diploma is concerned, but the 
concessions granted by the Society to university gradu- 
ates to induce them to take advantage of registration 
have not been uniformly successful in achieving their 
purpose. Developments in industry have produced such 
a demand for graduates that there has been no necessity 
for them to come on to the Register. A proportion re- 
mains a race apart, owing no allegiance to any organised 
body, so that while certain members of Council still 
proclaim that it is in the best interests of pharmacy that 
the degree route should be followed, it is found that 
many do not use this route to registration. That, at the 
moment, may merely be regrettable; it could be serious. 
It must cause concern. But if the Society (or the Coun- 
cil) holds that opinion as a long-term policy, and there 
is no categorical Council statement on the matter, it 
still appears to realise that the Society’s own diploma 
must engage its attention. Evidence of that is forth- 
coming in the appointment of a special sub-committee 
which is in the process of finalising its proposals for the 
Ph.C. examination. . 


Meantime a further complication has made its ap- 
pearance. The Government, with a realisation of the 
needs of modern industry, particularly in the newer 
sciences, is determined that this country should not 
fall behind in the race. To that effect, it has given its 
blessing and its financial help to the establishment of 
advanced scientific and technological courses, leading to 
the granting of diplomas in Advanced Technology. 
Holders of these Certificates are expected to fulfil a need 
in the younger sciences which have sprung so rapidly 
into prominence. 
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Technological Courses in Pharmacy 


It now appears that an attempt may be made by some 
of the colleges so recognised to extend technological 
courses to embrace the subject of pharmacy. It seems 
quite clear that the purpose of such _ technological 
courses aS were visualised was to produce suitably 
trained people for the swelling needs of such new sub- 
jects as electronics and other modern industrial develop- 
ments. It has to be said that the needs of pharmacy 
appear to be quite adequately catered for by the present 
machinery, and there seems to be no reason for large 
Government expenditure on a subject which is produc- 
ing a sufficient number of suitably trained and fully- 
qualified people. There is no _ suggestion that the 
Society’s diploma or the degree in any way fall short 
of the necessary high standards. We would be wise to 
safeguard the Society’s statutory position in such a 
matter. That attempts are being made to secure recog- 
nition for diplomas in technology is apparent from the 
report of the Education Committee to the May Council 
Meeting. 


It seems, then, that while certain members of Council 
are looking to the starry heights of the degree, their feet 
are on shifting sands. What is happening to the gradu- 
ate? The present position, by and large, is that the 
University graduate is seeking his future career in 
laboratories. He is not in touch with the general pub- 
lic. He leads a totally scientific life—a technologist’s 
life—in many respects. There is no compelling reason, 
at the moment, why he should wish to register as a 
pharmaceutical chemist. There would be advantages if 
he did register, both to himself and to pharmacy as a 
unified profession. Much could be done by teachers in 
pharmacy in the universities to induce the graduate to 
become a registered pharmacist. . But, while everything 
possible should be done to encourage the graduate to 
recognise the advantages of registration, the Society 
must retain full control of the conditions admitting to 
the Register. It has a statutory duty. It must be re- 
cognised that the degree, much sought after in manu- 
facturing and research under present conditions, is limit- 
ing in certain respects. It does not, as we have seen, 
admit automatically to the Register. Its value in the 
manufacturing field is also restricted. 


Rule 30 of the Poisons Rules reads: “In all establish- 
ments in which pharmaceutical preparations containing 
any poison are manufactured for the purposes of the in- 
ternal treatment of human ailments, the preparation 
must be manufactured by, or under the supervision of, 
a registered pharmacist or a person having one of the 
following qualifications in chemistry: (a) the Fellowship 
of the Royal Institute of Chemistry; (b) the Associate- 
ship of the Royal Institute of Chemistry.” 


Is sufficient publicity given to Rule 30? In its ap- 
parent leanings towards a degree course, the Society 
must not forget the statutory recognition of its own 
diploma. 


There appears to be a feeling that all graduates in 
pharmacy will go to manufacturing, while the future of 
pharmacy’s principal function—that of maintaining a 
full pharmaceutical service to the public—will continue 
to lie in the hands of those who pass the Society’s own 
examination in the diploma pharmaceutical chemist. 
That may or may not be so. But if that is to be the 
general direction in the foreseeable future, there is 
every reason for a diploma which is based on broad 
lines, and which makes provision for a cultural back- 
ground. The pharmacist in general practice is the one 
who is pharmacy’s ambassador. He is the person in 
contact with the general public. By his manner, his 
knowledge and his general approach, he is the one in 
whose hands the status of pharmacy rests. No narrow 
technological training will suffice, be it in degree or dip- 
loma. And if, as the signs indicate, it is the diploma 
holder who is to be the standard in the estimation of 
the public, let the Society see to his capabilities. The 
opportunity exists now, at the moment, when the new 
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conditions for the diploma are being established. Let 
us hope that those engaged in. their formulation are 
alive to the aspects I have mentioned. 


I am old enough to recall a generation of pharmacists 
who qualified in the last two decades of the 19th cen- 
tury. They had not the scientific knowledge we demand 
today. They may not have had the educational stan- 
dards we require today. But they did show distinct 
evidence of what Mr. J. R. Little called ‘an education 
that neglected neither body, nor mind nor spirit.” They 
were the products of an education which—to quote Mr. 
Little again—‘“held the balance between humanity and 
science, between the cultural and the vocational.” Those 
men were a credit to their profession. 


The Pharmaceutical Society should continue to set 
the standard of qualification. That standard, as far as 
possible, should be a uniform standard. It is the 
Society’s duty to see that it shall meet the requirements 
of general pharmacy. The Society must continue to 
carry out its statutory duties. If, in due course, the 
degree route becomes the principal, or indeed the only 
one on to the Register, the Society, by its understanding 
of the needs of pharmacy, should set the pattern which 
the universities will finally adopt. I said earlier that 
the membership must ask questions, and continue to ask 
questions. With the very brief official reports of Council 
proceedings, it is not the easiest of tasks that we are 
set if we are desirous of taking a lively interest in what 
is going on. Too often, it seems we are presented with 
a fait accompli, and we must ask for a little more in- 
formation than we have had in recent times. The 
subject is too important for speculation.

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Asked to fill a prescription, “Calamine Lotion ec. 
Phenol (1%) Quantity as desired. Sig. Apply as direc- 
ted,” a Wisconsin pharmacist substituted a commercial 
compound, calatine lotion, containing a slight amount 
of mercury. As a consequence the patient’s entire body, 
on the application of the lotion, was inflamed and blis- 
tered. While the lotion used was similar to that named 
in the prescription it was not the calamine lotion with 
phenol, in which mercury is not an ingredient. 

When he made this substitution that pharmacist did 
not know the patient had been under observation at the 
Wisconsin General Hospital. There, by a series of tests, 
it had been discovered his skin was allergic to mercury. 


Decision in Favour of Patient 


Suit was brought in this instance against the pharma- 
cist. In its decision in favour of the patient the Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin said of the law governing the lia- 
bility of a pharmacist in making substitutions in -the 
preparation of prescriptions: 

“Although the druggist may have had reason to sup- 
pose that the medicine he supplied was just as good 
as the doctor prescribed it must be held that the risk 
of harm from the act of making the substitution with- 
out informing the purchaser outweighs any possible 
utility that act may have had. 


Care and Skill 


“The circumstances of a pharmacist’s or druggist’s 
calling demand the exercise of a high degree of care 
and skill, such care and skill as an ordinary prudent 
person would exercise under such circumstances, the 
highest degree of care and prudence consistent with the 
reasonable conduct of the business. The effect of a 
mistake may be swift and disastrous.” 

Here the wrong doing of the pharmacist and the 
consequent liability in damages to the injured man had 
no connection with the pharmacist’s lack of knowledge 
of the purchaser’s allergy to mercury. Lack of such 
knowledge imposes no liability. 


New York Court 


Recently, a New York court said in holding a pharma- 
cist free of any liability for the sale of calamine lotion 
such as that prescribed in the Wisconsin case, to a person 
allergic to phenol: 

“T hold it to be the established law of this State that 
in an action against a druggist for negligence wherein 
he has sold and used a known combination of drugs 
without reason to apprehend that it may prove danger- 
ous or harmful to one person among a multitude of 
users, but on the contrary from long experience in sel- 
ling it he has reason for the belief that it might be used 
without deleterious results, he is not guilty of negligence 
although it did in fact injure one who bought and used 


it. 


Common Kowledge 


“It is a matter of common knowledge that many per- 
sons are allergic to conditions which do not affect the 
normal individual. Cases so holding are legion with 


reference to wearing apparel, cathartics, face powders 
and sedatives.” 


The Pharmacist’s Liability in Substitution 


Much has been said about substitution and the manufacturer and the pharmacist. 
quoted opinions as handed down in the law courts of various States of U.S.A.

Herein are described and 


In this Wisconsin case the liability of the pharmacist 
did not arise from the allergy of the patient, but from 
the disobedience of the pharmacist to the directions of 
the physician contained in the prescription. 


Extent of Care 


The extent of the care required by the law of a 

pharmacist in following the instructions in a prescription 
brought the comment from a Michigan court many years 
agO, when a pharmacist sold sulfate of zinc for Epsom 
salts. 
“People trust not merely their health, but their lives 
to the knowledge and prudence of druggists, and in 
many cases a slight want of care is liable to prove fatal 
to someone. It is therefore proper and reasonable that 
the care required shall be proportioned to the danger 
involved.” 

Years later this characterisation of the care required 
of a pharmacist by that Michigan court was to be 
quoted by the Supreme Court of Maine in a case in 
which a pharmacist had received a_ prescription, 
“Chlorodyne Tablets No. XXV. Sig. Une pilule a Toutes 
les 4 heures.” 


Substitution 


In place of the chlorodyne the druggist substituted 
here seven grain tablets of corrosive sublimate. From 
the judgment recovered by the patient the patient ap- 
pealed the case to this court. In its decision is a clear 
and famous outline of the “ordinary care and prudence” 
demanded of druggists, that has probably been adopted 
by every court of the country. 


Ordinary Care and Prudence 


“The rules of law governing this class of cases are 
closely analogous to those applicable to physicians and 
surgeons. A registered apothecary or any person who 
undertakes to act in the capacity of a qualified drug- 
gist in preparing medicines and filling physicians’ pre- 
scriptions is required by law in the first place to possess 
a reasonable and ordinary degree of knowledge and 
skill with ,respect to pharmaceutical duties which he 
professes to be competent to perform. 

“He is not required to eg the highest degree of 
knowledge and skill to which the art and science may 
have attained. He is not required to have skill and 
experience equal to the most eminent in his profession. 
He is only required to have that reasonable degree of 
learning and skill which is ordinarily possessed hy 
other druggists in good standing as to qualifications in 
similar communities. 


Obligation 


“In the second place the law imposes upon the drug- 
gist the obligation to exercise all reasonable and ordi- 
nary care and prudence in applying his knowledge and 
skill in combining medicines, filling prescriptions and 
performing all of the other duties of an apothecary. 
He is not bound to use extraordinary care and prudence 
or a greater degree of care than is ordinarily exercised 
by other qualified druggists. Ordinary skill is the test 
of qualifications and ordinary care is the test of the 
application of it.

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“But while as has been seen, the legal measure of 
the duty of druggists towards their patrons as in all 
other relations of life, is properly expressed by the 
phrase, ‘ordinary care,’ yet it must not be forgotten 
that it is ‘ordinary care’ vith reference to that special 
and peculiar business. 


Degree of Prudence 

“In determining what degree of prudence, vigilance 
and thoughtfulness will fill the requirements of ‘ordi- 
nary care’ in compounding medicines and filling pre- 
scriptions, iit is necessary to consider the poisonous 
character of so many of the drugs with which the apothe- 
cary deals and the grave and fatal consequences which 
may follow the want of due care. 

“In such a case ‘ordinary care’ calls for a degree of 
vigilance and prudence commensurate with the dangers 
involved. The general customer ordinarily has no de- 
finite knowledge concerning the numerous medicines 
and poisons specified in the U.S. Dispensary and Pharma- 
copoeia which pharmacists are by our statutes expressly 
allowed to copy, but must rely implicity upon the 
druggist who holds himself out as one having the pecu- 
liar learning and skill and conceptions of iegal duty 
necessary to a safe and prover discharge of that duty. 

‘‘Ordinary care’ with reference to the business of a 
druggist must therefore be held to signify the highest 
practicable degree of prudence, thoughtfulness and 
vigilance and the most exact and reliable safeguards 
consistent with the reasonable conduct of the business 
in order that human life may not constantly be exposed 
to the danger flowing from the substitution of deadly 
poisons for harmless medicines. 


Care in Proportion to Danger 
“People trust not merely their health, but their lives 
to the knowledge, care and prudence of druggists, and 
in many cases a slight want of care is liable to prove 
fatal to someone. It is therefore proper and reasonable 
that the care required shall be proportioned to the 
danger involved.’—From “American Professional

ORDERING OF DRUGS BY CHEMICAL NAMES 


The Executive Councils’ Association (England) thinks 
that drugs should be ordered wherever possible by 
their chemical names, the choice of proprietary, where 
applicable, being made by the “dispenser.” 

This recommendation is contained in the Association’s 
management committee in London on December 6. The 
recommendation “would not mean that the dispenser 
should have the right automatically to substitute 
another substance for one prescribed by its proprietary 
name but which was out of stock.” 

The management committee believes that dispensing 
of authorised alternatives and at the same time conform 
to the principle underlying the declared policy of the 
General Medical Services Committee of the British 
Medical Association. The management committee had 
received a letter from the B.M.A. on the subject of 
substitution. This stated that the G.M.S. committee 
considered that it would be undesirable from the point 
of view of both doctor and chemist that the latter 
should in any way depart from the exact requirements 
of the prescription without first consulting the doctor. 
In most cases this could be done with reasonable 
facility. The Executive Councils’ Association’s evidence 
to the Hinchliffe Committee says that the multiplicity 
of proprietary preparations having similar therapeutic 
effect but bearing different names should be discouraged 
as the prescribing of these substances by their trade 
names only leads to wastage and over-stocking about 
which pharmacists so often complained. 

On the subject of doctors’ prescribing statistics, the 
management committee thinks that unless and until 
full pricing is established and doctors’ priced _prescrip- 
tions fully collated, the drug statistical data will remain 
open to serious criticism because of its incompleteness.

It was recently stated by a well-known mail-order 
expert—a man who had built up an extensive business 
through the post—that when sending out advertising 
literature he almost invariably obtained the best results 
when it. was posted without a covering letter. He 
qualified this statement, however, by agreeing that this 
only held good when dealing with “cold” prospects; 
that is to say, those who had not been in touch with 
his firm in any way, but whose names were obtained 
from mailing lists. On the other hand, he added, it was 
a matter of business courtesy to include a short note 
when dispatching business literature to those who had 
specifically asked for it. 


Interesting Results From Experiments 


While this assertion sounds revolutionary in the light 
of ordinary business practice, it must be noted that the 
authority in question has for years been making ex- 
periments and tests, and that the point involved was 
only settled to his own satisfaction after trying out very 
thoroughly, over a considerable period, the alternative 
methods of presenting an advertising appeal. Another 
investigation which engaged his attention was with 
regard to the relative values of using closed and tucked- 
in envelopes. In an early test, when the tucked-in en- 
velope was not so much in evidence as it is today, he 
received far better results from them than from the 
sealed envelopes. 

Yet a test made more recently disclosed the fact that 
the sealed envelope “pulled” slightly better results, al- 
though these were not sufficiently good to justify the 
extra postage. It should be borne in mind that the 
commodity being advertised was one in everyday use 
by both men and women, and that it was a low-priced 
article, but one of a “repeatable” nature. It is sug- 
gested that the reader, when next trying out a “postal 
shot,” send half the mailing of a experimental number 
in closed envelopes, and the other half by open post. 
By “keying” for results, he can then ascertain for him- 
self which course he should continue to pursue. 


Relative Results From Postal Cards and Letters 


Owing to an inadvertence, a departmental store re- 
ceived from the printers only one half of the quantity 
of a special sized envelope they required in which to 
enclose card circulars which incorporated reply cou- 
pons. As they could not wait for the delivery of the 
delayed envelopes, they decided to send out the whole 
“postal shot,” but with the circulars unprovided with 
envelopes as postcards. 

To their surprise, when “keying” for results, they 
found that they had received nearly twice as many 
replies from those sent out as postcards as they did 
from those which were enclosed in envelopes. The 
deduction is that a suitably worded postcard makes an 
immediate impression, whereas the enclosed mailing 
piece may have to labour under the disability that the 
person who receives it is prejudiced, as he opens the 
envelope, by the thought that what is inside is “only a 
circular.” The same disability is often accentuated 
when the recipient of a closed envelope, on tearing it 
open, registers disapproval that its contents are not 
what he had hoped they would be! 


Better Business Through the Post 


Minimising Waste in the Mailing List

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The Presentation of the Envelope 


The keen observer may have noticed that, in the great 
majority of cases envelopes used for the lower-rate 
postage are of an inferior quality. Even some of the 
large business organisations, who pride themselves on 
their efficiency in advertising, are guilty of the prac- 
tice of considering that “anything will do” for a cir- 
cular envelope. Psychologically this is bad business, 
for many postal missives which are palpably circulars 
are never even taken out of their envelopes; while the 
circular which is sent out in an envelope of good 
quality stands every chance of being examined. Apart 
from this, there may be the thought in the mind of the 
recipient that the advertiser who sends out his litera- 
ture in a shoddy envelope may be similarly inefficient 
in the manufacture of his goods or the quality of the 
articles he stocks. 


Before discussing the broad issues of using printed 
envelopes, it should be noted, unless it is stated on 
envelopes containing circulars sent at the “open” rate, 
that, if undelivered, they are to be returned to the 
sender, they will be destroyed by the postal authorities. 


Should the Envelopes Be Printed? 


It may be conceded that the name and address of a 
firm on an envelope is in itself an advertisement for 
that firm; nevertheless it may sometimes be considered 
a better policy to send out circulars in unprinted en- 
velopes. Particularly is this so when dispatching a 
“follow-up” to a new prospective customer; for, if the 
reaction of the recipient to the first circular was un- 
favourable, or luke warm, then it may be that he will 
not even take the trouble to open the second envelope, 
so that any further sales arguments in favour of the 
goods on offer will be entirely lost on him. Against 
this, there is, of course, the thought that, as stated 
above, the name and address of the advertiser on the 
envelope will ensure that the postal authorities will 
return it to him in case of non-delivery. Consequently, 
he has to make up his mind as to whether he will risk 
his circular not being read because of the name and 
address on the envelope, or whether he will continue 
to use that means of identity so that undelivered cir- 
culars can be returned to him in order that he may 
keep his mailing lists up to date. 


The Preparation of the Mailing Lists 


Important as are these matters of enclosure and pos- 
tage, as well as those which appertain to the actual 
appeal of the “postal shot” itself, the problem of select- 
ing the right list of “prospects” is obviously the first 
consideration in any attempt to reach the public by 
post. Let us, first of all, take directories as a source of 
information, and we find that, quite often, the time 
which elapses between the preparation of a directory 
and its publication militates against its value as an 
accurate record of likely names and addresses. Many 
of the smaller local directories are sadly out of date, 
and are not always reliable—a remark which applies 
with almost equal force even to some of the larger and 
better-known directories. 
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In support of this assertion, there is the statement 
of an executive prominently concerned with his own 
trade association who, referring to the information con- 
tained in one of these directories, found that it con- 
tained the names of 18,000 firms in his trade. Against 
this, the official figures of his association—a country- 
wide one with branch offices in every large town— 
showed the number to be considerably less than half 
that figure! Another business man, on being asked 
to purchase a copy of his local directory, turned up the 
reference to his own address, where he had been living 
for some years, only to find that the name of the 
occupier, as given in the directory, was that of a man 
who had been out of the house more than fifteen years! 


Voters’ Lists as Reliable Sources of Information 


For an approach to the general public, there is, per- 
haps, no more reliable and non-waste source of infor- 
mation than the official voters’ list, although it may be 
found that, in order to cover the whole country, the 
costs of the list would be much in excess of any other 
printed medium. An advantage possessed by the of- 
ficial voters’ list is that it is prepared in street order, 
and not alphabetically by the names of residents, mak- 
ing it possible for the advertiser to pick out for cir- 
cularisation the residents of houses in selected sections 
of a borough or town, thus tending to justify the use 
of the list without incurring the expenses of waste cir- 
culation. Copies of local voters’ lists are obtainable on 
—— at the offices of borough and urban district 
councils. 


Other Methods of Augmenting Mailing Lists 


From the larger mailing agencies may be obtained 
specialised lists containing the names and addresses of 
organisations, firms, and individuals, concerned in almost 
every conceivable pursuit, trade, calling, etc., from 
account book makers to zoologists. Such lists are kept 
up to date by frequent use, and may usually be con- 
sidered in the non-waste category, since new names 
are added as necessary and correspondence returned as 
undeliverable is suitably dealt with. 


There are, of course, many other sources from which 
additions to the mailing list can be obtained: for ex- 
ample, names and addresses can readily be found in the 
editorial and advertisement columns of national and 
local newspapers; members of the staff should be en- 
couraged to pass on any information which comes their 
way; satisfied customers may be induced to give the 
names of friends; sometimes it may be possible to aug- 
ment the lists from the most unexpected quarters. In 
suitable trades, the columns of newspapers devoted to 
small domestic advertisements are a lively source of 
information: while official telephone directories of a 
classified nature, such as the “Buff Book,” which are 
being er, revised, afford immediate reference to 
the various callings and trades. 


The Importance of Keeping Correct Records 


No matter what courses are adopted to obtain addi- 
tional names for a mailing list, it is imperative that the 
information gathered be carefully and accurately re- 
corded. “Mr. J. E. Smythe,” for instance, will not be 
favourably impressed if he receives a missive addressed 
to “Mr. J. E. Smith,” nor will “Miss M. Lang” who, per- 
haps, has decided views against matrimony, relish the 
idea of being addressed as though she were a married 
lady. Conversely, the mother of a robust family has 
every reason to be annoyed if addressed as “Miss.” 
These seemingly small defections undoubtedly militate 
against the best results, for reasons which must be ap- 
parent. 

“Dear Sir or Madam”—which one sees so often on 
circular letters—is a salutation which should be avoided 
at all costs, and especially so when the name of the 
addressee is matched-in at the head or foot of the letter. 


Surely it is very simple before duplicating letters ad- 
dressed to both sexes to make a rough calculation of the 
number of letters which are to be sent to each sex, and 
to have the type or stencil altered from “Dear Sir” to 
Dear Madam,” while the copies are being run off. The 
short space of time expended in making the necessary 
alteration will more than justify itself by results. 


The foregoing suggestions will, no doubt, give the 
reader much material for thought, even if he is not 
prepared to be guided in their entirety by the results 
which have accrued to those advertisers on whose in- 
formation the theme of this article is based. It is alla 
matter of suiting the system to be employed to the 
particular appeal which is being made. And so it is re- 
commended that before involving himself in unneces- 
sary expense and waste effort, the reader experiment 
on a comparately small scale where alternative methods 
of dispatching postal material may bring differing re- 
sults. This idea is advanced with the feeling that the 
preliminary investigations will be found a definite 
move in the direction of tightening up efficiency, reduc- 
ing costs, and of bringing better business through the 
post.

SOCIAL SERVICES IN GERMANY 


It is reported that the German Government is now 
“virtually certain” to modify the socialised medicine 
programme to which it has adhered for so long. This 
ls reported from Bonn in _* leading financial 
journal, the Handelsblatt (Journal of Commerce, of 
February 26). 

The desire is to relieve the government-controlled 
sickness insurance associations (Krankenkassen) of 
handling minor illnesses and to improve assistance in 
cases of long sickness. The German Government is 
currently determining which one of the following sys- 
tems it should adopt: 


1. A system of “insurance against the cost of sickness” 
as in France and in Sweden. Such a system is unlikely 
to be adopted because the Germans believe it lacks 
elasticity and does not consider the financial status of 
the patient. 

2. Participation by the patient in the expense of treat- 
ment in the form of a higher handling fee for each time 
the patient requests a referral slip to obtain treatment. 


3. Participation in the cost in the form of a payment 
to the physician when he is consulted. The amount of 
the payment would be predetermined according to the 
patient’s number of dependents and income. 


4. Payment by the insured of the entire sickness ex- 
pense during the first week or of part or all of the 
expense up to a certain amount. 


5. Institution of a “Sickness Savings Bank.” This is 
intended to educate the insured to more responsibility. 
A portion of his contribution would either be applied 
to pay his treatment expense or be credited to his sav- 
ings | eo if no expense is incurred within a set 
period. 


The German Ministry of Labor, traditionally a cham- 
pion of security from the cradle to the grave, is now 
determined to modify the system to insure better eco- 
nomic returns for the physician and better aid for the 
seriously ill. 


It is encouraging to note that some of the defects of 
the socialised medicine scheme are now apparent to 
government authorities in a country that has long pro- 
moted and used this scheme. Some of the German 
novelists have also taken the lead in decrying the ex- 
periences of socialised German medicine in realistic 
writings reminiscent of Upton Sinclair.

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Animal Health Notes 


By the Division of Animal Industry, N.S.W. Department of Agriculture.

IMPACTION COLIC IN HORSES 

When horses have been on dry feed continuously, 
particularly when the feed is low quality roughage, the 
intestines are likely to become so overloaded with this 
material that symptoms of colic follow. Such colic is 
often found in horses during a drought. In addition to 
the overloading, the effect of the unsuitable fodder is 
also to weaken the walls of the digestive tract, and thus 
a vicious cycle is set up. 

The effects of this type of colic are often brought on 
more rapidly through, and are associated with, bad 
teeth. It cannot be emphasised too strongly that ‘when 
the condition of horses starts to slip, the first thing to be 
done is to see that the teeth are in good condition. 

Symptoms of impaction colic are generally not pro- 
nounced, but are characterised by a long course, some- 
times even up to two weeks. They are mainly symp- 
toms of dull, continuous pain in the abdomen. The ani- 
mal will not eat, tends to be constipated either partially 
or completely, and passes small amounts of hard drop- 
pings at infrequent intervals. 

While there are several drugs available to veterinary 
surgeons which make the treatment of this condition 
very effective, home remedies also give good results for 
stock. Oily purgatives such as those based on raw 
linseed oil, may be given. To one to two pints of 
linseed oil add one to two oz. of spirits of sweet nitre, 
or two oz. of oil of turpentine. 

An enema of warm, soapy water is also of assistance. 
About two to three gallons will be required, and it 
should be run in with a hose by gravity. If the horse 
strains, the injection should be stopped. Treatments 
can be repeated daily until the condition is relieved. 
If pain becomes excessive, it can be controlled by giving 
one to two oz. of chloral hydrate as a drench. When 
given as a drench, the drug must be finely powdered 
and mixed in either raw linseed oil or porridge. Other- 
wise it is intensely irritating to the lining of the mouth. 


VITAMIN A DEFICIENCY IN SHEEP 


If it is intended that mating be undertaken to pro- 
duce a spring lambing, and if the rams concerned have 
been on dry feed, it would be a good plan to ensure the 
maximum fertility possible in the circumstances by 
giving a vitamin A supplement. Rams are one of the 
few groups of adult sacke likely to be affected by a 
vitamin A deficiency. 

Strictly speaking, the vitamin A supplement should 
be given as a single dose of a million units two months 
or so prior to mating. It does not matter whether the 
vitamin A is given as an oil emulsion or as a prepara- 
tion mixed with water. The main thing is to get the 
most units for the least cost. 

Care should also be taken to ensure that stocks of 
vitamin A preparations are as fresh as possible since 
vitamin A concentrates often deteriorate if stored for 
excessive periods. 


BRUCELLOSIS IN CATTLE 


Consideration should now be given to arranging for 
the vaccination of calves born up to last spring. The 
most suitable age at which to vaccinate is between five 
and eight months. At this age, calves show the least 
reaction to vaccination and develop a strong resistance 
to the disease. This resistance lasts throughout the 
life of the animal. 

It is a common belief that calves vaccinated with 


Strain 19 do not contract brucellosis. This is not cor- 
rect; what the vaccine does is to prevent, in the ma- 
jority of cases, the appearance of the most distressing 
symptoms of infection with this organism—abortion. 

No matter how effective the vaccine, hygienic mea- 
sures should always be taken to prevent brucellosis 
from spreading to other cattle whether they have been 
vaccinated or not. Such measures include the disposal 
of the aborted foetus and membranes, if they can be 
found. These should be burned on the spot or at least 
buried deeply. 

Aborting animals should be enclosed in a hospital 
paddock to prevent discharges contaminating the pas- 
tures. It is important to ensure that drainage from the 
hospital paddock does not go down on to pastures which 
will be used by healthy cattle. This is because the dis- 
charges from the infected cattle contain countless mil- 
lions of the organisms causing the disease, and these 
organisms would be carried down in the drainage into 
the clean paddock. 


TETANUS IN PIGS 


Pigs are generally held to be less susceptible to tetanus 
than other animals, however this does not indicate that 
tetanus will not occur in pigs. Mortalities of up to 25 
per cent. have been experienced following the infection 
of castration wounds in pigs. It therefore pays to give 
some attention to the possibility of this disease occurring 
in pigs castrated under adverse conditions. 

Castration instruments should always be sterilised by 
boiling before the operation and, between pigs, should 
be kept in antiseptic or disinfectant solution. The 
scrotum and surrounding parts should be washed with 
warm soapy water and dried with methylated spirits 
before commencing the operation. After castration, the 
pigs should be released into a clean sty, with a concrete 

oor. 

This should be kept clean until the wounds have 
healed, following which the pigs can be turned out into 
a clean paddock. Tetanus organisms are members of 
the gas gangrene group and are prevalent in areas 
heavily contaminated with faeces. For this reason, old 
pig sties and other places where there is an accumula- 
tion of faeces, are a potential source of infection of any 
deep-seated wounds such as castration wounds. 

In such circumstances, the tetanus organism multi- 
plies rapidly and produces a poison or toxin. This toxin 
ls absorbed into the blood stream and affects the ner- 
vous system, causing muscular spasms. ‘These become 
more and more frequent and severe, and finally the ani- 
mal dies of exhaustion unless the condition is relieved. 
Some symptoms enabling a diagnosis of tetanus to be 
made are the appearance of these muscular spasms and 
convulsions about a week after an operation and the 
presence of an obviously infected wound and of the 
third eye lids across the eyes during the muscular 
spasms. 

Treatment of tetanus is not very successful in animals, 
at least with the remedies normally available to farmers. 
However, the wound should be cleaned and treated with 
hydrogen peroxide and, if possible, an injection of 
tetanus antitoxin (veterinary) given. If there is a his- 
tory of repeated infection of wounds resulting in teta- 
nus, it would be advisable to consider a thorough clean- 
out of the sties and regravelling with freshly secured 
river gravel or sand, together with the vaccination of 
the pigs with tetanus toxoid. This substance will pro- 
duce an active resistance to tetanus in vaccinated ani- 
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mals. It is usually desirable to give a number of in- 
jections at short intervals, say one to two months, to 
build up a satisfactory resistance in the vaccinated ani- 
mals. Such resistance would, in most circumstances, be 
sufficient to carry the pig through its economic life. 


FOWL POX 


Fowl pox is now prevalent in stock which have not 
been vaccinated. The disease is caused by a virus 
which is transmitted by insects which bite, particularly 
mosquitoes. The infection is also picked up during the 
course of feeding, since scabs which drop off recovered 
cases contain the germ. we ge erg may take three dif- 
ferent forms, but it is usual that one form is more pre- 
valent in an outbreak than the others, although two 
types may be present at the one time. 

The most common form is the skin type which looks 
like a severe outbreak of warts. These lesions are not 
warts, however, as they-commence as tiny blisters on 
the comb and wattles, and sometimes on the legs. They 
develop into small, fleshy growths which are covered 
by a yellow crust. They increase rapidly in size, and as 
the lesions become older the crusts get darker until 
they appear almost black. At this stage, they commence 
to fall off. The bird is sick for several days, shows 
little interest in food, and egg production is reduced. 

The canker form affects birds in the throat. They 
look sick, even in the early stages of the disease, and 
usually show some coughing. There is an accumlation 
of yellow, cheesy material on the inflamed lining of the 
tongue, palate, mouth and throat. This may be so 
plentiful as to block the opening to the windpipe caus- 
ing the bird to gasp for breath. Egg production is 
markedly reduced through this form of the disease. If 
the windpipe is completely blocked, the bird will choke 
to death. 

In the third form, the eyes and cavities of the nose 
are affected. A thick, cheesy discharge is present and 
one or both sides of the head may swell, due to the 
collection of the material in the tissues below the eye. 
The eyes themselves become “bunged up” with this 
—. which also fills the nostrils and cleft of the 
palate. 

Very little can be done to alter the course of the 
disease once it breaks out. If practicable, some attempt 
should be made to reduce the mosquito population, and 
attention should be given to the control of external 
parasites. Pamphlets dealing with this matter are ob- 
tainable from the Department on application. 
Treatment 

Treatment by removing scabs and painting the lesions 
with tincture of iodine will reduce the severity of symp- 
toms in the skin form of the disease. In the canker 
form, the material should be removed from the mouth 
cavity in order to prevent blocking of the windpipe, 
painting the raw, bleeding surface caused by this re- 
moval with } per cent. bluestone solution. This is made 
by dissolving one drachm of powdered bluestone in 
three pints of water. This solution can be made up 
at the chemist’s, if desired. 

In all cases, the affected birds should be removed 
from contact with apparently healthy birds, and if 
they recover, should not be returned to the main block 
until all the lesions have healed. 

Once fowl pox has made its appearance, it will al- 
ways recur and, therefore, a programme of vaccination 
should be undertaken with the following season’s hatch. 
Further advice on vaccination can be obtained from De- 
partmental veterinary officers, veterinary inspectors, or 
private veterinary surgeons: 


FAVUS OR WHITE COMB 


Sometimes, white comb disease of poultry may be 
confused with fowl pox. However, the course of this 
disease is quite different since it is due to fungus which 
also affects turkeys, caged birds and certain animals like 
mice, rabbits, and guinea pigs. 

It is probable that some of these animals may be im- 
portant links in the spread or perpetuation of the disease. 


The disease causes a loss of production in laying 
stock. Its spread is slow and therefore its effect on the 
flock is likely to be overlooked. Furthermore, birds 
seldom die of favus alone, but it has a serious side 
effect in that it lowers resistance to other worse diseases. 

Young birds with well developed combs are most 
likely to be affected, and it appears that the heavier 
breeds are more susceptible than the lighter ones. 
Symptoms 

The first symptom is the development of white spots 
or scales on the combs and wattles. This looks as if the 
comb has been sprinkled with flour. As the disease pro- 
gresses, the scaly deposits become thicker and form a 
wrinkled crust on the surface. Sometimes these lesions 
spread to the inside of the mouth and the air pesnages of 
the skull, and here yellow, cheesy masses form. Ulcers 
and nodules on the walls and floor of the mouth, and 
in the throat region occur, and these may extend down 
to the crop. The bird loses its appetite, becomes weak, 
emaciated and depressed. 

The fungus organisms causing this disease are shed 
with the scales which fall off the combs and wattles of 
affected birds. These infect healthy birds through cuts 
and abrasions to the combs and wattles caused by fight- 
ing. 

Heavily infected birds should be destroyed. All in- 
fected birds should be removed from contact with ap- 
parently healthy ones, and a treatment by swabbing 
the affected parts with tincture of iodine, one part and 
glycerine six parts, will give beneficial results. If 
ogee this treatment may be repeated after three 

ays. 


HYDATIDS IN DOGS 


Hydatid tapeworm infestation is a very common 
disease of dogs in country areas, and a recent survey 
has shown that approximately one dog in every four 
in country districts harbours the worm. 

These worms are extremely dangerous to humans, 
even though they cannot be seen. The eggs of the 


worms are passed out in the droppings of the dog and 
where the animal is chained up in the one place, year in, 
year out, its coat becomes heavily contaminated with 
hydatid worm eggs. It is dangerous to handle these 
dogs, because in so doing the hands will, in all proba- 
bility, become contaminated with eggs, which can, quite 
unconsciously, be easily transferred to the mouth. For 
example, this could occur if a cigarette is rolled after 
handling such a dog. Once the eggs are swallowed by 
humans they undergo a development in the bowel, pene- 
trate through the wall and then attach themselves to, 
or develop in, organs such as the liver and lungs. Here, 
the parasite forms large cysts and undergoes further 
development, forming large numbers of younger daugh- 
ter cysts which may burst out from the original cyst 
and bring on a a heavy infestation very quickly. 
There is no cure for human infection with hydatids, ex- 
cept surgery, and this is not without risk. 

It pays to be careful when handling dogs to ensure 
that the hands are thoroughly washed before under- 
taking any other task. Dogs can be freed of hydatid 
tapeworm infestation by dosing with Arecoline hydro- 
bromide, which is purchased under a variety of trade 
names. The dose is quarter of a grain for a small 
kelpie, half a grain for a medium-sized dog, and three- 
quarters of a grain for a large dog. The drug should be 
given on an empty stomach after starving overnight 
and the dog walked about after dosing. It can be given 
by placing a tablet at the very back of the tongue or 
first dissolving it in water and giving as a drench. About 
one ounce of water will be sufficient for this purpose. 

Once free of hydatid tapeworm dogs can be kept free 
by cooking any offal from stock slaughtered on the pro- 
perty for home consumption before being fed. his 
will break the intermediate stage of the tapeworm in 
these animals. 

Regular attention to the boiling of offal before feedin 
and regular dosing of the dogs every three months wil 
reduce the risk of human infection with this very seri- 
ous disease.

AN AUSTRALIAN DEVELOPMENT 
TETRAHYDROAMINACRIN (T.H.A.) 


A recently developed decurarising agent, Tetrahydroaminacrin (T.H.A.), is an acridine derivative, the hydro- 
genated form of the antiseptic, acridine (Aminacrin). 


Aminacrine Tetrahydroaminacrin

Aminacrine was first synthesised by Professor Adrian Albert, and its bacteriostatic effect was subsequently 
investigated by Albert and Rubbo. ° 


The pharmacology of T.H.A. was investigated by Shaw and Bentley. Their experiments showed that it brought 
about in dogs a rapid arousal from morphine narcosis. At the same time, it was observed to have a pronounced 
respiratory stimulating effect. Subsequently it was shown that T.H.A. was a powerful anti-cholinesterase, although 
unrelated structurally to neostigmine. 


T.H.A. produces decurarisation after d-tubocurarine or gallamine (Flaxedil) without the simultaneous use of 
atropine. The drug acts almost specifically at the neuromuscular junction. The muscarinic side actions are a 
minimum, i.e., absence of salivary or bronchial secretion, making the concomitant use of atropine unnecessary 
unless the dose of T.H.A. exceeds 60 mg. 


T.H.A. prolongs the action of succinylcholine (suxamethodium—Brevidil M, Scoline, Anectine) and deca- 
methonium (Eulissin A and Syncurine), and when a curarisation of short duration is required T.H.A. is contra- 
indicated. On the other hand, the simultaneous use of suxamethonium and T.H.A. results in a muscular relaxa- 
tion very similar to that produced by tubocurarine alone, and from which the patient recovers normally. 


Administration: T.H.A. is usually given intravenously, but the intramuscular route can also be employed. The 
dose depends upon the degree of curarisation and the response of the patient. It is usual to commence with 
about 40 mg. If the patient has mot been decurarised by this dose, then the amount is increased up to 100 mg. 
until the patient is able to breathe and to move. Administration of atropine with doses of T.H.A. below 60 mg. 
is unnecessary.

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New Books 


Disinfectants: Their Values and Uses. W. E. Finch. 
Chapman and Hall Ltd. London. Pp. 188. English 
price, 30/-. 


Professor Berry, in his foreword to this book, states 
that it is almost unique in its field. This is all but an 
understatement. The book is a very worthwhile trea- 
tise, by an author who evidently has vast experience 
in the practical aspects of disinfectant formulation and 
evaluation. 


The section dealing with “Formulation methods and 
the principles involved” gives an excellent explanation 
of the role of the soap and “carriers” used in the coal 
tar and chloroxylenol types of disinfectant. The con- 
centration of these substances is particularly critical, 
for maximum efficiency. The reasons for this are ex- 
plained lucidly in relatively non-technical language. 
A glossary of technical terms is included, and is a 
useful feature; however, a pharmacist would scarcely 
need to refer to this—the technical information is 
readily understood. , 


Interesting original work includes: Investigation of 
the influence of carriers on activity (both as regards 
concentration and chemical nature of the carrier); 
methods for comparison of disinfectants; specificity in- 
troduced into phenolic molecules by halogenation; and 
the use of disinfectants on contaminated surfaces. 


The author repeats the well-known arguments against 
the Rideal-Walker and Chick-Martin tests, and sug- 
gests an improved method for qualitative comparison 
of disinfectants. This is a modified Rideal-Walker 
technique carried out against a range of organisms in 
the presence of suitable organic matter. Thus, 10% 
serum is used to represent pus, as the organic con- 
taminant for pyogenic organisms, e.g., Staph. aureus 
and Pseudomonas pyocyanea. Coliforms are tested in 
the presence of 1 and 2.4% yeast to represent feces, 
as in the Chick-Martin test. The results quoted show 
conclusively the disadvantages of the Rideal-Walker 
test. For example, Lysol B.P. has a Rideal-Walker 
coefficient of 2.4, and has its activity against B. coli 
reduced approximately 25% in the presence of 1 or 
2.4% yeast. A high boiling tar acid white fluid having 
a Rideal-Walker coefficient of 27 has its activity re- 
duced to approximately one-half in the presence of 
1% yeast, and to one-quarter of its original value in 
the presence of 2.4% yeast. (Thus, this disinfectant 
is approximately ten times as active as Lysol by the 
Rideal-Walker test, but is only about twice as active 
against B. coli in the presence of 2.4% yeast.) 


The specificity of the substituted phenols is interest- 
ing. 3.5 Xylenol and its chlorination products are 
typical; these were formulated 5% in a terpineol, cas- 
tor oil soap preparation. Tested against Staph. aureus, 
B. coli, B. typhos, and Pseudomonas pyocyanea, car- 
bolic acid coefficients were found to be 0.7, 1.5, 1.7 
and 0.8 respectively; similar values for 4 chloro 3:5 
xylenol (Chloroxylenol B.P.) were 2.3, 3.6, 4.2 and 
0.2. So that chlorination increased the effectiveness 
against three organisms and markedly reduced the 
activity against the Pseudomonas. The 2:4 dichlor 
compound (D.C.M.X.) showed a corresponding in- 
crease, but was not active against Pseudomonas. The 
2:4:6 trichlor 3:5 xylenol showed decreasing effect, 
particularly against B. coli and B. typhos, and actually 
had a lower coefficient than the same formula with 
no disinfectant present, against Pseudomonas pyo- 
cyanea! Even more striking is the activity of 2:4 


dichlor 3 methyl 5 ethyl phenol; this is less active than 
the unchlorinated compound, against three organisms, 
but with Staph. aureus the phenol coefficient is in- 
creased from 1.3 to 22 by chlorination. 


The use of disinfectants on contaminated surfaces 
involves interesting research work. Disinfection of 
fabrics (with special reference to hospital blankets) 
and of skin has been investigated. The author shows 
that the 2% hexachlorophene soaps which are fairly 
widely used are very effective for skin sterilisation, 
but that a soap containing 2% D.C.M.X. is probably 
superior. 


The new solubilised coal tar disinfectant “Sudol,” 
prepared from higher phenolic fractions, has been 
tested and found to be less toxic and less caustic than 
Lysol, while having two to three times the germicidal 
activity against a wide range of organisms. “Sudol” 
in water in concentrations as low as 1 in 120 is said 
not to rust steel blades. 


For pharmaceutical purposes one would have liked 
to see some experimental results for more of the 
chemical disinfectants, such as Iodine, Phenoxetol, 
Chlorhexidine, the Mercurials and the Dyes. These 
are mentioned, but in rather a cursory fashion. How- 
ever, the author has largely confined his work to the 
phenols and their substitution products, the hypo- 
chlorites and the quaternary ammonium compounds. 
He has thoroughly investigated the use and formula- 
tion of these agents. There is some repetition of 
material, particularly of references, but this does make 
each chapter virtually complete in itself, and the 
references and cross references are thorough. 


A study of this book will provide the student with 
a wealth of information. For the retail pharmacist it 
provides the knowledge to evaluate disinfectants, to 
advise the public, and to sort out the confused and 
sometimes misleading claims and figures quoted by 
disinfectant manufacturers.—(D.C.L.) 


The Pharmacy of Silicones and Their Uses in Medicine. 
By Ronald Levin, F.P.S., Chemist and Druggist, Lon- 
don. Pp. 95. British price, 15/-. 


This latest addition to the C. & D. range of text books 
is essentially a review of the present-day knowledge of 
the silicones. It is conceivable that within a short time 
this book will become an essential in every pharma- 
cist’s library, as has its companion volume, Spalton’s 
“Emulsions and Emulsifying Agents.” There can be 
no doubt that the silicones have tremendous potential 
for use in pharmacy, particularly as silicones of almost 
any desired properties can be synthesised. 


The dimethyl silicone fluids are incompatible with 
such widely divergent substances as beeswax, glycerin, 
lanolin, mineral and vegetable oils, propylene glycol, 
glyceryl monostearate and water. However, it is pos- 
sible to synthesise silicones which are miscible with 
any of these substances. In fact, sodium methyl sili- 
conate is water soluble, yet can be used to render many 
substances water-repellent. Fatty alcohol or polyethy- 
lene glycol esters of dimethylpolysiloxane appear to 
have very useful pharmaceutical properties. Salicyloxy- 
methyl dimethyl end blocked fluids seem to have possi- 
bilities as efficient water-repellent suntan agents. 


The best known uses of silicones are in barrier creams 
for protection against both water and oil and for the 
water-repellent treatment of bottles. Siliconed injection 
vials have been in use for some years now. Siliconed 
bottles allow complete removal of the contents, easier 
cleaning and have less tendency to jam in large scale 
cleaning and filling plants. A silicone film on glass is 
resistant to most pharmaceutical substances, but not to 
alkaline citrate solutions when autoclaved. It seems 
that the ideal container for citrate injection fluids has 
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yet to be discovered, and the answer may be found in the 
use of some silicone compound. 


Silicones have extremely low toxicity, both acute and 
chronic, whether given orally or by injection. Some 
fluids produce a transient irritation when instilled into 
the eye. Because they are chemically and physiologi- 
cally inert, non-irritant and non-sensitising and are stable 
to sterilisation temperatures, it appears that the silicone 
fluids may be suitable vehicles for intramuscular, sub- 
cutaneous or intradermal injections. However, more 
work must be done on the fate of the fluids in the 
body, particularly after intravenous injection, before 
they come into use. The C-14 labelled radio-active 
silicone compounds will be useful in this research. 


Other pharmaceutical uses of silicones are as anti- 
foaming agents, syringe lubricants resistant to sterilisa- 
tion and as lubricants in tablet and suppository manu- 
facture. The replacement of vegetable oils in liniments 
with silicone fluids is said to prolong the shelf life, 
eliminate rancidity and not to interfere with diffusion 
of active medicaments. 


Medical uses of silicones are extremely diverse. Sili- 
cone rubber is far superior to plastics or natural rubber 
for drainage tubes, catheters, replacement arteries and 
in plastic surgery. Silicone fluids used to coat tubing 
and vessels used to carry blood slow the clotting time 
ef normal blood. Traces of silicone in the oxygenating 
chamber of a heart-lung machine almost completely 
eliminate troublesome foaming. Fluids may be used 
in spray applicators, to prevent bed sores and in abdo- 
minal surgery sprayed over internal organs to prevent 
adhesions. Silicone antifoam tablets have been used 
prior to gastroscopic examination and also for the treat- 
ment of “cattle bloat.” In animals oral silicone emul- 
sions were found to have a protective effect on gastric 
mucosa which prevented formation and aided healing 
of gastric ulcers. These results have not as yet been 
confirmed in humans.

A review of methods of analysis completes this most 
interesting publication. It could be said that the pro- 
gress in silicone technology over the past few years 
which has been collected in this small volume marks 
another milestone in the advance of modern pharma- 
ceutics. (D.C.L.). 


“Hospital and Community.” a history of the Royal 
Melbourne Hospital, by K. S. Inglis, pp. ix + 226 with 
13 plates (Melbourne University Press, 30/-). 


This is the story of the growth of the Royal Mel- 
bourne Hospital from a small twenty-bed stone house in 
1848 to the great modern hospital and research centre 
at Parkville today. 


The hospital, which was established primarily “for 
the benefit of the sick poor,” has weathered many storms, 
seen many changes. It is difficult nowadays to imagine 
a hospital without a bath, yet for the first five years 
of its existence the Melbourne Hospital had to manage 
without one. Then in 1853, “keeping pace with the 
best houses in the city,” a bath was installed. Three 
years later, in 1856, gas lighting replaced the oil lamps 
and candles and in the place of well-water a pumping 
station pumped water from the river. 


Some of the names which appear in the earlier pages 
of the book will probably be familiar to readers with 
a knowledge of the history of pharmacy: Dr. Barry Cot- 
ter, who was Government Medical Officer in 1836-37, and 
founded the first chemist and druggist shop in Mel- 
bourne (now known as Hood & Co.); Dr. John Single- 
ton, the founder of the Free Medical Clinic at Colling- 
wood in 1869, and Frederick Cooper, Treasurer of the 
Melbourne Hospital from 1853 to 1857. This latter 
gentleman is very probably the same Frederick Cooper 
who held office as the first President of the Pharmza- 
ceutical Society of Victoria in 1857. 

The establishment and gradual growth of the hospital 
provided a focus for the scattered doctors of the colony 
and led te the founding of the Medical Society. One 
of the lesser known but major advances resulting from 
the concerted efforts of the medical body was the set- 
ting up of a public health authority. The evils which 
the early doctors by this means — to eradicate were 
lack of drainage and sewerage, polluted water supplies, 
poor ventilation and the adulteration of food. “An 
analysis of Melbourne’s food in 1861 showed copper in 
raspberry jam, plaster of Paris in flour, alum in spirits, 
lead in confectionery, slops in beer, and a remarkable 
list of suspicious substances in coffee.” Watered, 
starched and dirty milk was blamed by one doctor for an 
increase in the mortality of children. 


Slowly these conditions improved and keeping step 
with sanitary improvements were the improvements 
within the hospital walls. Anaesthesia and Listerian 
antisepsis removed many of the earlier dangers of 
shock and infection. Still later, aseptic methods began 
to replace Lister’s carbolic spray. 


Today the activities in the modern hospital at Park- 
ville are many and varied. Besides caring for the com- 
munity of the sick it well fulfills its role as a teaching 
hospital. But the “Royal Melbourne” also trains physio- 
therapists, speech and occupational therapists, radio- 
graphers, dietitians and almoners. The research divi- 
sion housed in the Walter and Eliza Hall Institute of 
Medical Research has discoveries of major importance 
in world medicine to its credit. 


“Hospital and Community” is not merely a histary of 
the Royal Melbourne Hospital, it is a vivid picture of 
the change in social conditions and mental outlook 
which transformed hospitals the world over from 
“places to die in” to centres of vital community ser- 
vice. —F.H.B.

Poliomyelitis Vaccine 


Over the past month polimyelitis vaccine has been 
the chief Parliamentary interest in the Health Service, 
as medical officers of health and doctors generally have 
been unable to obtain supplies. Mr. D. Walker-Smith 
told the House of Commons on April 21 that initial 
orders for 5000 litres of American Salk vaccine were 
placed in September, 1957, so that with a reasonable 
regularity of delivery steady and uninterrupted progress 
would be maintained in the vaccination programme. 
Delays, however, had occurred in delivery from each 
of the four original sources of supply, two British 
firms, one Canadian and one in the U.S. The cause of 
each delay was different, but in no case was it in the 
control, or due to the fault, of the Government. Further, 
the supplies of Salk vaccine had been ordered when 
difficulties occurred with the supply of British vaccine, 
and further substantial quantities would be ordered. 
Arrangements were made to obtain 14 million doses 
from Parke, Davis & Co. 


On May 1 the Minister announced that as a temporary 
measure Salk vaccine would not be tested in this 
country, but would have been thoroughly tested in the 
country of origin. This action was taken on the advice 
of the Medical’ Research Council, but as a temporary 
measure only. Their advice states, “At the same time 
every endeavour should be made to obtain the maximum 
possible supplies of British vaccine and imported 
vaccine which has satisfied both British tests and tests 
in the country of origin, so that at the earliest possible 
moment the need to use imported vaccine untested in 
this country will disappear. The final aim should be 
to dispense with the need to use any vaccine containing 
the Mahoney strain.” 


The Wellcome Foundation has announced that pro- 
duction is building up to the schedule originally 
planned, that is four million doses per calendar year. 
This output is to be released in batches of about 
300,000 doses at intervals of roughly one month. 


Eight Years’ Prescription Statistics 


The Minister of Health has produced a summary of 
the main statistics in the N.H.S. for England and Wales 
for the eight years up to the end of 1956. Prescription 
numbers varied from 202 million to 228.8 million, and 
the average cost per prescription rose from 36.04d. to 
59.57d. The percentage mixtures sMowed a gradual 
decline from 34 per cent. of all prescriptions supplied 
to 19.5 per cent. Proprietaries rose from 16 per cent. 
to 40.5 per cent. All figures showed a period of com- 
parative stability in 1952 and 1953 when there were 
24 per cent. mixtures in the total, 26 per cent. and 27 
per cent. of proprietaries, and the average cost was 
between 48d. and 49d. All other types of medicaments 
exclusive of proprietaries have shown a decline in 
frequency. 


Restrictive Practices 


The newly set up Restrictive Practices Court will 
begin its hearings on October 6 next, when the first 
case heard will be that of the Chemists’ Federation. 
This, it is expected, will last about three weeks. In 


order to save time and expense it is expected that 
much evidence will be presented in writing so that 
the members of the Court will be able to familiarise 
themselves with it and prolonged examination of wit- 
nesses can be avoided if summaries of evidence were 
provided. This suggested procedure was announced by 
Mr. Justice Devlin at the first sitting of the Court. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Council of the Pro- 
prietary Articles Trade Association it was reported that 
after the first short period of uncertainty regarding the 
most appropriate method of taking action in price 
maintenance matters, the work of the Association had 
steadily increased and was now as heavy as in the days 
preceding the Restrictive Trade Practices Act. Hundreds 
of letters had been written to the price cutters on behalf 
of the manufacturers who have requested the P.A.T.A. 
to act on their behalf, and over 1000 calls have been 
made in different parts of the country by the Associa- 
tion’s purchasing and investigating representatives. 


Although in some instances receipt by price-cutting 
traders of manufacturers’ price lists or the P.A.T.A. 
List was not followed by adjustment of prices, there 
have been quite a number of instances in which receipt 
of these communications and/or a call from the Asso- 
ciation’s representative, in his capacity as the agent 
of a manufacturer, has been productive of good results. 
In any event those traders who are still selling below 
the prices fixed by the manufacturer have been served 
with notice of the manufacturer’s price conditions, so 
that it will become more difficult for price cutters to 
maintain that they have not received notice of the 
manufacturer’s price conditions at the same time they 
acquired the goods. At the present time several mem- 
bers are actively considering instituting proceedings 
based on the evidence if purchases made by the Asso- 
ciation’s representatives on their behalf. 


Council’s Annual Report 


The Annual Report of the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society which has just been published refers 
to the various visits paid abroad by members and 
officials on the Society’s business. It highlights Mr. F. 
W. Adams’ visit to Australia and New Zealand, and 
goes on to say the Council greatly appreciate the 
cordiality and hospitality with which the visitors were 
réceived in all the countries they visited, and the oppor- 
tunities which were afforded for exchanges of views 
and establishing wide personal contacts. 


The report recalls that the attention of the Public 
Services Committee was drawn to a fatal accident in a 
mental hospital in Scotland where two women patients 
died as a result of being given oxalic acid in mistake 
for Epsom salts. No pharmacist was employed at the 
hospital concerned, and an assurance was received from 
the Secretary of State, in reply to a protest, that the 
pharmaceutical arrangements in the hospital concerned 
would be satisfactory in the future. 


On the finance side the report shows that there was 
a deficit on the General Fund of £13,373. The total 
income from all sources was £292,186, an increase of 
£34,973, but expenditure had gone up by £55,885. 


For the Council election this year eleven candidates 
have come forward for the seven vacancies. There will 
be at least one new member on the Council, as Past- 
President Granville Shaw has decided to retire. 


Sixteen motions, some of them with amendments, 
will be considered at the Branch Representatives’ meet- 
ing to be held on May 15. Before these are debated 
the meeting will consider the final report on motions 
approved at earlier meetings. Among these it is stated 
that the Council have appointed a Committee to make 
a preliminary survey of the problems which arise in 
connection with any possible control over the intro- 
duction of new medicaments. On the question of a 
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single unifying organisation for pharmacy the Council 
states that careful thought has been given to the reso- 
lution, but, while sympathising with the motive behind 
the resolution, are not satisfied that any useful purpose 
would be served by promoting an organisation of this 
kind. They are, however, prepared in the future, as 
in the past, to convene a representative meeting of 
pharmaceutical organisations to consider any matter 
where combined action on behalf of pharmacy seems 
to be necessary. 


New Journal 


It is understood that the first issue of the newly 
inaugurated Journal of Medicinal and Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry will be published later this year. The 
Journal is intended as an international forum for the 
presentation of information on the design and synthesis 
of medicinal and otherwise biologically-active chemicals, 
and their metabolism and biological actions. Contribu- 
tions involving the integration of chemical and bio- 
logical disciplines, hypotheses concerning the mode of 
action of drugs in terms of their chemical and physico- 
chemical properties, and details of methods of prepa- 
ration and significant advances in the formulation of 
therapeutic agents will be invited. Papers will be con- 
sidered for publication irrespective of the organisation 
to which the authors are attached, and contributions 
from all parts of the world are being invited. The 
Journal will be published by oe Publishers 
Inc. Mr. A. H. Beckett, B.Sc., Ph.D., F.R.I.C., F.P.S., 
Reader in Pharmaceutical Chemistry at the Chelsea 
School of Pharmacy, has been appointed co-editor, with 
Professor Alfred Burger, of the new Journal. 


Barrier Creams 


The Barrier Substances Sub-Committee of the British 
Pharmaceutical Codex Revision Committee has received 
a considerable number of inquiries since the Committee 
published four provisional formulae 34 years ago. The 
Sub-Committee has modified two of the formulae in 
the light of criticism received and has now stated that 
it has done what it set out to do under its terms of 
reference, namely to provide formulae for a typical 
range of barrier preparations. The Sub-Committee 
believes that these barriers offer reasonable protection 
against the types of skin hazards for which they are 
intended. The large number of irritant materials and 
the great variety of circumstances in which they are 
employed in industry make it unlikely, however, that 
a limited number of formulae will be adequate for all 
needs. The Sub-Committee stress that the formulae 
given below should be regarded as basic formulae and 
may need modification in the light of further experience. 
It was decided not to formulate silicone-containing 
creams, as there was as yet insufficient evidence of 
their value in industry. Considerable correspondence 
and repeated requests for advice indicate that the 
problem is different in its size and implication from 
that originally envisaged, and involves legal, technical 
and commercial, in addition to purely medical and 
pharmaceutical problems. The Committee therefore 
considers that this wider approach to the subject is 
outside its scope, and has reported accordingly to the 
advisory Panel on Dermatitis in Industry. The formulae

The Service in Scotland 


The report of the Department of Health for Scotland 
for 1957 states that some 20.8 million prescriptions were 
dispensed in that year, a decrease of 624,000 compared 
with 1956. This is attributed largely to the prescription 
charge of 1/- per item, and the decline would have been 
greater but for an influenza outbreak which accounted 
for about one million prescriptions being presented 
during September and October. The average cost per 
prescription was 6/9}, an increase of nearly 1/- over 
the 1956 figure. The rise, although it reflects the higher 
chemists’ remuneration, appeared to have been caused 
mainly by the continued increase in the use of expensive 
drugs, more costly proprietary preparations, and partly 
by the prescribing at less frequent intervals of larger 
quantities for chronic sick patients. In all, the phar- 
maceutical services cost over £6.2 million. The average 
cost per patient per month was 2/4}, but individual 
figures varied from 1/6 in Sutherland to 2/94 in 
Glasgow. The lower costs in some areas were partly 
caused by differences in the incidence of sickness. It 
was at the same time not uncommon to find doctors 
practising in the same districts under virtually the 
same conditions, having widely varying average pre- 
scribing costs per patient. During the year seven 
doctors had sums ranging from £10 to £100 withheld 
from their remunerations for excessive prescribing, and 
many doctors were interviewed and given advice on 
ways of eliminating excessive expenditure on drugs. 
To assist them arrangements were made for their priced 
prescription forms to be sent to their homes for exami- 
nation at their leisure.

NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE 


Ordering of Drugs by Chemical Names 

The Executive Councils’ Association (England) thinks 
that drugs should be ordered wherever possible by 
their chemical names, the choice of proprietary, where 
applicable, being made by the “dispenser.” This recom- 
mendation is contained in the Association’s manage- 
ment committee in London on December 6. The recom- 
mendation “would not mean that the dispenser should 
have the right automatically to substitute another sub- 
stance for one prescribed by its proprietary name, but 
which was out of stock.” The management committee 
believes that dispensing of authorised alternatives and 
at the same time conform to the principle underlying 
the declared policy of the General Medical Services 
Committee of the British Medical Association. The man- 
agement committee had received a letter from the 
B.M.A. on the subject of substitution. This stated that 
the G.M.S. committee considered that it would be un- 
desirable from the point of view of both doctor and 
chemist that the latter should in any way depart from 
the exact requirements of the prescription without first 
consulting the doctor. In most cases this could be done 
with reasonable facility. The Executive Councils’ Asso- 
ciation’s evidence to the Hinchliffe Committee says that 
the multiplicity of proprietary preparations having simi- 


lar therapeutic effect but bearing different names should 
be discouraged as the prescribing of these substances 
by their trade names only leads to wastage and over- 
stocking about which pharmacists so often complained. 

On the subject of doctors’ prescribing statistics, the 
management committee thinks that unless and until 
full pricing is established and doctors’ priced prescrip- 
tions fully collated, the drug statistical data will remain 
open to serious criticism because of its incompleteness.

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Guild House Murals Tell 
Story of Pharmacy 


The Board of Management of “The Australasian Journal of 
Pharmacy” and the Federal Council of the Pharmaceutical Guild 
are privileged to be associated in the reproduction, in this issue, of 
coloured photographs of the three striking pharmaceutical murals 
which adorn the north and south walls of the Board Room of Guild 
House, 18-22 St. Francis Street, Melbourne. 


When Guild House was designed it was decided that the most 
fitting decoration of the Board Room would be murals depicting 
the art and craft of Pharmacy through the ages. 


Mr. Len Annois, the leading Australian water-colourist, who 
was commissioned to paint the murals, had recently returned from 
Italy, where he had studied particularly the frescoes which are an 
historical feature of Italian mural art. 


Given a free hand by the Guild Federal Council to select his 
subjects, Mr. Annois, in close collaboration with several leading 
Guild members and the Librarian at the College of Pharmacy, Mel- 
bourne, undertook long and detailed research before deciding that 
the three fresco panels should be symbolical interpretations of 
“Ancient Pharmacy,” “Modern Pharmacy.” and “Pharmaceutical 
Apparatus.” 


The colours used in these murals were obtained by Mr. Annois 
in Italy. Many of them are natural earths and lime-proof. The 
lime-proof quality is highly desirable because of the caustic action 
of lime. 


The murals were painted in water colour on a dry lime plaster 
ground containing a fixing agent which, when dry, binds the colours 


permanently into the lime surface. 

This method is known as “fresco secco” to distinguish it from 
“buon fresco,” the wet plaster method. 

The reproductions of the murals on the three following pages 


are printed on art paper from four-colour process engravings made 
trom photographs especially taken in Ektachrome colour. 
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per 5/- stock unit on the ordinary stock. Carry forward 
of £86,919 is slightly lower than the balance brought 
forward from 1956. 

As is customary, the report is accompanied by a state- 
ment from the Chairman, Mr. Ian Fergusson, and from

The Annual General Meeting of Shareholders in Sigma

President’s Address 


Ladies and Gentlemen: On behalf of the Pharma- 
ceutical Council of West Australia I desire to offer 
congratulations to all those students and graduands 
who have participated in this ceremony. They are all 
deserving of praise. There is a great element of satis- 
faction to the prize winners, but I often think that 
the greatest praise is due not to those who have won 
the top prizes, and to whom, perhaps, study is not such 
an effort, but to those who make the grade with a great 
amount of hard work. We owe many thanks to those 
who have assisted us by their generous offering of gifts, 
prizes and bursaries. These are a great incentive to 
students, and there is no doubt that the prospect of 
obtaining these awards is conducive to the high marks 
which we often find are obtained. Besides the awards 
which you have now seen presented by the represen- 
tatives of various companies, I must mention those 
which are given by the Perth Technical College. From 
the College come various types of Scholarships: Senior, 
Intermediate, and Part-time, and eight of our students 
were successful in receiving these awards this year.

As you know, our guest speaker tonight is Prof. 
Gordon King, Dean of the Faculty of Medicine in W.A. 
We have had many guest speakers over the past years, 
and it has been our custom to draw them from those 
associated with pharmacy or with education. We have 
had, in the past, the Superintendent of the Technical 
College, the Director of Education and the Minister of 
Health and Education.

I must thank you for the honour you have 
done me this evening in asking me to come 
here and address this very happy meeting 
on such an auspicious occasion. First of all 
I would like to add my congratulations to 
the graduands for whom this ceremony this 
evening represents the culmination of many 
years of hard study. I should also like to 
congratulate those who have won prizes and 
certificates, and I do not forget the parents; 
I think that they deserve congratulations on 
the success of their sons and daughters. 
Speaking of the former, I never had any, 
but I have three daughters who in successive 
years graduated at the University, and I 
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know what a feeling of relief we had the day when 
they at last reached the goal for which they had been 
striving for so many years. 

When one inquires into the history of the training 
and qualifications of the apothecary in England a 
century or more ago, we realise how great a change 
has taken place in this, in common with so many other 
subjects of professional study. A short while ago I 
was reading a most interesting document relating to 
the apprenticeship of one, James Douglas, who was to 
enter into a five-year agreement with a certain Dr. 
Thomas Law, of Penrith, in Cumberland, to learn and 
to be taught the trade, art, mystery or business of the 
apothecary. This was in 1813, and in a long and legal 
document the lad was bound “diligently and faithfully 
to serve his master, his secrets keep, and his lawful 
commandments do and perform, damage to his said 
master he shall not do nor willingly permit to be done 
by others, the goods of his said master he shall not 
waste, nor lend them without his consent to any; he 
shall neither buy nor sell without his leave, taverns, 
inns or ale-houses he shall not frequent, at cards, dice 
or any unlawful game he shall not play, . nor matri- 
mony contract, nor from the service of his said master 
day or night shall absent himself.” His father was to 
provide meat, drink, wearing apparel, washing and 
lodging, and in addition to pay the sum of five shillings 
to Dr. Law for all this—in return for which Dr. Law 
promised to teach the boy. This was an apprenticeship 
in a remote country district—and even this was followed 
up by two years at Edinburgh. I wonder how many 
of us would have survived such a training? 

On the whole this apprenticeship system worked 
badly, and there is a paragraph in the “Lancet” of July 
3, 1847, which says: “The period of apprenticeship is 
passed in menial servitude instead of obtaining profes- 
sional knowledge. The experience of John Keats, the 
poet, who was early apprenticed to an apothecary in 
Edmonton, provided an example of the unwelcome side 
of an apprentice’s duties. Young Keats was expected 
to sweep the surgery, light the fire, black the shoes 
and help the groom with his duties in the stable. It is 
little wonder that this rigorous system of so-called 
training disappeared about the middle of last century. 

In 1841 the Pharmacists and Drug Manufacturers set 
up a Committee which established the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain, and in 1868 the Pharmacy Act

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provided for them, as had been provided for the doctors 
ten years earlier, that pharmaceutical chemists, or 
chemists and druggists, must be registered. Up to this 
time, the line of demarcation between a surgeon, an 
apothecary, a man midwife and a pharmacist or drug- 
gist was very hazy and indefinite; but after the position 
of the doctors had been clarified by the Medical Act 
of 1858 and that of the pharmaceutical chemists by the 
Pharmacy Act of 1868, a happy equilibrium was estab- 
lished between the members of these kindred profes- 
sions, which continues to exist satisfactorily right down 
to the present day. 

A survey of the history of medicine suggests that 
man’s experience of the use of herbs, drugs and medi- 
cinal agents has been a progressive one, carrying him 
through a number of phases. In its beginnings, that 
experience was often mixed up with primitive instinct. 
We have all observed the dog or the cat instinctively 
eating grass when sickness comes. The animal in- 
stinctively nurses its wound, and cattle wiil travel 
enormous distances to the salt lick. Similarly man’s 
first and simplest medical needs were probably satisfied 
by instinctive action. Later came the superstitious 
approach of the savage tribes and the mystic or religious 
approach of the ancient civilisations. We read of the 
deified Egyptian physician Imhotep—the first physician 
of history—living about 3000 years before Christ. Then 
came the priest-physicians of Babylon and Assyria. And 
then there was the Greek god of healing, Aesculapius, 
with his two daughters Hygiea and Panacea. 


This period was followed by what we might call the 
Empirical Period. The earliest doctors were largely 
herbalists, though many of them also used substances 
derived from animals, birds or reptiles. The effects of 
certain remedies were observed over a long period, and 
gradually, as a result of accumulated experience and 
personal observation, a wide acquaintance with the uses 
and values of certain drugs was formed. But this 
knowledge was purely empirical and not backed up by 
any definite scientific observations, or by any appre- 
ciation as to the active principles of ‘the drugs employed. 


The next period was the Philosophical one. Attempts 
were made to theorise and to explain disease processes 
and the use of drugs. The doctrine of the four elements 
was introduced by Empedocles. These elements con- 
sisted of earth, air, fire and water—the ‘four-fold root 
of things.” Then came the four qualities—hot, cold, 
dry or humid. Finally, there were the four humours 
of the human body—namely, blood, phlegm, yellow 
bile and black bile. The combination of hot and moist 
pointed to a disease of the blood; hot and dry was 
characteristic of a disorder of the yellow bile; cold 
and moist characterised the phlegm, and cold and dry 
the black bile. Drugs were divided into those that 
were hot or cold and humid or dry. And each division 
was again subdivided to the Ist, 2nd, 3rd or 4th degree. 
As developed by the Arabians, a fantastically compli- 
cated system of diagnosis and treatment was worked 
out involving the four elements, the four qualities, the 
four humours and the four degrees—which delayed 
medical progress for centuries. 

Another philosophy of medicine was based upon the 
conception of Vitalism as opposed to that of Humor- 
alism which I have just described. The doctrine of 
Vitalism originated with Galen (whose name is also 
associated with the term “galenicals,” which has become 
attached to the many and intricate prescriptions which 
he initiated). According to Galen, the blood was endued 
with “natural spirits” in the liver, with “vital spirits” 
in the heart, and with “animal spirits” in the brain, the 
whole organism being animated by a “pneuma” or “‘con- 
trolling spirit.” 

The influences of these age old doctrines are still 
seen today, when we speak in colloquial terms of any- 


one being in high spirits or low spirits, or in a good 
humour or a bad humour. 

Another idea, introduced by Paracelsus, was the so- 
called Doctrine of Signatures, which postulated a fan- 
ciful resemblance between the drug and the disease for 
which it was used. Hence walnut shells were said to 
be good for head injuries, trefoil for heart disease, 
thistle for a stitch in the side, roses for blood disorders, 
yellow rhubarb for biliousness, the poppy capsule as a 
— soother on account of its resemblance to a man’s 

ead. 

After medicine had lost itself for centuries along 
such devious and fanciful paths, there came at last, in 
the latter half of the 19th century, a period of experi- 
mental and analytical investigation. Cause and effect 
were closely investigated, active principles were recog- 
nised, were given formulae, and were isolated. At last 
the problem of treatment was reduced to a rational and 
logical basis, and experimentation could be made to 
demonstrate the specific action of drugs. 


Following this period, and still closely associated 
with it, came the most recent phase of synthesis—when 
a pharmacological product, if it did not exist naturally, 
could be synthesised or created. Perhaps the most 
classical example of drug synthesis was the work of 
Paul Ehrlich in his search for a substance to control 
the spirochaeta pallida—and we all know of the success 
of No. “606” in his experimental series, the efficacy of 
this drug being demonstrated conclusively in 1910 by 
Ehrlich’s Japanese assistant, S. Hata. Not content with 
this discovery, Ehrlich pushed on, and when he reached 
No. “914” in his experimental series of syntheses he 
discovered an even more effective drug, with less 
liability to undesirable reactions. Drug synthesis has 
now been pushed to amazing proportions, and I do not 
have to remind you that hundreds of such preparations 
are now available for a very wide variety of purposes. 

In thus briefly reviewing the progressive development 
of the principles of the therapeutic art, I have been 
conscious of the rather striking example which Chinese 
Medicine provides of many of the things about which 
I have been talking. 


The origin of Chinese Medicine goes back to the 
dawn of history and is traditionally traced to the 
Emperor Shen Nung (who flourished in the Mystical 
Period about 2737 B.C.—some 200 years later than the 
Egyptian Imhotep). The figure of Shen Nung is found 
in all Chinese Temples of Medicine. He is said to have 
compiled the first standard book on Chinese materia 
medica, containing 365 drugs—one for each day of the 
year. He is reputed to have tried all these drugs 
himself, and having possession of supernatural vision, 
was able to observe their effects upon his internal 
organs. Later editions of the Chinese Pharmacopoeia 
grew to include 898 vegetable drugs, 369 animal drugs, 
77 avian drugs (including 23 water birds, 23 birds of 
the plains, 17 forest birds and 14 mountain birds), and 
134 minerals and stones (including metals, precious 
stones and salts). All of these 1478 basic substances 
were included for some medicinal purpose, often of 
the most fantastic nature. 

The latest authoritative edition of the Chinese Phar- 
macopoeia, the famous Pen Ts’ao Kang Wu of Li Shi- 
Chen, was published in 1596, and still formed the basis 
of the Chinese physician’s prescriptions right up to 
recent years. Those who are interested in this subject 
are indebted to my former colleague, the late Dr. 
Bernard E. Read (formerly Professor of Pharmacology 
in the Peking Union Medical College of the Rockefeller 
Foundation and later the Director of the Henry Lester 
Institute of Medical Research in Shanghai), for a com- 
plete translation of this work into English, and for 
many important researches into the value of some of 
the Chinese medicinal plants contained therein. It 
was, in fact, in his department that the work leading 
to the discovery of ephedrine from the Chinese drug 
Ma huang was carried out.

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More than 60 (or nearly 10 per cent.) of the drugs 
listed in the old Chinese Pharmacopoeia are in current 
modern use—and have been known and used by the 
Chinese for hundreds, and in some cases, for thousands 
of years. I refer to such drugs as rhubarb, castor oil, 
camphor, anise, cinnamon, nux vomica, aconite, can- 
nabis indica, and so forth. China has, in fact, been one 
of the main sources for certain drugs in the past. It 
is not generally known, for example, that for many 
years the finest medicinal rhubarb was only obtainable 
from the far west of China. 

Mixed up with the rational use of certain drugs well 
known for their qualities as purgatives, anthelmintics, 
expectorants, diuretics, sedatives, stimulants and so 
forth, was a host of supersitious and fantastic remedies. 
For example, Pau P’u Tzu said that if cinnamon were 
taken with toad’s brains for seven years one could 
walk on the surface of the water and never grow old 
or die! Chao, the hunchback, took the drug continu- 
ously for 20 years, with the result that hair grew on 
the soles of his feet, he was able to walk 200 miles a 
day and lift a weight of 1333 Ib.! 

The desire for long life led the Taoists to search for 


the famous elixir known as the “Golden Pill. 

Parasitic worms are a common complaint in China, 
and many anthelmintic drugs were in use. For the 
treatment of the “echo worm” (whatever that may be) 
a preparation called “lei wan,” or “thunder pill,” was 
used. A Taoist physician once recommended a certain 
patient suffering from this condition to read through 
all the titles of the Chinese herbal. He did this until 
he came to No. 837, the thunder pill, a few doses of 
which cured him! 

For killing a cat-devil, the patient was told to sit 
before a cinder fire surrounded with ashes. Pills con- 
taining castor oil, croton oil, cinnabar and wax were 
then administered and the medicine was spat into the 
fire. A cross was marked on the surface of the fire, 
where it bubbled up, and this signified the death of 
the cat-devil. 

In Chinese drug stores in Peking, Shanghai and Hong 
Kong preparations of snakes, dragons, toads, bats, 
phoenixes, unicorns, tiger’s bones, deer’s horns, turtles 
and a variety of shell fish are always on view—and 
command fantastic prices. A reputedly genuine dragon- 
tooth will cost hundreds of dollars. It is interesting, 
in this connection, that the story of the famous skeleton 
of the Peking Man (Sinanthropus Pekinensis) all started 
in a Peking drug store whilst I was actually living in 
Peking. A tooth reported to belong to a dragon came 
to the attention of Professor Davidson Black, and 
eventually led him to the cave in Ch’ou K’ou Tien, 
where the fossil bones of the Peking Man were dis- 
covered. An even higher price might have been asked 
for the tooth if it had been known that it was a tooth 
from a fossil man. 

In China during the war years I was once offered 
a very special jar of wine containing tiger’s bones by 
some friends who thought I was in need of a tonic! 

Another very popular and expensive remedy is the 
deer, which may be seen grazing wild in large flocks 
on the Mongolian plateau. Listed for medicinal use 
are the meat, bones, teeth, fat, marrow, brain, tendons 
and horns of this animal. The unbroken bones in the 
velvet stage are the most prized portions of the deer. 
Dealers will go to great trouble to secure them in an 
unbroken condition in the 4th and 6th lunar month 
whilst they still contain blood. Those purple as an 
egg-plant, with tips like red agate, four to five inches 
long and saddle-shaped are considered to be the best, 
after they have been air-dried in the shade. These 
horns are often seen mounted in Chinese drug shops 
and will fetch prices up to a thousand dollars. Russian 
scientists found that they contain large amounts of 


male sex hormone, thus accounting, perhaps, for their 
reputed action as a male aphrodisiac. In the minds of 
the people is the inherent conviction that the deer’s 
horn is a great vitaliser, strengthening the mind, pro- 
moting the growth of the permanent teeth, a cure for 
weakening diarrhoea and dysentery, a strong diuretic, 
a strong nerve tonic, a stimulant to the circulation, 
in short, a powerful tonic for all kinds of weakness. 


Whatever else might be said about the old-style 
Chinese physician, it must be agreed that, with drugs 
of this nature in his armamentarium, he could bring 
the strongest possible psychological influences to bear 
upon his patients, and whilst we might doubt the 
pharmacological value of many of his remedies, the 
psycho-therapeutic results of this treatment were often 
beyond criticism. 

The Mystical and the Empirical Periods in Chinese 
Medicine were succeeded by a Philosophical Period, 
somewhat similar to that which developed in the West. 
In China, the doctrine of the Yang and the Yin was 
built up into a system which was used to explain the 
principles of life. Yang represented the positive prin- 
ciple as seen in light, heat and life itself—the great 
fale principle, typified by the sun. Yin, on the other 
hand, was the negative or female principle, typified by 
the moon and by darkness, cold and death. Life con- 
sisted of a complex interaction between the male and 
female principles, an equilibrium between them result- 
ing in health and an imbalance bringing disease. These 
principles were supposed to be distributed evenly 
between the various organs of the body, each of which 
was said to possess a greater, medium and lesser part 
of the Yang and of the Yin—making six parts in all. 
Health and disease depended upon the inter-balance 
between these six factors. In therapeutics, this dualism 
expressed itself in the use of drugs containing the 
required proportions of the two principles necessary 
to adjust the supposed imbalance existing in the organs 
of the body. 


But in certain respects, Chinese Medicine has been 
affected by the Experimental and Analytical outlook 
which developed in the West. Chinese with modern 
scientific training received in Western countries natur- 
ally returned to China intent upon investigating the 
inherent properties of some of their age-old remedies. 
And between the two world wars a College of Chinese 
Herbalist Medicine was actually set up in Nanking, 
which was then the capital, where scientific investiga- 
tion was carried out into the various substances used 
in Chinese Medicine, with the object of placing the 
whole study upon a scientific basis. 


The introduction into scientific medicine of the 
Chinese drug Ma huang (or ephedrine) is perhaps the 
most striking example of an ancient drug which has 
been put to a valuable modern use. Ma huang is an 
insignificant looking, leafless kind of grass, which has 
been used from the earliest days in Chinese Medicine 
and found a place in Shen-Nung’s Great Herbal, said 
to have been written some 5000 years ago. On account 
of its known properties in the treatment of asthma 
and certain circulatory disorders, a thorough investi- 
gation of it was commenced in Professor Bernard 
Read’s Pharmacological Laboratories in Peking, with 
the result that the alkaloid ephedrine was discovered 
by Dr. K. K. Chen, as reported in his article on “Ephe- 
drine and Related Substances” in 1930. I need not 
elaborate on the present-day value of Ephedrine as a 
vaso-constrictant in the treatment of asthma and hay 
fever, and a variety of other conditions. 


Other examples could be given, and one might con- 
fidently expect that other discoveries of value might 
yet come from amongst the vast number of drugs that 
have been in traditional use in China for so many 
hundreds of years.

An Extraordinary General Meeting of members of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Tasmania was held at 
the Y.M.C.A., Argyle street, Hobart, on May 15, 1958, 
at 8 p.m. 

Present.—Mr. L. J. McLeod (Chairman) and thirty- 
five members and apprentices. 

Annual Subscription.—The motion brought forward 
from the Council that Section 14 of the Articles of As- 
sociation be amended by removing the words “Annual 
Subscription of £3/3/-” and inserting the words “Annual 
Subscription of £5/5/-” was moved by Mr. B. J. Shir- 
refs and seconded by Mr. I. B. McLeod. 

_Mr. Stephens asked if all Northern members had been 
given the opportunity to express their views on this 
matter, and was advised that all members had received 
notice of the meeting. He questioned whether the 
raising of the subscription would cause some members 
to resign. 

Mr. Shield stated that every consideration was given 
to see that Northern members had equal opportunities 
to Southern members, and in fact they were asked at 
one stage if they would take over administration of the 
Society for the whole of Tasmania, but they were not 
prepared to accept this responsibility. The Society, he 
considered, could only be as great as the membership 
made it, as they had no other source of revenue and had 
been dependent upon the financial backing of business 
houses for lectures in the past. The Society must have 
more finance to enable it to do more for members on 
a long range policy. 

Mr. Shirrefs stated that 90 per cent. of the members 
were master pharmacists and that the subscription was 
a tax deduction which reduced the cost to the indi- 
vidual considerably. He commented that had it not 
been for the assistance of Victoria, they would not have 
been able to meet the expenses in connection with the 
A.P.F. Display. 

The Chairman, in summing up the position, stated 
that the administrative expenses were far greater per 
head of membership in a smaller organisation, as such 
costs could not be reduced below a minimum irrespec- 
tive of numbers. The Society was responsible for ethi- 
cal standards, and the use of the letters “M.Ph.S.” 
showed that members were qualified and accepted the 
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high standards maintained by the Society. This was 
certainly of great value to their members. 

The motion was then put as an extraordinary resolu 
tion and carried unanimously. 

Students’ Lectures.—Mr. Shield suggested that it might 
be possible for apprentices to have lectures at times 
other than between the hours of 12 noon to 2 p.m. 

Dr. Burgin stated that at the present time there were 
no classes between 1 and 2 p.m. It would be very dif- 
ficult to limit classes as suggested, particularly in prac- 
tical sessions, and he felt that students coming from 
the suburbs would waste a lot of time travelling. 

No further action was taken in this matter. 

Guest Speaker.—The Chairman welcomed Dr. D. M. 
L. Findlay, who addressed the meeting on his experi- 
ences in New Guinea and Papua areas. 

He stressed the importance of modern drugs and the 
valuable work carried out by research chemists in the 
development of these drugs. If it were not for the un- 
tiring efforts of the organic and industrial chemists, the 
medical and pharmaceutical personnel would not be able 
to achieve the healing of sick people as was being done 
today. 

He explained conditions under which he practised in 
New Guinea and the history and progress of Yaws 
disease, Leprosy and Malaria, stressing the great saving 
of mankind by the use of drugs. 

He asked for very close liaison within the “healing 
group” of doctors and chemists, for one could not 
achieve his objective without the co-operation of the 
other. 

Dr. Burgin moved a vote of thanks for Dr. Findlay’s 
most interesting talk, and the motion was carried by 
acclamation.

The Annual Report of the Pharmacy Board of New 
South Wales for the year ended December 31, 1957, 
summarises the work of the Board for that period. 


The number of new apprentices commencing during 
red was 263, compared with 294 in 1956 and 328 in 


During 1957 a total of 51 chemists entered New South 
Wales and obtained registration under reciprocal agree- 
ments. Ninety Certificates of Identity were issued to 
enable New South Wales graduates to be registered in 
reciprocating countries. Of these 37 were issued in re- 
spect of Great Britain. 


Twenty-two prosecutions were instituted during the 
year. Ten of these were under the Pharmacy Act and 
the remainder under the Poisons Act. 

Seventy-nine deaths from poisoning were reported.

Poisons Act: Control of Ephedrine.—A Councillor said 
that some years ago at a meeting of the Poisons Ad- 
visory Committee, the matter of control of Ephedrine 
was discussed. 

It was agreed it would be covered under the Poisons 
Act. However, a preparation was now on the market, 
a mixture which contained Ephedrine. It was an open 
seller. Ephedrine should be fairly rigidly controlled, 
but in the case of nasal drops a different method of con- 
trol would operate. 

The cough mixture now on the market contained 4 
grains of Ephedrine per ounce and it did not come under 
control under the Poisons Act. If a child happened to 
drink the lot it could be a serious matter. The Poisons 
Advisory Committee should amend regulations to make 
the present limit apply only to nasal drops, sprays. 

The Poisons Advisory Committee should be pressed 
to make amendments rather than permit this rather 
frightening amount of Ephedrine available in mixtures. 


It was decided to take up the matter with the Phar- 
macy Board for reference to the Poisons Advisory Com- 
mittee.

CARBROMAL AND BROMVALETONE 


Company’s Circular to Pharmacists 


Persomnia Ltd. has circulated all retail pharmacists 
about the adverse publicity for carbromal and bromvale- 
tone that appeared in the “Sunday Pictorial” recently. 
The company points out that carbromal and bromvale- 
tone, the two open-chain ureides contained in Persom- 
nia, were examined in 1937 and again as recently as 
1955 by the Poisons Board and were given a “clean bill 
of health.” The company goes on to say that carbromal 
and bromvaletone are mild sedatives, not related to the 
new “tranquillising drugs” which the Pharmaceutical 
Society recommended should not be displayed and sold 
except on medical prescription. It is also mentioned 
that the safety factor in carbromal and bromvaletone in 
general and Persomnia in particular is greater than that 
of aspirin and that the records of the Registrar General 
show that in respect of England and Wales for 1951-55, 
of the 4790 deaths by suicide and accident with solids 
and liquids, 2492 were from barbiturates, 754 from 
aspirin and only four from Persomnia. It is also claimed 
that Persomnia cannot cause addiction. The company 
offers to send a complete dossier of factual evidence to 
anyone who wishes it.—‘“Pharmaceutical Journal,”

Mr. Gordon Stanley Flude 

We deeply regret to announce the death of Mr. G. §S. 
Flude, in Sydney, on April 28. ; 

The late Mr. Flude was apprenticed to his father, 
Mr. H. Flude, at Ballarat, in 1908, transferring to Mr.

The President, Mr. David Lumsden, was chairman, 
and introduced the speaker, Dr. I. O. Stahle, who gave 
a most interesting talk on skin diseases generally and 
their management, with special emphasis on drug 
eruptions and contact dermatitis. Dr. Stahle illustrated 
his talk with a large number of excellent colour slides 
and outlined appropriate treatment for the various types 
of rash shown. 

Many questions were asked at the conclusion of the 
lecture—an indication of the lively interest shown by 
the members. 

Mr. Nigel Manning, a member of the Pharmacy Board 
of Victoria, proposed a vote of thanks to Dr. Stahle on 
behalf of those present. 

The Discussion Group lecture on the B.P. 1958 set 
down for June 11, will now be combined with the 
Pharmaceutical Society Refresher Lectures which will 
extend over June, July and August. 

The regular Discussion Group lectures will recom- 
mence on September 10.

DEATH FROM OVERDOSE OF TABLETS 


The Deputy Coroner, Mr. M. Brown, J.P., after in- 
quiring into the death in September, 1957, of Mrs. 
Dorothea Emma Bridget Wood, of Grattan street, Ben- 
digo, found that Mrs. Wood died from the effects of an 
overdose of tablets containing Carbromal. 

He is reported as stating that he was deeply concerned 
about the control over the selling of tranquillizing drugs 
and expressed an opinion that the responsible Govern- 
ment Department should look into the matter. 

The Minister for Health, Mr. Cameron, is reported as 
saying that he had been concerned for some time over 
the widespread marketing of certain drugs, including 
some of the so-called ‘“‘tranquillizers.” 

It was further reported that he indicated that the 
Health Department’s Drug Committee was investigating 
the conditions under which these drugs were sold and 
any dangers to the public health that might be in- 
volved. 

Under Victorian Regulations the supply of practically 
all groups of the tranquillizing drugs are restricted to 
medical prescription. 7 

Preparations of the Carbromal type are included in 
the Third Part of the Second Schedule to the Poisons 
Act 1928 and require a “Caution” label. 

In a statement published in the press, Mr. H. A. 
Braithwaite, Chairman of the Poisons Schedules Ad- 
visory Panel of the Pharmacy Board, said: 

“Adequate safeguards covered the open sale of ‘keep 
calm’ drugs, which were not dangerous except when 
taken with large quantities of alcohol. 

“More people have died from overdoses of plain as- 
— than from taking these tablets,” Mr. Braithwaite 
said. 

They were not regarded legaily as _ tranquillizers. 
True tranquillizers could be lethal and were obtainable 
only by a doctor’s prescription, he added.

Regulation 31 (3), under which the charge was laid, 
‘provides that no person shall supply or dispense any 
Specified Drug except upon the written prescription 
of a medical practitioner or a registered veterinary 
surgeon. 

Section 3 (1) of the Poisons Act 1930 deals with the 
supply of Specified Drugs and Dangerous Drugs by 
wholesale and provides that a wholesale dealer shall 
not sell these substances except to a person who is 
licensed or authorised under the Poisons Act or Regu- 
lations to sell or be in possession thereof. 

Mr. F. Ahern, an inspector of the Pharmacy Board, 
gave evidence concerning a visit to the premises of 
Dairy Service Laboratories Pty. Ltd. during August, 
1956, where he noted several invoices concerning sup- 
plies to those laboratories from McLaren Laboratories 
Pty. Ltd 

Dairy Service Laboratories were later proceeded 
against and convicted of infringements of the Regu- 
lations. 

Inspector Ahern stated that when he asked Mr. Dyer 
if the goods supplied were true to label, Mr. Dyer 
replied: “Of course.” In reply to a question by Mr. 
Dyer, Mr. Ahern said that he realised that he (Mr. 
Dyer) was a pharmaceutical chemist, but that he would 
not be authorised to supply Specified Drugs unless he 
was in practice as a pharmaceutical chemist. 

Mr. Dyer suggested to Inspector Ahern that Sulpho- 
namides were obtainable from some pharmacies and 
was proceeding to ask whether this was the first occasion 
on which a company had been prosecuted for supplying 
such products, when the Magistrate intimated that he 
was not interested. 

Mrs. P. Macoy stated that she held the degree of 
B.Sc. and that her organisation tested milk for dairies 
and dairy firms. Two invoices produced were records 
of goods received from McLaren Laboratories. 


After hearing the evidence the Magistrate, Mr. Mac- 
Donald, S.M., stated that he did not propose to impose 
severe penalties. He imposed a fine of £20 on each 
charge and £6/13/6 costs on each charge. ; 


“PADEGA” 


Padega is an organisation designed to watch the 
interests of pharmacist employees and apprentices—by 
representing them on boards which formulate their 
wages and conditions, and by encouraging a high stan- 
dard of ethics within the profession. 

This is a report on activities of Padega since the 
last report made in the March journal. 


The Guild Pricing System.—The Secretary of the 
Pharmaceutical Service Guild, Victorian Branch, has 
asked members to support the pricing system. At 
Padega meetings members, including retail assistants, 
dispensary managers and hospital pharmacists, have 
spoken in praise of the system, and all who spoke on 
the matter said they used the Guild price lists. 


Provision of Textbooks in Pharmacies.—At the quar- 
terly meeting held on May 19 members mentioned that 
in some pharmacies there is an inadequate provision 
of textbooks for use in pharmacies. Textbooks such 
as the current B.P., B.P.C., A.P.F. are essential, par- 
ticularly where there are apprentices. With the coming 
of the 1958 B.P., master pharmacists and managers are 
reminded that the Pharmacy Regulations require the 
provision of the current B.P. and the latest B.P.C. in 
a pharmacy with an apprentice.

ILLEGAL SUPPLIES OF SPIRIT 
Chemists Before Pharmacy Board 


Two pharmaceutical chemists were called to appear 
before the Board at its meeting held on May 14 to 
furnish explanations and supply information regarding 
reports of alleged illegal supply of spirit. 

The first inquiry concerned a City chemist. The 
report indicated that this chemist had sold a quantity 
of rectified spirit to a customer, knowing that it was 
required for the purpose of making perfume. He was 
aware that the spirit was supplied to him on the 
condition that it was not to be used for purposes 
other than manufacturing of pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions. Following the disclosure that it had been sold 
over the counter, the monthly quota to this chemist 
had been reduced by the Customs Department. The 
chemist concerned informed the Board that he had not 
supplied the spirit in this way on more than two 
occasions. He used a quantity of spirit in preparing 
astringent substances for people engaged in the theat- 
rical business. He regretted having sold the spirit and 
gave an undertaking not to repeat the offence. In the 
course of his evidence he stated that he made many 
tinctures for use in the pharmacy. 

After hearing the explanation offered by this chemist, 
the President intimated that the Board had noted what 
had been said, and it proposed to make further inquiries 
concerning the supplies of spirit received by him and 
how it was disposed of. He warned that if the Board 
had occasion to call the chemist before it again the 
result might be serious for him. He added that his 
conduct was damaging to the whole of pharmacy, not 
only himself, and that privileges enjoyed at present 
might be withdrawn. 

The second inquiry was that concerning the alleged 
supply of industrial spirit by a St. Kilda chemist. 

The President informed the chemist that the Board 
had a report from the Customs Department that he 
sold industrial methylated spirit contrary to the con- 
ditions under which it was supplied to him and was 
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now given an opportunity of offering an explanation. 

The chemist stated that a man came to his pharmacy 
with a formula for perfumery. He gave him a lot of 
advice and told him where he could obtain certain of 
the ingredients. He offered to make up the perfume, 
but the customer did not wish to disclose his formula. 
He had sold a quantity of S.V.I. He knew this was 
wrong and he was very sorry. He was not in the habit 
of making perfume with industrial spirit, but he did 
make a quantity of pharmaceutical preparations such 
as lotions, which were in much demand in his particular 
area. For that purpose he might use something like 
three quarters of a gallon of spirit per month. 

The chemist indicated that he had the honour of 
pharmacy at heart and participated in many public 
works. He would not repeat the mistake. 

Addressing- the chemist, the President said the fact 
that he was a public figure made it all the more 
important that he should not break the law, as he was 
much in the public eye. He warned that if further 
similar reports were received, or other infringements 
were reported, the Board would take a serious view 
of them. 


REPORT OF THE MENTAL HYGIENE AUTHORITY 


The report of the Mental Hygiene Authority for the 
year ended December 31, 1956, recently presented to 
Parliament, contains an amount of interesting informa- 
tion concerning the care of the mentally ill in the State 
of Victoria. 

From the report it is learned that there were 3,985 
admissions to the Receiving Houses at Royal Park and 
Ballarat and another 857 direct admissions to the Mental 
Hospitals. The report states that one of the most urgent 
needs is more Receiving Houses for early treatment 
beds. This is because patients who have a good prog- 
nosis with treatment should be able to remain for up to 
6 months in a psychiatric hospital and in this time the 
vast majority will recover. 

It is a serious matter that because of lack of room a 
large proportion of patients now have to be moved on 
to the Mental Hospitals and that the Receiving Houses 
can act only as observation wards instead of fulfilling 
their proper function as psychiatric hospitals. 

Alcoholism 


The inadequacy of the State’s provisions for the care 
of the mentally ill, the alcoholic and the drug addict is 
exemplified by the comments in the report concerning 
the number of patients admitted whose illness is as- 
sociated with the intake of alcohol. The report states 
that the number of these patients continues to be very 
high on the male side of the hospital. It draws atten- 
tion to the fact that although there is an Inebriates Act 
in force, there is nowhere at present where inebriates 
can legally be sent. The same comment can be applied 
equally to victims of the drug habit. 

The Use of Drugs in Treatment 

The Psychiatric Superintendents’ reports show that 
very great progress has been made in treatment of 
patients. There are a number of references to the ex- 
perimental use of new drugs in the treatment of mental 
patients. The effects of this treatment, particularly witn 
chlorpromazine and rauwolfia, it is pointed out, have 
cut down the amount of electrical treatment needed, 
saved much destruction, restlessness and violence, and 
made it simpler to tide the acutely disturbed patients 
over the most distressing times in their illness. Experi- 
mental work is continuing and it is stated that from 
enquiries which are being made in other parts of the 
world, the proper indications for the use of these drugs 
are being evolved. The following significant statement 
emerges: 

“However, like widely advertised remedies the best 
use of such drugs tends to be obscured by claims which 
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are unsupported by the findings of carefully controlled 
research.” 

The following references to drug treatment are taken 
from the Chief Clinical Officer’s Report. (Dr. Alan 
Stoller). 

Ataraxic Drugs: Chlorpromazine and Reserpine.—A 
number of investigations into the effect of these two 
drugs have been carried out throughout the Mental Hy- 
giene Department. Some of these studies have been 
designed with the help of the psychology staff of the 
Mental Health Research Institute, and they are at pre- 
sent being analysed. It is hoped to be able to publish 
the findings as a symposium when the analysis 1s eom- 
pleted. 

At Sunbury Mental Hospital, the effect of reserpine 
on chronic shock-resistant and shock-sensitive schizo- 
phrenic patients was evaluated. Reserpine was tried 
with senile patients at Mont Park Mental Hospital, and 
there seem to be define contra-indications to its use in 
this group. At Ararat Mental Hospital, the action of 
reserpine was contrasted with .that of chlorpromazine in 
chronic patients. A further study undertaken by 
Larundel Mental Hospital on chronic patients, contrast- 
ing the effects of reserpine, a suspected reserpine-like 
compound and a placebo have provided a model ex- 
perimental result. All except the last study were care- 
fully worked out with the aid of Mr. R. Lyle, Senior 
Psychologist, who, unfortunately, left in September be- 
fore the programme was completed. The evaluation 
has been taken over by Miss Miller, who has had to 
leave her biostatistical work for the present. She fully 
worked up the Larundel Mental Hospital investigation. 

Mention must also be made of a study at Ballarat 
Mental Hospital on the effects of reserpine and chlor- 
promazine on stabilised chronic epileptics, as well as a 
comparative study of the relative merits of barbiturate 
and chlorpromazine on chronic agitated patients at 
Mont Park Mental Hospital. 


Suavitil.—The experimental study carried out by Dr. 
Maclean on the effect of this drug on out-patients at the 
Observatory Clinic has been published. There was no 
marked difference between Suavitil and the control 
tablets. The interesting observation was made that 
both groups showed the same progressive improvement 
over two months as compared with one. The investiga- 
— is to be extended to the trial of larger doses of the 

rug. 

_ Other Ataraxics.—It is proposed to arrange out-patient 
investigation of the value of Miltown in the near 
future on the same lines as Suavitil. In addition, sup- 
plies of many other drugs including Frenquel and 
Meratran, have been made available for trial. The 
observation has been made at Ballarat Mental Hospital 
of the risks of blood dyscrasias with Pacatal. 


Daptazole.—As a result of a suggestion by Professor 
Shaw, Professor of Pharmacology at Melbourne Uni- 
versity, Daptazole was tested to see whether it would 
counteract reserpinisation of patients. Preliminary in- 
vestigations carried out at Kew Mental Hospital sus- 
gest that Daptazole may not only counteract the effect 
of reserpine in part, but also produce a complementary 
prem es effect. It is intended to follow up this ob- 
servation. 


DEREGISTRATION OF CHEMIST 
Appeal in County Court 

An appeal against the decision of the Pharmacy 
Board of Victoria in removing the name of Mr. Leslie 
George Knapman, Pharmaceutical Chemist, of Wodonga, 
from the Pharmaceutical Register, was heard by Judge 
Mitchell in the County Court, Melbourne, on May 23. 

Mr. Grattan Gunson, instructed by Mr. T. Malcolm 
Stirling, appeared for the Appellant and Mr. W. O. Har- 
ris, instructed by Messrs. W. E. Pearcey & Ivey, for the 
Board. 

The grounds of the appeal were: 
(a) The decision of the said Board was wrong in law. 
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(b) The decision of the said Board was against the 
evidence and the weight of evidence. 

(c) The said Board had no jurisdiction to proceed 
with an enquiry based on the specific offences 
and matters set out in the.summons dated the 
fourth day of November, 1957, inasmuch as they 
had previously been enquired into by the said 
Board and adjudicated upon at a hearing before 
the said Board in 1954, when the said Board de- 
cided to take no action against the said Leslie 
George Knapman these specific offences and mat- 
ters being the same as set out in the summons 
to shew cause dated the twenty-sixth day of 
November, 1953. 

(d) No specific offence or improper conduct was al- 
leged in the summons dated the twenty-sixth 
day of November, 1957. 

(e) The said Board wrongly took into account the 
convictions set out in the said summons these 
convictions haying been enquired into by the 
said Board in 1954 and adjudicated upon. 

(f) The hearing before the said Board was in the 
nature of a “roving enquiry” and such is not 
authorised by the Act. 

The appeal was in the nature of a rehearing and a 
verbatim report of the proceedings of the inquiry be- 
fore the Board was read to the Court. Facts disclosed 
were that in March, 1954, the Appellant had been sum- 
moned to appear before the Board to show cause why 
his name should not be erased from the Register under 
Section 89 of the Medical Act 1928, Part III, following 
his conviction for a number of breaches of the Danger- 
ous Drugs and Pharmacy Regulations. At that inquiry 
the Appellant was warned by the Board, and the Presi- 
dent, in addressing him, said: 

“T think if you will go away from here and think 
of those things all will be well, but if you go away 
from here and matters such as this again come to the 
notice of the Board, I believe that the Board will be 
in a position to again use what has been presented in 
this inquiry as part and parcel of any further inquiry.” 

Since that date the pharmacy had been inspected by 
officers of the Commonwealth, the Department of Health 
and an Inspector of the Pharmacy Board. Unsatisfac- 
tory conditions at the pharmacy were reported by all 
three. The Appellant’s approval under the Common- 
wealth Health Act had been revoked. 

In consequence of these reports the Appellant was 
again summoned to appear before the Board at an 
inquiry opened on February 19, 1958, and continued on 
March 12, 1958, when the Board resolved that the Ap- 
pellant’s name be erased from the Pharmaceutical Re- 
gister. 

In the appeal, Mr. Gunson maintained that there 
must be a specific matter in respect of which a person 
is charged. 

There was no specific charge against his client when 
he was summoned to appear before the Board. The 
summons was a repetition of the 1953 summons, and 
there was no one matter in respect of which evidence 
was subsequently again referred to in the summons. 
The relevant section of the Act stated that before eras- 
ing or removing from the Register the Board should 
make full inquiry into the matter. That, he contended, 
must be a specific matter. 

Mr. Gunson further claimed that as the Board had 
taken no action against the Appellant in the 1954 pro- 
ceedings, it could not now properly charge him with 
the same offences. 

Mr. Harris said that at the inquiry he had agreed 
that the person asked to show cause should have know- 
ledge of the alleged offence. It had been agreed that 
the evidence be heard before the Board and that the 
inquiry be adjourned to give Knapman’s legal advisers 
an opportunity of examining the whole of the matter 
and cross-examining the witnesses and presenting a 


case to the Board after the adjournment. Full oppor- 
tunity had, therefore, been given for the defence. 

His Honour asked what would be the effect of de- 
registration on a chemist. Mr. Harris indicated that he 
could not afterwards carry on a business as a pharma- 
ceutical chemist, but it was open at any time for him 
to apply for restoration of his name to the Register. In 
the Act the Board had no power to suspend a chemist 
for a particular period of time. 

His Honour said that it was clear that when the Ap- 
pellant was before the Board, the Board had given him 
a very good talking to, had warned him that his place 
would be visited from time to time, and the place was 
visited. The facts outlined produced the feeling that 
his offence was not so much deliberate acts of miscon- 
duct so much as a series of unsatisfactory omissions 
which gave him the feeling that a person like that may, 
or may not, be a satisfactory person, not from the 
pharmaceutical point of view, but from the public point 
of view. His Honour referred to the fact that the Ap- 
pellant had not made any claims on the Commonwealth 
for pharmaceutical benefits dispensed over a long period 
of time. He said that if a person took up a professional 
career and did not conduct it satisfactorily that was not 
to say that the man who was careless and unsuccessful 
was guilty of any crime. He supposed that a solicitor, 
or a barrister, or doctor, was entitled to conduct his 
business in such a way that he made no income from it. 
On the other hand, he was obliged to have a proper 
regard for the public whom he served. Whether such 
a person was likely to be an unsatisfactory person from 
the public point of view really depended upon the type 
of person he was. 

Mr. Harris said that the members of the Board were 
usually well fitted to say what was necessary. He did 
not want it to be thought by the Court that the Board 
was attempting to impose standards which were higher 
than those which could be expected by anyone. 

In pharmacy it was essential that cleanliness should 
be observed. Dirt could be a very serious matter, more 
so than in some other professions. 

The Appellant then entered the witness box and was 
asked a number of questions by His Honour. He stated 
that ill-health was responsible for the circumstances 
in which he was found. He had no energy, no drive. 
Inspector Plummer aiso went into the witness box 
and answered a number of questions concerning the 
case. 

The Court’s decision was reserved. 


UNVEILING OF PORTRAIT OF DR. BYRON L. 
STANTON 


Members of the Council of the Pharmaceutical 
Society and their wives, members of the teaching staff 
of the College of Pharmacy and friends of Dr. Byron L. 
Stanton packed the Museum of the College of Pharmacy 
on the afternoon of Sunday, May 11, to do honour to 
Dr. Stanton, who has devoted a life time of service to 
pharmacy in Victoria, in a wider sphere to Australian 
pharmacy and most particularly to the Victorian College 
of Pharmacy. 

For over 40 years Dr. Stanton has been intimately 
associated with the work of the Pharmaceutical Society 
and the College, and throughout that time has given 
unstintedly of his time and talents. 

Dr. Stanton’s contribution to the advancement of 
pharmacy is widely known and appreciated. To give 
some tangible expression to this appreciation the part- 
ners of Henry Francis & Co. offered to present to the 
Society a portrait in oils of the Doctor, painted by the 
noted Melbourne artist, Mr. Scott Pendlebury. This 
offer was gladly acceped by the Society and the gather- 
ing in the Museum on May 11 was for the purpose of 
unveiling and receiving of the portrait. 

At 3.40 p.m., Mr. Eric Scott, President of the Phar- 
maceutical Society of Victoria, bade the visitors a very 
hearty welcome on behalf of the Council. He hoped 
they would enjoy the proceedings as much as they 
enjoyed this occasion for meeting, which arose from

the generosity of Henry Francis & Co. Their action 
had enabled them today to unveil a portrait of Dr. 
Stanton, which marked quite a part of their growth 
forward and with the other portraits would adorn the 
new College. He then called on Mr. David Cossar to 
make the presentation. 

Mr. D. A. Cossar said on behalf of his partners, Miss 
J. M. Caird, Mr. L. M. Heydon, and his son, Mr. Norman 
C. Cossar, he had very much pleasure in asking the 
Council to accept this painting of Dr. Stanton. They 
felt that down the years Dr. Stanton had done such a 
marvellous job for pharmacy, and that a gesture such 


as this was the least they could do to make some 
recognition of his services. They also felt that they 
owed a great deal to this old building they would be 
moving from shortly—a College which meant a great 
deal to all of them. They had been trained here, and 
of course if it had not been for the training they had 
received, they would not have been able to earn their 
livelihood in pharmacy. They were grateful for that, 
and any little things they could do for the College 
were just matters of duty. His partners and he were 
very pleased to make this gift. His partners were so 
much younger than he that they would be capable of 
doing things for pharmacy for many years to come. 
His own long association with the Council of the Society 
had been a great pleasure. He now handed over the 
portrait to the President 
= and he hoped to see it hung 
in the new College. (Ap- 
plause.) 


Unveiling by the Dean 


Mr. A. T. S. Sissons said 
Victorian Pharmacy and the 
College were deeply _in- 
debted to Henry Francis & 
Co., and particularly to 
Major Cossar, whose as- 
sociation with Dr. Stanton 
went back so many years, 
and to Mr. Norman Cossar. 

From the day Dr. Stanton 
entered this College as a 
student down to the present 
day he had been intimately 
associated with Victorian 
Pharmacy, and particularly 
with the College; and he 
had made very great contri- 
butions te pharmacy in Vic- 
toria particularly and in 
Australia generally. 

In this building they knew 
Dr. Stanton principally as a 
lecturer and as an examiner, 
and to that work he brought 
very great knowledge, wide 
experience, deep  sym- 
pathies and a very great 
understanding of his fellow 
human beings. If he might 
diverge, he would venture 
to think that his success, 
both as a teacher and as a 
physician, was very largely 
due to his understanding of 
human nature and his zest 
for living. He took it that 
students and patients felt 
that they had to come up to 
scratch to justify Dr. Stan- 
ton’s confidence their 
well-being. 

But quite apart from act- 
ing as a lecturer and an 
examiner, as Mr. Cossar’s 
preliminary remarks indi- 
cated, Dr. Stanton had other 
very wide activities. There 
was, for example, the work 
that he did as a represen- 
tative of two Australian 
Committees for the British 
Pharmacopoeia, and_ the 
Pharmacopoeia Commission 
took deep interest and took 
notice of the suggestions 


and criticisms that went

forward from Dr. Stanton, 
- many of which were and 
would be incorporated in 
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the British Pharmacopeia. Then there was the work 
Dr. Stanton did as Chairman of the Editorial Com- 
mittee of the A.P.F. Many people would think that 
that alone was a full time job, as it might well be, and 
yet it was taken in with the stride of Dr. Stanton’s 
other activities. Prior to that, there was the work 
called forth by the war—the compilation of the Emer- 
gency Formulary and the War Formulary for Australia, 
and Dr. Stanton’s position on the Medical Equipment 
Control Committee. In each and all of these offices 
he gave great service to pharmacy and to Australia. 
His activities were so great that it would be hardly 
profitable to pursue them all; but if he might speak of 
an association that had extended over a very consider- 
able time, one was continually amazed at the versatility 
of the man. He literally lived with Shakespeare, but 
he could turn in a moment to the piano and give one 
Gilbert and Sullivan and the Comic Operas. That 
versatility, he thought, was one of the keys to his 
character. 

Having enumerated those, and having spoken of the 
deep influence he had had on students and the College 
over the years, he read somewhere once that it was 
the duty of any group to gather together their inheri- 
tance from the past, to interpret the present, and provide 
for the future, and he thought so it would be with this 
portrait. It would be here at the old College mean- 
time, but it would be taken across with them to the 
new College at Parkville as one of their most treasured 
possessions, and they hoped that Dr. Stanton would 
go on giving them there the benefit of his great expe- 
rience for the very great changes that must be made 
in Pharmaceutical Education in Victoria over the next 
three or four years. 

The portrait would be an inspiration to oncoming 
students and teachers. It was also a very gracious 
tribute to a great teacher, and to those who were 
present it would be a reminder of the remarkable 
contribution that had been made by Dr. Stanton to 
Victorian Pharmacy. 

If Shakespeare had to have the last word, as he 
frequently did, even in a chemical audience, he would 
quote— 

“The elements so mixed in him that nature might 
stand up and say to all the world, this was a man.” 
Concluding, Mr. Sissons said: “Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I consider it a great privilege and an honour to unveil 
this portrait.” (Applause.) 

Mr. Scott said it was now his duty, on behalf of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, to thank Henry Francis & Co. 
for this very beautiful painting, and to express the 
hope that it would (he disliked using the word) hang 
very properly alongside Mr. Sissons in the new College. 

It had been the aim of the Council of the Society 
to commemorate the three men who had done more 
than anybody else to raise the standard of Pharma- 
ceutical Edueation in Victoria to the pinnacle it had 
now reached, and they were the Dean, Dr. Stanton 
and Dr. Cyril J. Tonkin. They now had the portrait 
of two of that blessed trinity in front of them—Mr. 
Sissons and Dr. Stanton—and they hoped to have the 
third portrait before they entered the new College. 
There they would remain for all students to see and 
be inspired by. They were three very great men, 
three men who had placed Victorian Professional Phar- 
macy on its proper plane, and the Councillors were 
very thankful to Dr. Stanton for what he had done, 
for the inspiration he had been to the students, and 
the glorious example he had given to all their pro- 
fession of what one man could do in pharmacy. 


To Mr. David Cossar, his son Mr. Norman Cossar, 
and his partners, he conveyed the sincere thanks of the 
Council for their most fitting gift and their generosity. 

He was sorry the artist, Mr. Scott Pendlebury, now 


overseas, could not be present to receive their thanks, 
but no doubt when the next portrait was finished he 
— be present, and then they could suitably thank 
im. 
The President then called on Mr. W. R. Iliffe, Presi- 
dent of the Pharmacy Board of Victoria, to propose a 
toast to Dr. Stanton. 


Toast to Dr. Stanton 


Mr. Iliffe said it seemed to him, after hearing Mr. 
Sissons speak, that at this stage they should have had 
Dr. Stanton at the piano playing some of his pieces. 
Ever since he had been asked to propose this toast, 
he had been trying to think why he should have had 
that particular honour. The only reason that he could 
think of was that he was one of the few present who 
had not had to face Dr. Stanton as an examination 
candidate! 

He felt it was a very great honour to propose a toast 
to one who held such an important position in phar- 
macy. Before he met Dr. Stanton he had spoken to 
some of those who attended his lectures—the majority 
were the fairer sex—and from them he learnt that 
Dr. Stanton held a very special place in their hearts. 
That, in itself, was a tribute for any man who came 
before students as a teacher, examined them afterwards 
and still remained a friend. 

They had been reminded that Dr. Stanton was a 
member of the Medical Profession. There were a good 
many people in this particular profession who took 
the time and energy to pursue their profession, but 
very few were prepared to give as much time to the 
organisation in which they first began their business 
and professional life as Dr. Stanton had given. It was 
inspiring to refiect that a man could so spend his days 
doing his regular professional work and then come 
along and help pharmacy. 

Speaking from the Pharmacy Board’s angle, they 
were grateful to Dr. Stanton for the work he had done 
in the examinations. Whenever they had been pressed 
for anyone to help with the oral section, Dr. Stanton 
had always been ready to come along and give them 
an extra hour or two to help them out of a difficulty. 

Like Mr. Sissons, he hoped that, when this’ portrait 
was hanging in the new College as a memorial of all 
the work Dr. Stanton had done for them, he would 
not think they did not wish to see him still in the 
flesh. In expressing that sentiment, he thought he 
could speak for all of them. They hoped Dr. Stanton 
would be spared for very many years to give them of 
his services as he had given in the past. 

The toast was then drunk with enthusiasm. 


Dr. Stanton’s Response 


Speaking quietly—the result of a bout of sickness 
during the week—Dr. Stanton said he had no idea 
embarrassment could be so complete. Although Mr. 
Sissons had misquoted Shakespeare (laughter), he ap- 
preciated very keenly the honour and the personal 
tribute conveyed. He felt he should refer first of all 
to the generous and kindly gesture of the partners of 
Henry Francis & Co. in making this presentation, and 
secondly express his appreciation for the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society having accepted the portrait for exhibition 
in the sacred precincts of the College of Pharmacy. 
He had been associated with Victorian Pharmacy as 
student, pharmacist, lecturer and examiner, frequently 
critic, sometimes a nuisance, and sometimes adviser 
for very nearly half a century, and it had been a par- 
ticularly happy association. 

His first impression on viewing this opus magna was 
one of admiration for the creative skill and technical 
ability of the artist. His next impression, perhaps, was 
that it was not absolutely true of himself, for, as his 
friend Shakespeare said, “The eye sees not itself.” 

Much as he appreciated the honour of this occasion, 
there was another scholastic reward that came to them

and which perhaps increased daily as the seasons crept 
along. Of the thousands of students who had passed 
through his hands, he could not recall having heard 
at any time an unkind remark from any of them; and 
those who had passed their examinations always ack- 
nowledged, by a greeting, that he had a small space 
of affection in their hearts, as indeed they had in his. 

“Once again, thank you very much,” Dr. 
concluded. (Applause.)

Interviews with Students.—The President reported 
that two former students had been interviewed by the 
Executive during the month.

A.N.Z.A.A.S.—Further consideration was given to a 
proposal that the Council should subsidise the cost of 
attendance of several senior students or recent graduates 
at the next meeting of A.N.Z.A.A.S. to be held in 
Adelaide in August, 1958. It was resolved that the 
sum of £100 be allocated for this purpose. 

Refresher Course.—The President reported that the 
programme for the proposed Refresher Course had been 
finalised. All the speakers suggested had agreed to 
participate, and the opening lecture of the series would 
be delivered on Wednesday, June 11. Circulars giving 
full details would be posted to all members, apprentice 
members, Fellows and Life members. The Public Lec- 
ture Theatre in the Arts Building, University of Mel- 
bourne, had been booked for the lectures, and large 
attendances of members were expected. 

Dose Book.—Mr. Hull inquired whether the Society 
intended to issue a revised edition of the Dose Book, 
now that a new edition of the B.P. was coming into 
operation. After discussion it was resolved that some 
inquiries be made as to the reception of* the earlier 
edition of the Dose Book and that the matter be further 
considered by the Council at its next meeting.

Presentation of Portrait.—The Secretary reported that 
the portrait in oils of Dr. Byron L. Stanton, the gift 
of Henry Francis & Co., would be hung in the Museum 
and that arrangements for the formal presentation on 
Sunday afternoon, May 11, had been completed. It 
was anticipated that there would be an attendance of 
150 persons on this occasion. The presentation would 
be made by Mr. D. A. Cossar, and the portrait would 
be unveiled by the Dean of the College, Mr. A. T. S. 
Sissons. Mr. W. R. Iliffe, President of the Pharmacy 
Board, would propose the toast to Dr. Stanton. The 
arrangements were approved. 

Presentation of Diplomas.—It was reported that 
Major-General A. H. Ramsay, C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O., B.Sc., 
had consented to deliver the address to the graduates 
at the Ceremony of Presentation of Diplomas in the 
Public Lecture Theatre, University of Melbourne, on 
Monday, June 9. Invitations were being prepared for 
students, their parents and the chemists to whom they 
were apprenticed. The programme and_ procedure 
would be very similar to that of previous years. The 
arrangements were approved. 

The New Coilege—Commencement of Building Ope- 
rations.—The President reported that tenders were 
opened on April 30 in the presence of the Hon. Trea- 
surer, the Government Architect and the Society’s 
Architect. The lowest tender was £366,322, excluding 
the installation of laboratory fittings, benches, shelving, 
etc. The lowest tender was well recommended by the 
Government Architect and the Society’s Architect. The 
Council concurred in the recommendation, and the Pre- 
sident stated that the contract would now be entered 
into. The Council was considering ways and means 
of raising the additional finance. Over and above the 
contract price the sum of £100,000 would probably be 
required to complete the building ready for occupation. 

Finance.—The Hon. Treasurer submitted the monthly 
financial statement, which showed a credit balance of 
£8772/18/3, and accounts totalling £5503/12/8 were 
passed for payment. 

The Monash University.—The President submitted a 
report of a discussion which had taken place concerning 
suggestions that inquiries be made concerning the pos- 
sibility of securing a Faculty of Pharmacy in the pro- 
posed new Monash University. 

The Metric System.—A member of the Council drew 
attention to the adoption of the use of the metric 
system by the Royal Melbourne Hospital. This was 
considered to be an interesting development which the 
Council might investigate in view of the trend towards 
the introduction of the metric system generally. It 
was resolved that the question be referred to the 
Education Committee for preliminary discussion. 

Student Counsellor.—On the suggestion of Mr. F. W. 
Johnson, it was resolved that Mr. R. H. Borowski be 
appointed Student Counsellor so that students encoun- 
tering difficulties would have a specific person in the 
College from whom to seek advice and who would 
direct them to a particular person on the staff for help 
in their particular problems. 

The meeting terminated at 11.30 a.m.

When a person retired from a Board, normally he did 
not attend further meetings; but P.D.L. had had such a 
long association with Mr. Wallis and Mr. Warner that 
the Directors had asked them to avail themselves at 
any time of an open invitation to attend meetings of 
the Directors. 

Eoth Mr. Wallis and Mr. Warner had given very good 
service to pharmacy in general, and to P.D.L. in par- 
ticular.

When Mr. Wallis retired from the Chairmanship of 
P.D.L. it would -have been quite usual for the Vice- 
Chairman to move up and become Chairman, but on 
that occasion, Mr. Warner, instead of accepting office 
as Chairman, had nominated him (Mr. Braithwaite).

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young blood had come to the organisation it had built 
tremendously on the earlier foundations, and in a way 
that was quite unexpected because the conditions were 
so different. The legal advice being spread through the 
Journal, the aid they were giving to the widows of 
members, and the many other ways P.D.L. was helping 
pharmacists generally were instances that came to 
mind. Much of their work necessarily had to be done 
out of the blaze of publicity. Mr. Warner and he, and 
others like them, wie had gone before, must feel that 
the present Board were doing an excellent job. He 
appreciated very much the kind thoughts expressed and 
the presentation made to him. 


Directorate: Appointment of Mr. Norman Victor Orr. 
—tThe desire of the N.S.W. Local Board that their Chair- 
man, Mr. Norman Victor Orr, be appointed to the Board 
of Directors to fill the vacancy created by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. C. C. Fewtrell, was conveyed in a letter from 
the N.S.W. Branch Secretary. 

After several members of the Board had spoken in 
favour of the proposition, Mr. Moore moved that Mr. 
Norman Victor Orr, of N.S.W., be co-opted as a Director 
of the company for the unexpired portion of the term 
for which Mr. C. C. Fewtrell had been elected, namely 
until November, 1960. The motion was seconded by 
Mr. Cornell and carried unanimously. 


Legal Advice.—A member who had been asked by 
the Committee handling arrangements for a _ social 
function to apply for and sign the necessary declaration 
to obtain a liquor licence, asked for a ruling regarding 
his position, privately and professionally. The solicitor 
replied that if any breach of the licensing law took 
place, the person who obtained the permit was the one 
prosecuted for any offence. Having regard to the 
member’s professional position in his district, it might 
be more serious for him if he had to be prosecuted than 
it would be for any non-professional person. He there- 
fore suggested it might be advisable for the member to 
authorise the secretary of the committee to apply for 
the licence. 


Lay-by and Hire Purchase.—The Secretary said he had 
received Counsel’s opinion during the month and copies 
were now available. 


The Chairman said he thought the part dealing with 
lay-by would be of interest to quite a number of mem- 
bers and could with advantage be published in the 
Journal. The longer section, dealing with hire pur- 
chase, would not interest many members, and further- 
more it would call for close study on the part of any 
member who wished to obtain a lead on the handling 
of this type of business. 


The Chairman suggested that the opinion be held at 
the P.D.L. office, where it would be available for per- 
usal by any member interested. Copies could be sent 
to the P.D.L. Branch Offices and to the Guild Branch 
Offices and held available similarly, if they so wished, 
subject to such further examination of the opinion (as 
regard their own particular State) as the Local Boards 
might wish to obtain. 


The best advice to a chemist who contemplated en- 
tering the hire purchase business was that he should 
contact his bank and come to some arrangement whereby 
he could hand over the financial side to his bank. Most 
of the banks now had a financial interest in one or 
other of the hire purchase finance companies. That 
was the way he looked at the matter, and Mr. Cossar, 
with whom he discussed the matter on May 20, agreed 
with him. Mr. Moore said he also concurred. The 
Directors resolved accordingly. 


Article of Association: Re Range of Investments.—The 
Secretary said a letter had been forwarded to the 
Solicitor during the month informing him of the sug- 
gestion that the range of investments available to P.D.L. 
might be extended, and inquiring what alterations of 


the Articles of Association would be necessary, subject’

A copy of the new scale of agents’ commissions payable 
had been sent to all agents, together with a new form 
of agreement to be presented to agents, including a 
clause stating that the agent would be bound by any 
alterations to the rates if such were approved by the 
Guild. A letter containing this suggestion to be sub- 
mitted to the Mutual Hospital Association. 

Yardleys’ Lipsticks.—A letter from the Federal Mer- 
chandising Service advising the result of representation 
to Yardleys in connection with the replacement of 
stocks of its lipsticks was read. It was decided that 
the matter had now been satisfactorily settled, and the 
letter was received. 

Prices Department, New Submission for Increase in 
Dispensing Fees.—The Secretary reported that a new 
submission had been made to the Prices Department 


for an increase in dispensing fees. No acknowledgment 
had yet been received from the Prices Department. 

“Family Circle.’—Letter dated April 2, explaining 
the reasons why it was decided to discontinue endorse- 
ment of the “Family Circle” magazine, was received. 

Colgate Palmolive Xmas Pack.—Letter dated March 
17, advising action taken by Federal Merchandising 
Service in connection with the Colgate Palmolive Xmas 
Pack, was read and received. 

Women Pharmaceutical Chemists’ Association of S.A. 
—Letter dated April 7 advised the new officers of the 
Association and also submitted the names of seven 
women pharmacists who would be prepared to do 
emergency work. This letter was received, and the 
Secretary was instructed to write to the women’s Asso- 
ciation and thank them for their interest. 

Correspondence.—From Mr. R. Gartrell, Moonta, re 
Goanna Oil and Goanna Salve. Letter to be written 
to the Federal Merchandising Service attaching copy 
of Mr. Gartrell’s letter and asking for action. In the 
meantime members to be advised not to handle pending 
the outcome of the discussions by the F.M. Service. 

From the Premier’s Office, acknowledging receipt of 
Guild letter and advised that the matter is receiving 
attention. The Secretary was asked to write to the 
Premier and thank him for his advice, but to point 
out that no reply had yet been received from the Prices 
Department. 

From Rexona Pty. Ltd., clarifying the article on 
Pears Baby Powder which appeared in the February 
issue of the “Gilseal News.” The letter was received. 

Long Service Leave.—The Secretary advised that he 
had received four copies of agreements for Long Service 
Leave from the South Australian Chamber of Manu- 
factures Inc. These agreements would bind the mem- 
bers of the Guild to the adoption of the Federal code 
for Long Service Leave.

Accreditation of Wholesalers.—Mr. Cotterell advised 
that the Federal Secretary was taking this matter up 
with the Guild Solicitor, Mr. Bryan. 

Merchandising Scheme.—Mr. Patrick reported that a 
plan of the suburbs had now been made available per 
favour of Mr. Currie, of Bristol Myers. The Secretary 
undertook to supply a list of all members in South Aus- 
tralia as soon as possible to Mr. Patrick. 

List of Chemist-Only Lines.—The Secretary reported 
that only one chemist had advised him concerning 
chemist-only lines manufactured.
